Norwich University Graduates Eligible for Army Officers 

Without Mental Examination Under New 

Order from War Department 

Lieut Chapman's Idea« 

The following extract from the general orders issued by the War De- 
partment, January 2, 1908, probably means more to Norwich University, 
from a military standpoint, than any other one thing which has been 
brought about in recent years, and the information will be hailed with de- 
light by all interested in the Institution.. 

By virtue of this order, honor graduates of Norwich University will be 
eligible to the grade of second lieutenant in the army, after the assignment 
of the graduates of the United States Military academy and available can- 
didates from the ranks subject only to physical examination and a test in 
horsemanship. 

Every year since the government has inspected and classified the col- 
leges to which regular army officers have been detailed as professors of 
military science Norwich University has been reported as one of the six 
schools found most proficient and from these six institutions the second 
lieutenants have been chosen to fill the positions not taken by West Point- 
ers. In all cases however the men have been required to take the mental 
examination required of all civilian appointees. 

Lieut. Chapman has been endeavorinj^ to secure this concession to 
schools of the first cla.ss for sometime, and now that it has been given 
Norwich University stands out more prominently than ever as a stej^ping 
stone to the service. It comes as an endorsement of the collc>;e and its 
curriculum. The extract is as follows: 

''Only such vacancies in the grade of secc^nd lieutenants in the line o\ 
the army as exist after the assignment (^f the graduates of the United 
States Military academy each 3'ear, and as arc not required for (jualitied 
enlisted candidates, are available for the a]ipointnient of civilians. 

"In any ^-ear when sueh vacancies are available they ma>' be filled by 

the appointment of honor graduates of institutions of learning at which 

officers of the army are detailed as professors n\ military science and 

tactics, whose students have exhibited the i^reatest apj)lication and i)ro-

With the opening of the winter term Lit Norwicli University was real- 
ized the hope of many of its friends and supporters in that for the first 
time in its history the instituti( n was e«|r.ipiied to i;ive mounted instruction 
to the cadets. For more than a year the TnivLrsitN' had l)een I'jossessed 
of sufficient horse eciuipment, furnished Ijy tlie United States government, 
to equip completely more than loo horses. I^ir more than IJ months also 
a fund had V)een accumulating for the i)ureliase of mounts. Tiiis fund 
was made up wholly from xif^"^ iJ^ cash from fritiuls of the instituti*m who 
believed that the youn>^ idea sliould he traiiu-d to ride as well as shoot. 

The first expenditures from this fund were made in I)ec'em])er. so that 
with the openinj.^ of the winter term in Jannai\ . the l'ni\er.sit_\ stable was 
sulViciently filled to permit the l)e.uinni]i^ «'f tl.r mount(.'(l instruction to a 
class of nearj>" 60 cadets, and this traiuin;^ in lioist-uianship is n<»w Ijcin.^ 
^ven daily under the supervision of an oifin-r «•[ the rniti-d Stairs cavan-y. 

To permit of i")roper work lvl-u (hn"in;.:. tlie lon;< Vmnont winlirs, the 
floor was removed from tlu: old infantr\ drill liall, and this was replaced 
with one of sawdti.st, and tlu- hnddniv "t lu iwisc alii u-d so as to inrnisli a 
small, though excellent ridin;^ hall.

All of the horses purchased 1)\ tin- riii\ei^il\ lor tiiis w ( •! k were 
thoroughly untrained for saddle '.:^e. In i a( t . ii;..st .^i tluin h:i'i iu'\-er been 
broken to harness. This was in ace oi daiKe wiiii tiiL' ' •ii;.. iiuil jilaii, lor it 
was desired to Rtve to the (\idets nndervoinj in-^irni. t ion. tram in-.; n<»t on]\- 
in ridin>(, but akso in the i)rop<.>r haniH i:!,' aii'l msn -a t i. -n ot \ oniij hoi.ses.ije-- 
cause it was appreciated that the niiniSe; or trained sadille h< -i ^ls ni\'enn< >nt 
was limited, and was consi. lured dt.-s;ra"n.e to tcac ii t ho <adris to hauirie, not 



only well trained saddlers, but also to take a green, unbroken colt and 
make an efficient saddle animal of it. Before any cadet was permitted to 
mount one of these untrained horses, the animal was first ridden by the 
instructor a sufficient number of times to prove its disposition and the fact 
that it was safe for an untrained man to ride. Beyond that, the education 
of these horses is turned over to the men undergoing instruction, that the 
human and brute pupils may learn together. 

That this feature of the University course is proving popular is evidenc- 
ed by the fact that nearly double the number of applications for this instruc- 
tion were received to what could be filled. To the upper cla.ssmen first choice 
was given. With an increase in the number of horses, however, it is hop- 
ed within a year or so to give instruction to all who may desire it. The 
care and feeding of such a number of horses, is necessarily a heavy burden 
of expense to the University, one which could not be borne without addi 
tional aid. As a consequence a riding fee of ten dollars per term is charg- 
ed each cadet receiving this instruction, the course being wholly optional 
on the part of the students. In other colleges of the United States where 
this instruction is given, the minimum fee is eighty dollars per year, so 
that Norwich is giving for thirty dollars, the same course for which other 
military institutions are charging a much larger sum. 

In the selection of horses for this purpose, it has been the plan of 
those in charge to secure the type of horse for whi(^h Vermont has been 
famous — the Morgan. This is not onlv from a patriotic feeling, but be- 
cause this type is peculiarly well fitted for .saddle purposes, making, when 
of sufficient size, an almost ideal cavalry mount. It is hoped by the au- 
thorities of the Universitv that the value of the Morgan horse as a saddle 
animal may here l)e .so well demon.strated as to give an added impetus to 
the breeding of that tpye among the Vermont farmers with a view to their 
sale for saddle purpo.ses. 

In addition to the hor.ses actually owned by the University, a number 
have also been brought in by cadets from their homes, in order that here 
they ma}' have their colts trained to the saddle. To such men no fee is 
charged; but their horses are cared for in the University stable at actual 
cost, and men and hor.ses get the advantage of the training for even less 
money than tney would be able to subsist the horse at home, for the Uni- 
versity purchases in large quantities and is able to buy at low prices in 
con.se(|uence. That this is going to prove a poinilar feature as well, is 
shown by the fact that there are now more applications from cadcls t«» 



keep their own horses here than can at present be filled, thouj^^h prepara- 
tions are bein^ made to furnish accommodations to a still larger number. 
Of course men furnishing their own mounts are permitted the exclusive 
use of those horses, though under the same supervision as is given to the 
others. 

During the first few months instruction is given in horsemanship — the 
handling of the horse — and in riding. Lessons are first given in the .sad- 
dle and at slow gaits until both man and horse get confidence. Then the 
man is ready for instruction in that cla-ss of riding which will make him 
perfectly at home on a horse's back, regardless of the type of .saddle, or 
whether he has any .saddle at all. This is accomplished by drill in bare- 
back riding, riding a.stride, riding .sideways, riding faced to the rear, riding 
in all positions po.ssible on a horse's back from his ears to his tail; mount- 
ing and dismounting at the walk, the trot and gallop; lumping hurdles, 
b tih with and without saddles; and all kinds of work which give the man 
such confidence that he is fearless, without being foolhardy, and knows 
the powers and capabilities of the horse That this course is proving suc- 
cessful is demonstrated by the fact that most of the men now unilergoing 
instruction are able to do any or all of the above mentioned feats. although 
they have been now less than three weeks under training on horses which 
have had le.ss than a month's work under the saddle. 

Following upon this, comes tiie instructi'^n in Regular cavalry drill, 
s«mie of which is undertaken in the riding hall, Init most of which has to 
be done on the drill field later in the season. This fixes in mind the les- 
sons previously taught and develops greater ability in horse training and 
riding. This is later followed by artillery drill, when the liorses are work- 
ed in harness upon the guns and cai.ssons, of which the Tniversity has the 
number i.ssued by the United States for its regular battery c(|nipiiient, 
fourteen four horse carriages in all. 

As to the advantages of this instruction much can be said. To those 
cadets who are ambitious to enter the military .service of the United States 
it means everything, for all candidates for a]i])ointuient to the regular army 
are now required to take the test in horsemanship as a prerequisite to their 
commissions. That this instruction will prepare such men for lliis test is 
evident. As Norwich University now has the right to name honor gradu- 
ates for appointment as .second lieutenants in the I'nited States army with- 
out the u.sual mental examinations, this mounted instruction guarantees 
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to a young man desiring such an appointment that he will be able to pass 
all the requirements. 

To the civil engineer a knowledge •>! lujrscmanship is almost invari- 
ably an advantaK:e, if not an absolute necessity. Man\- are tlie times that 
the ability to mount and ride for long distances will permit a civil enignecr 
to accomplish work which would otherwise be impossible to him. To 
every man a knowledge of the powers and use of horses, ability to handle 
them and confidence as a rider will prove not only of frequent financial ad- 
vanta.:a;e to him, but also afford him a source of greatest pleasure and de- 
lightful recreaticm in years to come. 

At the head of the University stal)le is the famous stallion, ••Emperor," 
presented to Norwich Universitx- b\- Mr. Maxwell Kvarts of Wiudsor. This 
magnificent horse is well known as a l)l:ic riblxxi winner wheiever he has 
been exhibited, and he has Ikcu shown .many times against high class 
competitors. lender the saddle this proud and p(»wcrful animal makes a 
beautif il appearance, and is chief among the attracticuis which the ca\a'r\- 
department has to .-^how to man>- interested visitors. 
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REGULATIONS 

FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 

Norwich University 

NORTHFIELD, VERMONT 



It is a characteristic and peculiar feature of Norwich Universi- 
ty that in addition to a liberal course of study, as in other Colleges, 
she is required also by Charter to furnish a "course of military in- 
struction, both theoretical and practical." Her discipline is, there- 
fore of necessity military in form and principle. Wherever pure- 
ly collegiate duties require variation in particulars— as they often 
may — the analogies of approved military usa>^e are maintained as 
far as practicable. 

The Hoard of Trustees, of which the President of the Universi- 
ty is Ex -Officio Chairman, constitute the corporation of Norwich 
University. To them is committed its government and the care 
and management of its affairs. "They have power to make and 
establish all such reasonable and proper laws, rules and regulations 
as may be necessary for the governing, instruction and education 
of the students and the management of said Institution." 

In accordance with the provisions of the Charter the following 
regulations are established for the government of the University, 
and all existing orders and regulations conflicting therewith are 
revoked.

ARTICLE 1. 
Organization. OtHcers. Faculty. 

1. The oflficers of the University shall be the President* 
Deans of Departments, Commandant of Cadets, Professors, In- 
structors, Recording JSecretary of the Faculty, Librarian and 
Historian, and such employees for the care of buildings, grounds 
and material as the Board of Trustees may designate. With the 
exception of the Commandant of Cadets when an officer of the 
United States Army, the term of office of each offi'^er and em- 
ployee shall be specified at the time of election or appointment. 

2. The President, Professors, Instructors and all other 
officers and custodians of property may be elected at any regular 
or special meeting of the board of Trustees. In the case of the 
President the call for the meeting shall specify such election as 
its purpose. 

3. The President shall from time to time, give to the Board 
and to the committees, information of the state of the University 
and recommend such measures as he may deem necessary or 
expedient and in transmitting such communications shall express 
his own views on the same. Such communications or reports 
shall be in writing, if possible. He shall recommend persons 
for vacant chairs in the instructional force; and whenever in his 
opinion it is necessary to miike a change or addition to the force 
of instructors he shall report the same to the Board of Trustees or 
to the Executive Committee in accordance with Section 7, of the 
Bylaws with such recommedations as he may deem best, stating 
facts necessary to the understanding of the subjects. He shall see 
that all laws, rules and regulations pertaining to government are 
faithfully observed. He shall have authority to give general direc- 
tion to the instructional affairs of the Universitv. In the recess of the 
Board of Trustees, he shall report any inefficiency, insubordina- 
tion, or prejudicial -acts of any officer elected by the board which 
shall come to his knowledge to the Executive Committee. The 
President, with the advice of the Faculty, shall make regulations 
for the government of the University and submit the same to the 
Board of Trustees for approval at a regular or special meeting. 

4. During the absence of the President, the senior member 



of the faculty shall perform his duties, unless another member be 
specially designated for the purpose. 

5. The President, on consultation with the faculty, may make 
rules f(.)r the instruction and discipline of the students, subject to 
approval by the board. In case a student is found j^uilty of an 
offense which, in the judgment of the faculty and President, calls 
for his expulsion, the president may suspend the offender, and 
shall report the case to the Board of Trustees, who shall consider 
it within ten days of the receipt of this report, and inform the 
President of their decision. If action is not taken by the Regard 
of Trustees within the period named, the President may act. 

6. The Commandant of Cadets is intrusted with the im- 
mediate care of all military details, the administration of disci- 
pline, and all military aff'airs pertaining- thereto. He shall keep a 
record showin^^ the deportment of each cadet and shall publish an 
abstract thereof weekly. He shall prescribe the order in which the 
furniture, beddinj^^ books, clothing, equipment, etc.. shall be ar- 
ranged throughout the barracks. He shall from time to time pub- 
lish to the corps all lists of service calls; provided that there shall 
be no change in the hours for academic duty without the approval 
of the President and Faculty. All communications from him to 
the Board of Trustees shall be in writing and addressed to the 
President. 

The Professor of Military Science and Tactics shall instruct 
in all matters ])ertaining to military- science and the drill reg:ula- 
tions of the various arms, such as may be required by the orders 
of the War Department and the authnii/.cd course of study in his 
department. He shall make a minute inspection of all cadets, 
their arms, equii)mL-nt. accountrements, rooms, and furniture, 
monthly, or oftener as occasion may re(|uire, and shall make a 
written report and recommendation thereon to the President 
whenever in his discretion a change in existing conditions shall 
be necessary or advisable. He shall give necessary orders for the 
safekeeping of the arms and other public property issued for the 
use of his department. All communications from him to the 
Board of Trustees shall be in writing and addressed to the Presi- 
dent. 

7. The Faculty shall con.sist of the President, Commandant 
of Cadets and the elected Professors and Assistant Professors. 

8. Members of the Faculty are given local rank by the laws 
of the State of Vermont as follow\s, — 



The President, Colonel: 

The Professors of twenty years service, Lieutenant Colonel. 

The Commandant of Cadets, Major. 

The Professors of ten years service, Major. 

The Professor of five yesrs service. Captain. 

The Professors, first five years, First Lieutenant. 

The Assistant Professors, Second Lieutenant. 

The Professor of Military Science and Tactics when an officer 
of the U. S. Army, has the rank of his ^rade in the Army. 

On official business the professors shall be addressed by the 
title of their proper military rank. 

9. The University year shall bej^in and end on such dates 
as the Board of Trustees shall designate. 

10. The full number of weeks included in the active work of 
the University and Commencement week shall constitute the 
year's service for the instructional force. 

11. No member of the Faculty, instructor or employee shall 
absent himself from duty, or give his time or attention to any 
remunerative employment or business during term time outside 
the work for which he is engaged, unless by permission of the 
President: nor shall any person make purcha.se of or additions 
to the apparatus, material, books, papers or collections of the 
University, without authority from the same S(uirce. 

12. The Recording Secretary of the Faculty, who shall be 
appointed by the President and c(Mitirnied by the Trustees, shall 
keep all academic records and documents; he shall keep a recc^rd 
of the standing of cadets as reported to him by their instructors, 
and furnish to the President or any Professor, \\hen refjuired, a 
copy of the standing of each cadet: and shall also within ten days 
of the end of each term, send to the parents, or guardian, ot each 
cadet if under age, or t(^ said cadet if of age, a report of .said 
cadet's standing in each department. 

13. There shall l.)e a Librarian and Historian appointed by 
the Board, whose duty it shall be. under the supervision of the 
Library Committee nominated by the Faculty and approved by 
the Board of which Committee the Librarian shall be a member 
ex-officio, to number, arrange and preserve all books belonging 
to the library; to make and keej) an accurate catalogue thereof , in 
which shall be entered the title of each, and, if donated the name 
of the giver; and keep a record as well of facts and dates of 
historical interest connected with the beginning and progress of 



the University and of those wearing its honors, and preserve the 
same for the use of the University; he shall report annually 
through the President the total number of volumes in the library 
the number added during the year preceeding the report, the 
number of books missing, and the persons from whom they are 
due. 

He shall keep the library open such hours of each day as the 
Library Committee shall direct. 

ARTICLE 11. 
Cadet Organization. 

14. The Students of the University duly officered, shall 
constitute the University corps of Cadets: as such thjy shall wear 
the prescribed uniform and shall be subject to the orders of their 
superior officers and. to these regulations. 

It is to be supposed that the word or signature of every cadet 
worth>' to be held in good standing in the Corps will be equiva- 
lent to a sacred pledge or word of hon(»r. 

No c:idet can exercise authority as an officer in the Uni- 
versity, or l:)e removed from that (office without the warrant or 
approval of the President. 

Promotions will usuall\- be announced at Ct)mmL'ncement, to 
take effect at the opening of the ensuing college \ear. All 
prcnnotions will be made in accordance with the orders of the War 
hepartment governing such appointments in military schools and 
colleges. The commissioned officers shall be selected from the 
senior chuss; the sergeants from that or the from the juni(»r class: 
the corporals from the three upper classes. Promotions will l)e 
awarded to those cadets whose conduct has been most s()ldierl\-, 
who have distinguished themselves by their performance of all 
military duty, whose academic .standing has been highest, and 
whose deportment and personal bearing has been such as to 
create confidence in their ability and steadfastness. Actual rank 
among the officers and ncMi-commissioned officers will be deter- 
mined by competitive examination, subject to such orders as may 
from time to time be promulgated by the Commandant with the 
approval of the President. Xo cadet shall be eligible to promo- 
tion who.se academic standing at commencement is not sufficient 
to advance him t(^ his proper class without conditions. All com- 



15. The commissioned personnel shall consist of the necessary 
field and staflE, and the full complement of company officers for 
each organization in the cadet corps. Each cadet- officer shall 
consider himself as the personal representative of the Comman- 
dant in all matters pertaining to discipline and military admit is- 
tration. 

16. The roster shall include such list of noncommissioned 
staff officers as shall be necessary to the proper administration, 
discipline and instruction of the corps of cadets. 

17. Any cadet officer or noncommissioned officer whose 
percentage of deportment at the end of any term is less than fifty 
shall be deprived of his office. 

18. Cadet officers and noncommissioned officers shall not be 
tried for petty offenses, but shall be subject to admonition, re. 
proof, or reprimand by the President or Commandant for such ne- 
glects or disorders, provided that if any officer or noncommissioned 
officer, shall by continued neglect to heed such admonition, and 
shall show contempt for his office, he shall on the recommenda- 
tion of the Commandant be reduced by the President. 

19. No cadet officer shall be subject to trial by inferior court 
martial, but for .serious offenses shall be triable by General Court 
Martial, such court being ordered by the President. 

20. Cadet noncommissioned officers shall be triable by court 
martial for offenses for which they may be reported, except that no 
noncommissioned officer shall be triable by- summary Court 
Martial if he objects thereto, unless such trial be ordered by the 
authority competent to order trial by a General or Garrison Court 
Martial, as the case may be. No sentence of reduction shall De 
carried into effect until it snail have been approved by the 
President on the recommendation of the Commandant. 

21. All cadet officers and noncommi.ssioned officers shall be 
required to live in barracks. No cadet shall be eligible for 
appointment as an officer unless he shall have lived the two im- 
mediately preceding years in barracks, nor for appointment as 
a noncommissioned officer unless he shall have lived the preced- 
ing year in barracks. 

22. All cadet officers and noncommissioned officers shall be 
addressed according to the actual rank held by them m the cadet 
Corps. 

23. Cadets serving as noncommissioned officers during their 
senior year shall, on graduation, receive appointments as second 
lieutenants. 



24. All roll calls shall be superintended by an officer and at- 
tended by all available officers. 

25. The commissioned and noncommissioned staff shall 
assist the Commandant in all the work of administration pertain- 
in:^ to the corps, and, in each military department, shall be re- 
sponsible to him f(^r the maintanance of proper records and the 
care and issure of supplies and equipments. 

Zh. The adjutant shall keep a roster of the officers and a 
record of all duties performed by them. He shall have supervision 
of the rosters kept b\' the ser:>:eant major, and shall supervise the 
prei)artion of all papers and records usuallv devolvin.v^ upon his 
department in the Tnited States Army and in the Vermont 
National r,uard. 

11 . The (Juartermaster shall have charge of the issue and care 
of all property usually ]K'rtainin^ to that dei)artment. He shall 
receipt to the custodian for all property l)elon;^in.^- to the Univer- 
sit>- to be issued for the use of cadets and shall take receipts for 
such propert\' from all cadets to whom issues are made. All 
University- propertv issued to the cadets shall be projierlv' numlxT- 
ed and marked, and individual accountal)ilit>" and responsibility 
shall l)e by s.ich numl)ers. the record of which shall be kept by 
the <Juartermaster. He shall als(^ have charge of all government 
and state Ouartermaster i)roperty, and the issue thereof, under the 
direction of the Commandant. 

1^. The Ordnance ( )fficer shall have charge of the main- 
tenance and issue of all ordnance property and ordnance stores, 
and shall keep a proper record thereof. Issues shall be made by 
number and individual resi)onsibility shall be determined in the 
same manner. He shall take receipts for all issues of property 
made to cadets. 

29. The sergeant major, quartermaster sergeant, and ordnance 
sergeant shall act as assistants to the adjutant, the cpiarter- 
master, and the ordnance officer, respectively. The color ser- 
geant, may in the discretion of the Commandant, be used as an 
assi.stant in administrative work. 

M). Candidates, on arrival shall report to the Connnandant 
and after passing the necessary entrance examinations, with the 
approval of th-* proper committee of the Faculty, they shall be 
entered upon the rolls. Each new cadet shall be furnished with a 
copy ofthe.se regulations and within seven days after his arrival at 
the University shall be required to sign the certificate on the last 



page hereof and file the same in the office of the commandant. 
New cadets will be considered as on probation for at least eight 
weeks. 

32. Term bills are in all cases payable in advance to the 
treasurer. If a cadet fails to make payment, or satisfactory ar- 
rangement therefor within fifteen days after his bills are present- 
ed by the Treasurer he shall be excluded from recitations and 
receive the same demerits as for unexcused absences. 

ARTICLE III. 
Courses of Stady. Markings and Examinations. 

33. Cadets shall follow all the studies prescribed in the course 
for which they may be entered. Permission to omit any subject or 
to take additional or sub.stitute subjects must be obtained from th^ 
Faculty by written request, in which the reasons for making the 
desired change must be fully stated. Such requests must be address- 
ed "To the Faculty Committee on Academic Standing" and sent 
to the Commandant. 

34. Examinations, at which every cadet must be present un- 
less specially excu.sed, shall be held at the close of each term in all 
subjects completed that term, or if a subject is completed before 
the close of the term the examination may be held upon its com- 
pletion. The examination marks are to be considered as ccjual to 
the term mark in finding the average for thu term. 

35. In the military course, cadets will be marked in: 
1st, Military efficiency. 

2nd, Military duty. 
3rd, Drills. 
4th, Inspections. 

5th, Recitations in Military Subjects. 
6th, Military standing. 

The military standing of a cadet shall be determined Ijy com- 
bining his marks in 1, J, 3, 4, and 5; 1 having double value. 

36. The general standing of a cadet shall be detrmined by 
combining the academic standing, the military standing, and the 
deportment giving double weight to the first . 

37. Every instructor shall keej) a book containing the recita- 
tion records of each cadet in his classes, and transmit a copy, 
thereof when required to the President. Every instructor shall 
submit weeklv to the Commandant a list of all cadets in his de- 



part me nt whose work has been "deficient" or ''unsatisfactory", 
that proper deprivations of privile;<es may be made against those 
cadets whose academic record d<^es not justify the extension of 
privile.v^^es as j^rovided in Article XII. Every Professor shall with- 
in three davs of tlie close of anv term submit to the Recording 
Secretar\' (jf the Facult>' a cop\' of the standin;< of each cadtt in 
his subject.

I )er!ciency examinations are held on the second Friday and 
last I']-ida\- of each tcri!i. Without extra charge a deficiency may 
lie made up 1)\- one- trial, at the first or the second o])portunity 
after failure. f>\- paxiuent of a fee of SJ.Ooio the Treasruer, and 
with the consent of the Committee on Standing, further trial may 
l)e made. 

Fees so paid are, subject to the reconimendation ^a' the 
Librar\- Connnittec. expenderl for dei'artmeiU libraries. All 
courses of each a(;ade]nic year :nust l)e finished before, the de- 
pendent courses of the following \ear are undertaken. An inde- 
jx-ndent tourse nuist be made u]) as above or, 1)\- the ])ermission of 
the Committee on standing, repeated in the following, >-ear. 

40, 'i'lie Faculty shall, at the close of each ^ ear, recommend 
to the Hoard of Trustees, such memljers of the ^Senior Class as are 
c]ualified to recei\-e degrees and no Senior ponounced deficient l)y 
theni shall receix'c a degree. Xo diphuua shall be signed until the 
cadet has |)aid all his Cniversitx- bills or satisfactorily arranged for 
.same with the Treasurer. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Leaves of Absence, Detached Service, Passes, Etc, 

41. The President is authorized to grant leaves of absence 



for period not exceeding one week to professors, instructors and 
other officers. 

42. The Commandant is authorized to ^rant leave of absence 
to cadets upon the following conditions: 

a. Applications for leaves of absence for more than twenty- 
four hours must bear the approval of the parent or guardian unless 
the cadet be of legal age; and all applications in which the leave 
is for absence from academic duty, must bear the approval of all 
the Professors or Instructors whose subjects are effected. 

b. Applications for sick leave must bear the approval ot 
the University Surgeon, or in case the cadet is absent trom the 
University, from some physician n\ recognized standing. 

c. Applications for leave of absence on account of death or 
of serious illness in the immediate family of the cadet concerned 
must present proper evidence of the necessity in the case. 

d. Leaves of absence for less than twenty-four hours shall 
be termed Passes and ma\' be granted by the Commandant in 
deserving cases, except that no such pass shall be granted to any 
cadet whose deportment to the end of the i)receding term week 
shall be less than 70 p;3r cent, or wh ) shill have been repi^rted by 
Profes.sor or Instructor as deficient or unisatisfaetory in his acad- 
emic work during the preceding term week. Passes must hav3 
the approval of Professors and Instnictdrs whose recitations are 
affected thereby. 

43. In case any application for leave « >i' al)sence shall have been 
disapproved by any jirofessor nr intruetor wliose sign:iture is 
required under the preceding piragraph. such application shall ])e 
referred to the Faculty tor action. 

44. The Commandant is auth«>ri/.ed to {)laci- cadets upon 
detached service when the ab.sence is for the purp<^se of participa- 
ing in the authorir.ed trips of athletic teams, or whenever the ab- 
sence is for the benefit of the Universitx . or connected with its 
business. 

Applications for detached service .shall l)e sul)mitted to the 
Professors and Instrutors for approval as provided in the case of 
leaves of absence. 

45. All applicati(^ns for leave of absence, or for detached ser- 
vice and all passes shall be submitted on the prescribed forms 
through military channels, and addre.ssed to the Commandant. 

46. Applications for leave of absence, for detached service, 
and for passes, must be submitted by chapel of the da>- during

.SJ. Authority to excuse cadets from any formation rests with 
the I'rt'siilent or Comm/mdant. or their authorized representatives 
onlv. 

5.V No cadet will be permitted to act upon his pass or leave 
until he shall iiave seen that it has been regularly approved by the 
|)ropcr authority. After noting the action of the authority acting 
n|)on the ai)lication. lie will sign behnv the last indorsement, thus 



indicating that he has acquainted himself with the decisions there- 
on. 

ARTICLE V. 
Uniforms. 

54. All cadets shall be required to keep themselves constantly 
furnished with the uniforms of the University. No other dress 
than that prescribed shall be worn by any cadet while out of 
quarters, except when enjjaged in engineering field work, or in 
athletic sports, when dress appropriate to the occasion may be 
worn, such special dress being prescribed by the Commandant. 

55. The uniform shall consist of the dress uniform and the 
service uniform. 

56. The Service Uniform shall be of olive drab woolen 
material of the color and standard of cloth and of the cut prescrib- 
ed for like grades in the United States Arm}', or in the Vermont 
National Guard, except that the letters "N. U." shall replace the 
letters "U. S." on the collar. The service uniform shall be the 
one for habitual wear at drills, recitations, and in the field. 

57. The Dress Uniform, shall be of dark blue cloth of the 
standard and cut prescribed from time to time by the Board of 
Trustees, and shall be worn on all occasions of ceremony, at church, 
and on all social occasions to which cadets may be invited after 
six o'clock p.m. Cadets appearing off the University grounds 
after Retreat shall wear the dress uniform unless specially excused. 

58. The overcoat shall be of material and cut for like grades 
in the United vStates Army and in the Vermont National Guard. 

59. The wearing of any part of the uniform, overcoats except- 
ed, with civilian dress is prohibited, as is also the mixing of portions 
of the dress and the service uniforms. 

60. All uniforms furnished to cadets shall be subject to the 
inspection of the Commandant, who shall determine as to whether or 
not the garments conform to retaliations in material, cut, and work- 
manship. 

61. The Commandant shall at all times keep an accurate de- 
scription of the dress uniform as authorized and prescribed by the 
Trustees, with a sample of the standard cloth and linings. He will 
furnish a copy of this description to any and all military tailors 
and outfitters who may desire to furnish the cadet corps with 
crticles of the uniform ecjuipment. 



ARTICLE VI 
Dtpcrtment. 
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72. When any cadet shall have a deportment percentage of 
less than fifty, the Commandant" may in his discertion require 
such cadet to walk punishment tours for subsequent demerits at 
the rates hereinafter prescribed. 

ARTICLE Vll. 
Discipline, 

73. The Commandant shall be held responsible to the Board 
of Trustees, the President, and the Faculty for the proper admin- 
istration of discipline in the Corps in accordance with the orders 
of the War Department, these regulations and the customs of the 
service. 

74. Company commanders shall be held responsible to the 
Commandant for the proper discipline of their commands, and all 
reports for offenses, unless preferred by a member of the Faculty 
shall pass through their hands. 

75. Breaches of di.scipline ")r '-iolations uf the regulations, 
committed by any cadet shall be triable by Summary, by Garrison, 
(■►r by (reneral Court Martial, according to the nature and degree 
of the offense and the rank of the offender, provided that no sen- 
tence of any court martial shall be carried into effect until after 
it shall have been approved by the Commandant, b>' the Presi- 
dent, or by the Faculty, as hereinafter provided. 

76. The Summary Court sliall consist of ^)ne commissioned 
officer designated fc^r such duty bv the Commandant, }:)rovided that 
no officer responsible f(^r the discipline of any organization shall 
be eligible for such detail. The summary court shall have juris- 
diction over all offenses referred to it for trial, Init no ')ft'enses 
who.se maximum penalty exceeds ten (lo) demerits shall be referred 
to the Summary Court, unless the accused cadet shall previously 
have con.sented in writing to trial l)y such court; nor shall non- 
■commissioned officers, if they t)bject thereto, be brought to trial 
before Summary Court. The maximum penalty which may be in- 
flicted by the vSummary Court shall be ten demerits, or the equiva- 
lent therefor in confinem:^nt or in punishment duty, in the discre- 
tion of such court at the rates for commutation hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

77. The Garrison Court martial shall consist of three commis- 
sioned officers and a judge advocate, and shall have jurisdiction 
over all offenses referred to it, provided that no offense shall be 



triable by garrison court martial the maximum penalty for which 
exceeds twentj'-five (25) demerits. The maximum penalty 
which may be inflicted by garrison court martial shall be 
twenty-five (25) demerits, or the equivalent therefor in confine- 
ment, in tours of duty punishment, or in police duty in the rates 
for commutation hereinafter provided in the discretion of said 
court. 

78. The General Court martial shall consist of not less than 
five nor more than thirteen commissioned pfficers and a judge ad- 
vocate, and shall have jurisdiction over all offenses referred to it 
for trial. The General Court martial may adjudge any penalty 
not in excess of the limits for punishment fixed by these regula- 
tions, or the orders of the President and the Commandant, and 
may, in grave olfenses, recommend to the President the :5uspen- 
sion of the offender or to the Faculty the dismissal or expulsion 
of the offender. 

79. The procedure and records of all courts martial shall con- 
form to those prescribed for similar courts in the United States 
Arm\- and in the Vermont National Guard. 

80. The finding and penalty affixed by any court martial 
shall not be made public until the same shall have been passed 
upon and approved by proper authority. 

81. Before proceeding to the trial of any case all members of 
either garrison or general court martial shall take the following 
affirmation, which will be administered by the judge advocate: 
You (naming the member) do affirm that you will well and truly try 
and determine according to evidence, the matter now before you 
in the case of (naming the accused) ; that you will duly administer 
justice without partiality, favor or affection, according to the pro- 
visions of the rules and regulations of Norwich University, and if 
any doubts should arise, not explained by such regulations, then 
according to your conscience, the best of your understanding and 
the customs of the service in like cases; and you do further affirm 
that you will not divulge the finding or sentence of the court, ex- 
cept to the judge advocate until it shall have been published by 
proper authority, and that you will not disclose or discover the 
vote or opinion of any particular member of court martial unless 
required to give evidence thereof in due course of discipline by 
proper authority. ' ' 

82. The judge advocate shall have administered to him the 
following affirmation by the President of the court: You (nam- 
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ing the judge advocate) do affirm that you will not disclose or dis- 
cover the finding and sentence of the court to any but the proper 
authority until it shall have been duly published by the same." 

83. No offense shall be referred to court martial for trial ex- 
cept with the approval of the authority having the power to ap- 
prove the maximum penalty which might be adjudged for that 
particular offense. 

84. The penalties which may be adjudged for offenses com- 
mitted by cadet shall be of three classes as follows: 

First. Demerits, deprivation of privileges, punishment tours, 
confinement, reprimand and extra tours of police duty. 

Second. Suspension, reduction in rank for officers and non- 
commissioned officers. 

Third. Dismissal, public dismissal, expulsion. 

Penalties of the first class may be adjudged by the Command- 
ant or on sentences of courts martial approved by him, provided 
that no cadet shall be compelled to do police duty as a punishment 
except as a means of commutation for some other penalty in that 
class, and with his own consent. Penalties of the second class 
may be adjudged by the President, or on the sentences of courts 
martial approved by him. Penalties (^f the third class may be 
adjudged by the Faculty, or on sentences of court martial ap- 
proved by vote of the faculty. 

85. Offenses which are violations of Paragraphs 86-125 in- 
clusive and such violations of Paragraph 144 as may be properly 
punishable by penalties of the first class, shall be under the juris- 
diction of the Commandant. Violations of Paragraphs 126-128 
inclusive shall be under the jurisdiction of the President, and vio- 
lation of Paragraphs 129-143 inclusive shall be under the juri.sdic- 
tion of the faculty, provided that the President or Commandant 
may refer offenses which, in their judgment, require penalties of 
the third class to the Faculty for consideration and action, al- 
though such offenses may have been violations of paragraphs 
whose enforcement does not come under Faculty jurisdiction as 
herein provided. 

ARTICLE VllL 
Rules of Conduct. 

86. No cadet shall post any nf>tices or placard upon any "f 
the buildings without the authority of the Commandant. 



87. No cadet shall loiter about any hotel within cadet limits, 
nor about the railway station. 

88. No arms or weapons of anj' character shall be kept in 
barracks by any cadet without permission of the Commandant. 

89. No ammunition of any kind, nor gun powder in any 
form, shall be kept in the barracks without express permission of 
the Commandant. 

90. No furniture except that issued by the University shall 
be kept in the barracks except by permission of the Commandant. 

91. No cadet shall throw anything from the windows or doors 
of the barracks. 

92. No cadet shall throw stones, snow balls or other missiles 
within twenty-five yards of the University buildings. 

93. No cadet shall receive a citizen in the quarters without 
permission from the oflficer in command. 

94. Cadets shall not remove from the rooms to which they are 
assigned without proper authority. 

95. No cadet shall lounge on a bed during study hours, ex- 
cept he be on the sick report. 

96. No cadet shall forcibly enter any room or hall in the 
University buildings. 

97. No cadet shall visit his quarters during vacation without 
permission from the custodian. 

98. No cadet shall appear out of quarters with his hands in 
his pockets. 

99. All cadets shall salute all members of the Faculty and all 
commissioned superiors in the cadet corps or in the United States 
Army or Vermont National Guard, whether in uniform or not. 

100. All cadets shall rise whenever a member of the Faculty 
or other person entitled to the compliment enters the room, and 
shall stand at ^'attention" until the superior leaves the room, unless 
told to "rest" or ''stand at ease." 

101. All ca'dets shall stand at ''attention" while being ad- 
dressed by a military superior. All official communications and 
intercourse between cadets shall be carried on in a militar>' man- 
ner and according to United States Army Regulations. 

102. No cadet shall go to his quarters during the attendance 
of his section in recitation, except by permission and in ca.se of 
.sickness. No cadet shall leave his recitation room until properly 
excused by the Professor in charge. 

103. The use of tobacco in any form is prohibited during

study hours and during the performance of all military duty. The 
use of tobacco is permitted on the University Hill during recrea- 
tion hours, at the Fraternity Houses, the Commons Club, or other 
_ authorized boarding places, when a guest in some private house, 
after boarding a train on departure from cadet limits, or when en- 
gaged in recreation outside of cadet limits, or in the case of a 
cadet residing within cadet limits, who is on leave and in civilian 
dress. The Commandant may, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, remove a portion of these restrictions in the case of members 
of the Senior Class, provided that when such restriction is re- 
moved, the privilege shall not be exercised by such Senior in the 
presence of any cadet to whcmi the privilege is denied by these 
regulations. 

104. No cadet shall keep a waiter, dog, or pets of any kind on 
the University grounds. 

105. Any cadet who shall lose, sell, wiltully damage, des- 
troy or in any way dispose of the arm:s, ammunition, equipments 
acourtements or furniture issued to him, shall, in additif»n to pay- 
ing for the same, be punishel accordin.; to the nature of his 
offense. 

106. Any cadut who shall do dama.-;e or injury to thu build- 
ings, grounds or other propert>' of the L'nivcrsitw sliall. in addi- 
tion to paying for same, be jninishei in ace >rdancu with the 
nature of such offense. 

107. No cadet shall prepare, cook, or keep food of any kind 
in the barracks without the e.xj^ress jjeinii.ssion of the Commandant. 

108. No cadet shall mark or deface-, <»r mar the appearance 
of any public building nor an\- ])ublic pro;ert>- l)elongin- to the 
University. 

109. No cadet shall insult a sentinul by word or gesture. 

110. Any cadet who fails t«» o])ey the orders of a sentinel in 
the proper discharge of his duty, or who ii any way interferes with 
the perfonnance of such duty, shall be punishel in accordance 
with the nature of the offense. 

111. Any cadet who fails to (»bey an>- noncommissioned 
officer in the proper discharge of his duties, shall be punished in 
accordance with the nature of his offense. 

112. No cadet snail answer for another at roll call. 

113. No cadet shall, during study hours, visit the room of an- 
other cadet without express authority.

125. Open deliberations and discussions among cadets, in 
or about the University, conveying: praise or censure of officers, or 
of official acts, will be regarded as offenses against propriety. 

126. Xo cadet shall engage in any game oi chance on pain of 
being promptl\' suspended. (lambling in all forms is expressly 
prohiljited b\- .Section 5134 Revised Statute. vState of Vermont. 

127. A n\- cadet who shall be found guilty of any violation of 
the Statutes (.f tile State of Vermont or of municipal ordnances. 



subject to such special regulations and orders as the Trustees and 
President may prescribe. 

129. No cadet shall, defame, insult, threaten, traduce, use re- 
proachful or provoking language or gesture to, strike or offer vio- 
lence to any fellow cadet on pain of being suspended or less se- 
verely punished. 

130. Any cadet who shall wantonly abuse the person or prop- 
erty of a fellow cadet, by playing tricks upon him, or injuring or 
disturbing his property shall be suspended or less severely punish- 
ed. ' ' 

131. Hazing in any form is prohibited. 

132. All combinations, under any pretext whatever, are 
strictly prohibited. Any cadet who, in concert with others, shall 
adopt any measure under pretense of procuring redress of griev- 
ance or sign any paper, or enter into any written or verbal agree- 
ment, with a view to violate or evade any regulations of the Uni- 
versity, or to do any act contrary to the rules of good order and 
subordination or who shall endeavor to persuade others to do the 
same, shall be dismis.sed or otherwise less severely punished. 

133. If a cadet .shall consider himself aggrieved by another 
or by an officer, he may complain thereof in writing through the 
Commandant to the President, who is, thereui-)on, required to ex- 
amine into the grievance complained of. 

134. Any cadet who shall evince a culpable and continued 
neglect of his academic duty shall be dismissed or le.ss severely 
punished. 

135. Any cadet who shall be found intoxicated within or 
without cadet limits shall be dismissed or le.ss .severely punished. 
If in uniform at the time of the commi.ssion of the offense the dis- 
mis.sal may be public. 

136. Any cadet who shall drink or have in his possession any 
intoxicating liquor, except by prescription of a physician approv- 
ed by the Commandant, or who shall visit a sal(H)n or other place 
wherever intoxicating liquor is .sold, either within or without the 
cadet limits, shall be suspended or otherwise less severely punish- 
ed. 

137. Any cadet who shall cheat at any recitati(m, test, or 
examination, or make u.se of any unauthorized aids, or shall em- 
ploy another to do any academic work for him without authority, 
shall be publicly dismissed or less .suveruly dealt with according to 
the nature of the offense. 
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147. A cadet shall rap on the door and await permission be- 
fore entering the room of a fellow cadet and, in case the room is that 
of a commissioned officer, shall stand at attention until ^iven per- 
mission to *'rest" or, stand at ease." When necessary to the proper 
maintenance of discipline, the senior officer in the barracks, the 
Officer of the Day, or the Commanding Officer of any organization, 
may enter any room without rapping. 

148. No cadet shall sweep dirt or rubbish from any room in- 
to the passage. 

149. The placing of refuse or rubbish in any but the author- 
ized receptacles is forbidden. The use of the latrines for the dis- 
posal of .solid matter is prohibited. 

150. The use of the parade except for drills, athletic exercises 
and recreation, is prohibited. In passing; through the University 
j^jTounds cadets will confine them.selves to the regularly laid out 
paths and roads. 

ARTICLE IX. 
Rooms. 

151. No cadet officer will room with an enlisted cadet, nor 
shall any senior cadet room with any lower classman excein by ex- 
press authority of the Commandant, and on the condition that 
such .senior waive his senior privileges. 

152. Rooms within each cadet organization shall l^e assigned 
by the commanding officer thereof, subject to the aj^i^-oval of the 
Commandant. 

153. All lights shall be extinguished at ta]>s, with the ex- 
ception of those required for guard and inspection duties. Permis- 
sion may be given for cadets to burn lights for study until ll:3n 
p.m. Cadets on privilege to or after that hour may burn lights 
15 minutes after return. 

154. Cadets shall walk the passages and stair cases in study 
hours with as little noise as i)ossil)le; running, loud talking, .seutTl- 
ing or unnecessary nois^> in the barracks at any time is i)rohibited. 

155. No cadet shall drive naiLs or taeks in the walls of his 
room; pictures, mirrors, etc., must hang from the .r.juilding. 

156. Relief valves of radiators must not be opened to allcnv 
the escape of steam or water. 

157. Students should not leave money (n- other valuables in 
theirrooms: for it is impossible for the authorities to entirely pro- 



tect from loss, or to assume responsibility therefor. Clothing or 
books of anj' considerable value to the owner, shouM not be left 
in the rooms during vacations, or any long periods of absence. 

15.S. Cadets preparing to leave the college, or to change 
rooms, are expected to return their ke3\s to the Treasurer. It is 
important that the holder of each key should be known. 

159. Each cwcupant of a room shall, in his turn, act as room 
orderly for one week at a time. During his tour of duty the room 
orderly will be held responsible for the room's appearance, and for 
the preservation of all public property attached to the room for 
the use of its occupants, but all cadets vjuartered in a room are 
held responsible for violation of regulations occurring therein if 
present during such violations. 

160. Whenever the room orderly is prevented by sickness or 
other cause from attending to his duty, the occupant longest off 
duty and present shall perform the duties and be held responsible 
in the .same manner as if regular^' detailed. 

161. Every morning before police call, the room orderly shall 
thoroughly .sweep the floor, brush the dust from the furniture, empty 
the slops, make the bed. and put the room in order; after reveille 
and at night he .shall see that the water pails or pitchers are full. 
On Sunday morning he shall remove the covers from the slop 
pails and on the second and fourth Sundays of the month shall 
move all the furniture to the middle of the room for inspection. 

162. All cadets shall answer promptly and fully every ques- 
tion put bv an officer or cadet on dutj'. 

ARTICLE X. 
Sunday, 

163. At the beginning of the academic year, each cadet shall, 
in writing, inform the Commandant which church he elects t(^ at- 
tend during that year. He may at the beginning of each term of 
that year change to another church upon application as before; 
but, unless especiallv excused, all cadets, except the members of 
the guard, mu.st attend the church selected every Sunday morning 
during the term. Church officers shall be responsible for the good 
order and proper conduct of all men attending their respective 
churches. 

164. There will be held an inspection of the Corps each Sun- 
day morning, but no further military duty will be required for the 
day except the necessar>' guard, police and service formations. 
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ARTICLE XI. 
Sick Report. 

165. A cadet shall be placed upon sick report upon the recom- 
mendation of the Surgeon and for such time as is deemed 
necessary by such officer. 

Ib6. While on sick report a cadet is not to leave his rooms in 
or out of study hours, except for necessary purposes and for 
jieals. 

167. Cadets off military duty are subject to sick regulations 
as reg^uards privileges, but are allowed the freedom of the University 
grounds. 

ARTICLE XII 
Privileges. 

168. wSpecial eveniui*; privileges for any term are granted to 
cadets in accordance with their percentage of deportment at the 
end of the preceding term week as follows :

169. A special privilege extends from retreat until 9:30 
o'clock p. m., and where one privilege only is taken, it must be 
between those hours. 

170. These privileges may be doubled, allowing seniors to re- 
main out until 11 o'clock p. tn. and lower classmen until 10:30 but 
not on successive evenings. 

171. When a cadet shall have been present for duty through 
two successive term weeks without securing any demerits for the 
same period an additional privilege shall be granted him. The 
additional privilege may be used with two speecial privileges al- 
lowing seniors to remain out until 12:30 a. m. and other cadets 
until midnight but this must occur on only one evening during 
the week. 
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172. To the cadet orderly special privileges shall be granted 
for 5ach tour of guard on which he has "taken orderly" in ad- 
dition to those gained by his deportment record. The same 
number may be granted also to the best instructed sentinel on any 
tour of guard. 

173. Special privileges shall be removed for academic de- 
ficiency. A report of "deficient** against any cadet at the end 
of any academic week shall deprive such cadet of all special 
privileges for the next ensuing week and a report of *' unsatis- 
factory** shall deprive him of one-half for the next succeeding 
week. 

174. Cadets using special privileges shall report their de- 
parture and return to the Officer of the Day in person and in 
proper military form. The use of privileges shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose. When cadets are at their frater- 
nity houses, the Commons Club, or other authorized boarding places, 
the intention to use privileges may be reported to the Officer 
of the Day by telephone but the cadet desiring to use the privilege 
must make such report himself and not intrust the message to 
another. 

175. Individual extensions of privileges may be granted by 
the Commandant to any cadet whose deportment for the preced- 
ing term week has been above seventy percent ; but no extension 
will be granted otherwise except in urgent cases. 

176. Unused privileges for one week may not be carried over 
into to the next ensuing week. 

ARTICLE Xlll. 
Senior Privileges. 

177. Cadets in the Senior Class after their final examinations 
and upon presentation to the Commandant of certificate signed 
by each instructor, shall be subject to the usual regulations of 
residence, uniform and discipline with the following privileges, 
viz: From the close of their examinations they will have no 
further recitations. When out of quarters they may, during the 
same time, wear such clothing as they prefer; but when on duty, 
during the encampment and on all occasions of ceremony they 
shall wear the uniform of the University. They may also during 
the same time, be excused from such roll calls as the Commandant 
SJ3S fit, provided the Corps be duly officered. 
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178. The privilege of smoking during study hours may be 
granted to members of the Senior Class by the Commandant with 
the approval of the President, but such privilege shall be exercised 
in their rooms or in the rooms of fellow classmen only, provided 
that such privilege is never exercised in the presence of a cadet to 
whom the privilege is denied. 

179. Seniors may visit the rooms of fellow classmen during 
study hours without securing permission, but conduct and lan- 
guage during such visits must be such as not to disturb the quiet 
of other rooms on the passage. Cadet officers commanding organ- 
izations may make such official visits as are required by their 
duties to members of their organizations without securing permis- 
sion. 

180. During study hours a senioi may lie on his bed or couch 
without securing permission, provided that such privilege shall 
not be exercised in the presence of a cadet to whom the privilege 
is denied. 

181. The abuse of any of the speci;d privileges provided in 
this Article shall operate to withdraw all the special privileges 
granted. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
Guard. Officers of the Day. 

182. An Officer of the Day shall l)e detailed to hold office 
for twenty-four hours. During his tour of duty he is senior to all 
cadets and cadet officers, except to the cadet officer in charge, in 
all matters of police and .tcood order, but will have no power to 
grant indulgence except as specially authorized. He shall be rt- 
sponsiWe for the good order, discipline and conduct of the Corps 
and for the enforcement of these regulations during his tour. He 
shall make such inspections and be subject to such orders as may 
be prescribed from time to time by the Commandant and as are 
laid down for him in the Manual of Guard Duty, V. S. A. 

183. The Officer of the day shall be responsible for any delay 
in sounding of the calls for reveille, retreat, tattoo and taps, but if 
it can be shown that he notifield the musician within three min- 
utes after the proper time for .sounding the calls, he shall be re- 
lieved of the report and the musician only shall be subject to re- 
port. Nothing in this regulation shall be con.strued into excusing 
the musician for delay in sounding the calls at any time.

Librarian's Report. 



TO THE PRESIDENT OF NORWICH UNIVERSITY;— 

I beg leave to present my annual report for the year ending 
March 31, 1909. 

The Norwich University Library moved from its quarters 
in Dewey Hall to Carnegie Hall, during the summer of 1908. In 
addition to the shelving used in the old quarters, there has been 
pat tip, about 1152 feet of new shelving, making 3,560 feet of 
ihclTing: in the entire library — Engineering and Miller Rooms, 
Rfding room, Catalogue room, and ground floor of stacks. 

GROWTH AND SIZE. 
The library contains 13,000 volumes actually accessioned, and 
probably 2,000 volumes classified but not accessioned, 300 of these 
Must Columbia University duplicates received during the year 
which will be accessioned in time. There are also several 
teosand pamphlets. The number of volumes added since the 
lift report is 741, 116 of these being purchases, and 625 gifts. 
Of the purchases, 79 are periodicals re^^ailarly received which have 
been bound. Of the gifts, 76 are U. S. :<ovurninent publications, 
92 state publications, including; those of Vermont and forei>?n 
countries, and 454 from other sources.

Three valuable books by Hon. Josiah Henry Benton were pre- 
sented by the author; A Notable Libel Case, The Story of the Old 
Boston Town House, and Samuel Slade Benton and His Ancestors 
and Descendants. 

Hon. Kittredge Haskins, of the 2d. Vermont Congressional 
District, has been constantly thoughtful of our interests in ob- 
taining valuable government publications for us.

PERIODICALS. 

The library has received regularly over 150 periodicals and 
papers. Of these 86 are through subscription, and the rest are 
gifts or through advertising. The reading room is indebted to 
Gen. G. M. Dodge, '50, Pres. C. H. Spooner. '78, Capt. F'red T. 
Austin, '88 and Charles Griffith, '12 for regular contributions. 

An almost complete file of bound volumes of the leading peri- 
odicals indexed by Poole and the Reader's Guide, make an excel- 
lent reference library for the students. 

A full list of periodicals currently received is appended. 

CIRCULATION 
Though the library is intended primarily as one of reference, yet 
there has been a large circulation among the student body, the 
faculty, and the townspeople for home use. The library has aid- 
ed the various clubs of Northfield by loaning material for study; 
''Scotland" to the Ladies' Reading Circle, Art to the Athena, and 
subjects of current interest to the Gentlemen's Conversational Club. 
It has been impossible to keep an accurate count of the users of 
the reading room and open shelves, but the number is usually 
greater than the present seating facilities can accommodate. 



GOVERNMENT DEPOSITORY. 
During the year Norwich was designated a depository library 
for U. S. Public DDcuments, and already 14 invoices, or 384 
bound and unbound books and about 3264 pamphlets have been 
received. These are not counted in the number given before and 
for the present are shelved by themsevles for better exhibition. 
The librarian has tried to popularize these government publications 
by means of bulletins in the library, and by publishing lists of the 
more interesting in the local paper. 

MILLER ROOM. 
The Miller library of religion, archaeology and philosophy, 
and the Scott collection of German books and pamphlets, have 
been placed in a room by themselves on the second floor. On the 
tables in this room are to be found the Biblical World, Journal of 
Theology, publications of the Religious Education Association, 
American Antiquarian and Oriental Journal, American Journal of 
Archaeology', Theosophical Journal and Liberty. 

ENGINEERING ROOM. 

Books and magazines on Engineering, and reports of the var- 
ious Geological Surveys, also occupy a separate room on the sec- 
ond floor. There is an independent card catalogue for these 
works here.

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

The librarian and staff have given as much time as possible to 
the making of a card shelf-list, something the library has never 
had. 

A shelf-list shows how the books actually stand on the shelves 
and is also a sabject-index to the library. It is indispensable for 
the placing, class-numbering, and author-numbering of new books 
and is the only practical means of taking an inventory of the lib- 
rar>-. 



A list of duplicate periodicals and books for sale or exchange 
has been compiled and neostyle copies made for distribution among 
other libraries. This has been done in the desire to complete our 
own files, and to relieve our congested storage room. 

Picture bulletins on timely and general topics have been post- 
ed in the reading room. Some of them are; "1809 Lincoln 1909", 
*' Athletics", ** Interesting novels to be found in the bound maga- 
zines'*, *'U. S. Government Publications", '* The New Cabinet," 
and others. Lists of articles of interest have also been posted in 
the Engineering room, as well as references for special reading 
by the faculty of this depart msnt. 

Through the courtesy of Editor F. N. Whitney, the library 
has contributed to The North field News, frequent lists of references 
on various subjects, followed by the titles of recent accessions of 
interest, and other items intended to call attention to the resourc- 
es of the library. All these references are to be found in the library 
and are offered for the use of the townspeople as well as for the stu- 
dents and faculty. Among these contributions have been ; Amercian 
Art. American Artists, Christmas stories and articles in the Maga- 
zines, Travel via the librar>' route, Four eminent men born 100 years 
ago. Village Problems, Government Publications of Interest, Mat- 
erial on the Civil War suggested by Major Lemuel Abijah Abbott's 
gift of his Civil War Diary, Biographical and genealogical works 
in N. U. library. The Miller Room and its resources, and others. 

Besides eight library visits, the librarian has attended the 
Annual Meeting of the Vermont Library Association held at the 
University of Vermont, June, 1908, and the meeting of the New 
England College Librarians at Bowdoin College, during the 
Thanksgiving vacation.

It may be of at least passing interest to note that the hall in which the Li- 
brary is housed, was a grift from Mr. Andrew Carnej?ieto General Grenville M. 
Dod(fe for the college, and that with the building was given a fund for estab- 
lishing a Department of Electrical Engineering, to be conducted within this 
same structure. This Department was installed in 1907 and occupies two base- 
ment stories not shown in the cut. 

The pleasing architectural features of the building's exterior are properly 
to be ascribed to the fact that the lines generally accord with those of a sketch 
for such a building by Curby Petit & Greene of New York. Tne exact lines 
and the plans in detail were detenninei by the Building Committee and pre- 
pared by local draftsmen. 

The building, practically fire proof, is about 60 x 65 feet in ground plan 
and four stories high, the lower two dpen on but three sides. One of these 
lower stories, in a measure necessitated by the contour of the ground, is in ex. 
cess of the original thought and led t<» an increase of the co>t of the building 
over the provision made by Mr. Carnegie. This increase, some S12,<'i)(l, was 
provided for by the Trustees. 

In some details the interior has not been completed and the permanent 
stacks, to cost from $10,000 to S15,(iun, will not be placed for some years to come.

VITater Resources. 

Letters from H. K. Barrows, District 
Engineer. U. S. Geological eorvey, show 
tbac in May, guaging stations were 
established as follows: On the Clyde 
Tiver at West Derby, on the Dog at 
Northfield, on the Missiquoi at Rich- 
ford.on the Pasiiiuptic at St. Johnsbury 
<3enter, on the White at Sharon, on the 
Winooski at Montpelier. Other stations 
i;7ill be establisbed in Jane. 

Although these stations are to be 
scattered throughout the State, since 
detailed information cannot be obtained 
or compiled for all the river basins 
within these two years, special effort 
will be directed toward one of them. 
The one chosen is the Winooski. 

The special investigation will aim to 
give, as effectivelv as possible, details 
of developed and undeveloped water 
power including the fall available at va- 
rious points and the probable quantity 
of water, these two factors permitting 
an estimate of available horsepower. 
Surveys of the Winooski and its princi- 
pal tributaries will be made and plans 
obtained upon which to base the calcul- 
ations. 

Another very important feature of 
the investigation will be that of water 
storage, and surveys will be made and 
sites surveyed for all practicable stor- 
age reservoirs and an estimate made of 
the probable effect upon river flow, if 
constmcted. 

In looking over the situation and sel- 
ecting river stations, the writer has been 
^ much impressed by the demand for 
water power in various parts of the 



State, and especially in the vicinity of 
Nortbfield, Montpelier and Barre. Sev- 
eral new plants have been constructed 
in this vicinity within the last few 
years and invariably their supply of 
power is all in use a short time after 
ihe completion of the plant. The Win- 
ooski and its branches, the Wells and 
White Rivers, all in this general vieio- 
ity, afforded much undeveloped water 
power that can serve this district. 

To increase the efficiency of the pres- 
ent development and to make further 
developments more attractive, some 
additional water storage would be most 
timely It could hardly be expected on 
the typical Vermont river, of which the 
Winooski is a good example, to store 
more than a portion of the spring flow 
but undoubtedly reservoirs can \^ con- 
structed on certain of the tributaries, 
which will fill ordinarily several times 
each year and help greatly in sustaining 
the flow of the river during the sum- 
mer and early fall. 

Considerable interest has been evi- 
denced in the investigation which has 
begun and it is hoped to make these 
surveys of direct and effective value to 
the people of the State in giving tbem 
some authentic information abont one 
of their most important natural resour- 
ces.

With all sail set, a 
towering mass of snowy canvas, on and 
on it floated before their eyes up past 
the forts that guard the way, past 
bamlet and village and city and town 
with sunset glories falling over it, and 
still on until the evening shadows fell 
and on till, as the night closed in, it 
passed a dim ghost beyond the battery 
and the haunts of busy trade up to- 
ward the silent tomb of Grant, where 
it watched by the waters that keep 
great Hudson's fame. There midst 
loundsof keen activity with splash and 
roar of anchor chain, with shout, with 
tramp of hurrying feet upon her hollow 
deck, came to rest this craft of other 
days.

"The Norwich cadets inarched into 
town about half past one Tuesday 
afternoon, having covered the seven 
miles from Bethel in pouring rain and 
deep mud, and went into camp on Mc- 
Call park. They were weary, hungry 
and footsore and perfectly willing to 
stop. The corps, numbering 180 men, 
bad 25 cavalry horses, but the mounted 
cadets were even wetter and muddier, 
if possible, than the foot soldiers. 
They bad been one of the attractions 
at the state fair in White River Junc- 
tion and their drills, exercises and rid- 
ing were viewed there with interest by 
applauding crowds. The 23 miles from 
the Junction to South Royalton were 
made Saturday and, after spending 
Sunday in camp, the boys hiked it to 
Bethel, Monday and to this place Tues- 
day. Tents were soon pitched on Mc- 
Call park, where dress parade was held 
at 5 o'clock in spite of fatigue and 
rain. 

"Lieutenant Chapman, commandant 
of the university, was with the corps 
and President C. H. Spooner came from 
Northfield, Tuesday to satisfy himself 
as to the health and general condition 
of the young soldiers. 

"The 70 freshmen, new to the hard- 
ships of military life, found the march 
from the Junction to Northfield rather 
a strenuous experience but set out 
cheerfully yesterday morning at 8 
o'clock to make the last 16 miles to the 
barracks. No ambulance was needed 
for the transportation of cripples, and 
rheumatism had apparently concluded 
to hold its twinges in abeyance for 
more advanced age. 

"The rain, while greatly needed for 
such prosaic affairs as springs and pas- 



tures, was decidedly a nuisance in 
some respects and spoiled the social en- 
joyment of having for one day 180 
"young" men in this town — a town 
most of whose taxable polls are either 
gray or bald. Muslin dresses and kid 
slippers had to give way to mackin- 
toshes and galoshes, and the affect was, 
to state it mildly, provoking."

M««flng of jtlie Norwich UnlTerslty Alamnt 
and Past Cadets In New York City LASt 
Week. New Ofllcers £leoted. Cton. Dodfpe 
Present. 

A special meeting of the alumni and 
past cadets of Norwich University in 
New York city, was held at the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel, Wednesday evening, 
October 13. The meeting was called 
by Gen. Dodge, '50. president of the 
association to elect a new president 
and other officers. 

Gen. Dodge stated that he had moved 
to his old home in Council Bluffsjowa, 
and would not be able to take the ac- 
tive management of the association, 
and asked to be relieved. His resig- 
nation was accepted. Gen. Dodge 
then nominated Edward D. Adams '64, 
for the ofBce and he was elected. 
Charles H. Nichols '86, was then elect- 
ed secretary ot the association. Brad- 
ford P. Hovey '06 moved that Mr. 
Nichols be given an assistant; after 
some discussion it was voted that Mr. 
Nichols be given authority to choose his 
assistant. Mr. Adams' address is 71 
Broadway, and Mr. Nichols' address is 
160 Fifth avenue. 

Gen. Dodge then outlined to the as- 
sociation bis plan in publishing the 
University history. He spoke at some 
length as to the necessity of such a 
publication, and what it meant to the 
University and to the cadets them- 
Mlves in preserving the records for 
futora ftnermtlons* He called tiio at- 
^tioQ of the association to the iiit<>r- 
ttt that is being shown in eserving 
^ recocda ^f the soldiers the Re- 
▼olotionaty , Civil and 6tbe ^rs of the 
^^Qtiy aod hamorously said it had 
sons io fhr that people claimed it an 
It^iHir'to have had a Revolutionary' 
*<^Wer in tbsir town, to say nothing 
^boQt being related to one. He calked 
<^ ill the cadets to give their active 



support in making the history complete 
and a success. 

Mr. Nichols gave several valuable 
suggestions in regard to the methods 
of reaching the men in this great 
work, and thanked Gen. Dodge person- 
ally and in th^ name of the association 
for the interest he was taking in pub- 
lishing the book. Mr. Holland '84, 
heartily seconded Mr. Nichols' remarks 
and urged cooperation. 

President Spooner thanked Gen. 
Dodge for his aid, not only in publish- 
ing the history but also for the support 
he WkkS giving to other enterprises of 
the University. He suggested that 
each one present constitute a commit- 
ter, to get in touch with his class and 
procure data for the history. He also 
spoke on the necessity of class ogani- 
zations. The meeting was then given 
up to general conversation and reminis- 
cences. 

Gen. Dodge gave several reminiscenc- 
es of his life on "the plains" and inci- 
dents in connection with his work as 
an engineer and soldier. He gave a 
vivid account of the early days in the 
Glenwood Spring, Colorado, region; 
spoke of the remarkable development 
of the agricultural resources of the 
country. In the early days there was 
nothing to be seen but rocks and sage 
bush; now the land was tilled and in 
any places covered with orchards pro- 
ducintr immense crops of fruit. 

He related a thrilling incident in 
connection with his railroad in work 
in trial region: 

"On November 7, 1869, " said Gen. 
Dodge, "T witnessed the heaviest snow 
storm I was ever in. I was pushing 
my survey across the mountain to the 
west and we had just reached the sum- 
mit of the main range of the Rocky 
Mountains at the head of the Boulder 
Creek, when the storm came. I soon 
saw that I would lose my whole com- 
mand if I continued to face the storm 
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and not return to the valley. I order- 
ed the packs of the mules cached and 
the mules turned loose to drift with 
the storm back to Midland Park. We 
finally reached the valley after suffer- 
ing terribly from the storm. Here we 
met Mr. Teller, afterwards United 
States Senator from Colorado, then at- 
torney for our railroad. He brought 
me my mail from Central City. In the 
mail were many telegrams congratul- 
ating me on my election to Congress 
from my district in Iowa, with the 
largest majority ever given to anyone. 
Then I remembered about the election. 
The fact was, I had become so inter- 
ested in my work and so worried about 
the safety of my party,! had complete- 
ly forgotten the date of the election. 
It had been stated that I was the only 
man ever elected to Congress who did 
not know about it at the time." 

It was a great treat for the alumni 
to meet Gen. Dodge in this informal 
way. The evening was thoroughly en- 
joyed and the only regret was that the 
meeting could not have been planned 
sooner so more could have been pre- 
sent.

Mr. McC Peters is manager of a large 
manufacturing plant in Brooklyn and 
commander of the New York Naval 
Reserves. Mr. Nichols is one of the 
prominent structural engineers of the 
country and holds a responsible posi- 
tion with McKim, Mead White, the 
famous architects. Mr. Hovey has 
a responsible position with the Ameri- 
can Woolen company.

President Spooner attended a meet- 
ing of the Layman's league of the Uni- 
versalist church at Barre, and spoke 
briefly on the value of the investiga- 
tion now in progress concerning the 
water power of Vermont and of the in- 
terest that people of the state should 
have in it;also of the value to the state 
and importance lo the people of the 
work done by the Agricultural colleges 
urging the need for all to do their part 
in bel Ding them do for Vermont what 
toeb colleges have done for states in 
the West 

The formal address had for its sub- 
ject. •* Military Colleges/' and in this 
be dwelt on the value of training given 
at the best of these, ** West Point, so 
far as it bears on the physical well be- 
ing of its students, upon the mental 
development upon character and upon 
those qualities that make for efficien- 
cy. Incidently he quoted from statis- 
tics compiled by President Finley 
showing that the percentage of gradu- 
ates from West Point who have at- 
tained eminence in purely civil offices, 
is greater than the corresponding per- 
centage from any other college in the 
country. 

Of military colleges other than West 
Point he emphasized the fact that their 
purpose is two fold: To equip men for 
vocations in civil life, and at the same 
time to prepare them to lead in 
military service, if, as an incident in 
their careers tne country demands their 
lervice." 

In closing he said : **But while it re- 
nains possible that the end of righteous-

VACANCY AT MILITARY ACADEMY. 

Senator Page has been invited by 
the Secretary of War to nominate a 
candidate for appointment as cad'^t to 
the United States Military Academy 
who if he successfully passes the ex- 
mination, will be admitted to the Acad- 
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emyon March 1st, 1910. At the same 
time. Senator Page will nominate two 
alternates with the understanding that 
if both meet the requirements the one 
better qualified is to be admitted in 
the event of the failure of the princi- 
pal. 

Applicants for the appointment must 
be actual residents of the state, not 
under 17 or over 22 years of age on the 
date of admission, and not less than 
five feet four inches in height at the 
age of 17, or less than five feet five 
inches in height at the age of 18 and 
upwards. 

In order to give all young Vermont- 
ers, who desire to enter the Military 
Academy, an equal, chance, Senator 
Page has arranged for a preliminary 
examination, both physical and men- 
tal, to be held at Norwich University 
on December 10th next. This examin- 
ation will be under the immediate su- 
pervision of Captain Chapman, Com- 
mandant at Norwich University. Full 
information hs to the scope of same 
and subjects required may be obtained 
upon application to Senator Page. 



Gen. Dodge Last Commander. 

In nearly all the reports of Gen. 
Howard's death he has been referred to 
as the last surviving army commander. 
This seems to be a mistake as the Bos- 
ton Transcript finds that Gen. Gren- 
viile M. Dodge is the last army com- 
mander. The Transcript says in part : 

There must be living still quite a 
number of general oflftcers, commanders 
of brigades, and possibly of divisions, 
but ttjose who commanded "armies" 
are almost without exception with the 
dead, whether we look North or South. 
An *'army," it should be premised, 
is a body of several corps, or even of 
smaller units, having as its scope of 
action one of the grand divisions of 
the scene of war, taking part in the 
great operations and headed by an 
officer of high rank and vested with 
correspondir g discretion ard authority 
in carrying out a policy or one of its 
auxiliary plans. In that sense the late 
General 0. O. Howard whs not the last 
**army" commander of the Union. 
He wl.o should of all men. have been 



the best authority on this point, con- 
sidered a few years ago that he shared 
this distinction with General Grenville 
M. Dodge, who succeeded Rosecrans in 
command of the Department of Mis- 
souri late in the Civil War and bad 
general direction of operations io that 
section. General Dodge is living and 
becomes according to this standard 
which is not merely technical, the last 
army commander of the Union.

GENERAL 0. 0. HOWARD DEAD. 

Major General Oliver Otis Howard 
died suddenly at his home in Burling- 
ton, Tuesday evening. October 26 of 
angina pectoris. 

General Howard lectured in London, 
Ont., Saturday evening on Abraham 
Lincoln and spoke in the same city 
again the next day, returning to Bur- 
lington Monday. Not feeling well his 
physican advised him to remain quiet- 
ly at home during the afternoon and he 
did so. No alarming symptoms ap- 
peared and the end came without warn- 
ing at 7 -20 o'clock. 

Oliver Otis Howard was born in 
Leeds, Me., November 8, 1830. He 
graduated from Bowdoin college in 
1850 and West Point in 1854. The de- 
cree of master of arts was conferred 
upon him by Bowdoin in 1853 and the 
degree of doctor of laws by Waterville 
college in 1865. After his graduation 
^rom West Point he was brevetted se- 
fsond lieutenant of ordnance, July 1, 
1854; appointed second lieutenant, 
February 15, 1855; first lieutenant 
July 1,1857, resigning June 7, 1861. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War he 



was made colonel of the Third Maine 
Infantry, U. S. V., June 4, 1861; 
brigadier-general September 3 of that 
year; major-general, November 29, 
1862; and was honorably mustered out 
of the volunteer service January 1, 
1869. 

December 21, 1864, he was appoint- 
ed bridadier-general in the United 
States army; was made luajor-general, 
March 16,1886; and was retired by 
operation of law, November 8, 1894. 

He was brevetted major-general 
March 13, 1865, for gallant and meri- 
torious services at the battle of Ezra 
Church and during the campaign 
against Atlanta; also receiving the 
thanks of Congress, January 28, 1864, 
for his services at the battle of Gettsy- 
burg. He was awarded a medal, of 
honor, March 29, 1893, for distinguish- 
ed bravery at the batUe of Fair Oaks, 
Va., June 1, 1862, where he was twice 
severely wounded in the right arm. 
necessitating its amputation. 

He served in the Seminole campaign 
in Florida; was instructor and profes- 
sor of mathematics at West Point, 
1857-61 ; commanded a brigade at Bull 
Run, July 21, 1861; and participated 
in many great battles. In July, 1864, 
he was appointed commander of the 
army and department of Tennessee. 

He was largely instrumental in es- 
tablishing Howard University at 
Washington, which was named in his 
honor, and was its president 1869-73, 
ana had been a trustee of the institu- 
tion since. He was a commissioner 
of the Freedmen's bureau, 1865-74, 
and peace commissioner to the Indians 
of Arizona and New Mexico, 1872, in 
addition to his bureau work. He was 
then department and division com- 
mander, successively, in the depart- 
ment of Columbia, where he command- 
ed the Nez Perces campaign of 1877 
and the Bannock war of 1878. He was 
superintendent of the United States 
Military Academy, 1881-2; and com- 
manded the departments of the Platte, 
and Pacific, and the Atlantic. 1882-8. 

In 1895 he founded the Lincoln Me- 
morial Univeristy, a collegiate, nor- 
mal and industrial school at Cumber- 
land Gap, Tenn., and was president of 
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its board of directors. He was a mem- 
ber of many patriotic societies and has 
written several books as well as being 
a lecturer of no small repute. 

General Howard married Elizabeth 
Ann Waite of Portland Me., February 
14, 1855 and they celebrated their 
golden wedding in New York city Feb- 
ruary 14, 1905. Their children were 
Guy, who was killed in battle in the 
Philippines, October 22. 1899, while 
a Tieutenant-colonel in the United 
States army; Grace, wife of Gapt. 
James T. Gray of Portland, Oregon; 
James W. of Newark, N. J., lieuten- 
ant-colonel in the New Jersey Nation- 
al Guard; Chauncey 0., of Washing- 
ton, D. G. ; John, captain in the 19th 
United States infantry, now stationed 
at Fort Mcintosh, Texas; Harry S., 
of Burlington and Elizabeth, wife of 
Joseph Bancroft of Wilmington. Del. 

Gen. Howard was a valued trustee 
of Norwich University and always at- 
tended the board meetings when his 
many other duties would permit. A 
year ago Gen. Howard and Gen. Gren- 
ville M. Dodge were guests of Presi- 
dent Spooner in NorthBeld for a couple 
of days and stood in the receiving line 
at the President's reception to the ca- 
dets on the evening of October 2. 

Although Gen. Howard was nearing 
four score years of a strenuous life he 
gave but little indication of having 
passed much beyond his prime. It is 
therefore hard to believe this active 
patriot in time of war and time of 
peace has been called from his earthly 
labors. Gen. Howard's life work is 
an inspiring example for the young 
man of today. 



Gen. Howard's Funeral. 

The funeral of Gen. Howard was 
held in Burlington, Friday morning 
from the First Congregational church. 
Rev. Ernest G. Guthrie, the pastor, 
offiiciated and paid a feeling tribute 
to the memory of the rjistinguished 
soldier and civilian. Six <^olored ser- 
geants from the Tenth cavalry acted 
as guard of honor and body pall bear- 
ers and the long procession to the 
grave in Lake View cemetery was 



headed by the entire colored Tenth 
cavalry under the command of Colonel 
Jones, the commanding officer. 

Included in the line were also repre- 
sentatives from the numerous patrio- 
tic societies to which the general be- 
longed and others to whom his life had 
been an inspiration. The honorary 
bearers were selected from military 
and civil life and were as follows: 
Ex-Gov. U. A. Woodbury of Burling- 
ton, commander of Vermont Command- 
ery. Military Order of Loyal Legion; 
Commodore A. V. Wadhams, member 
of the Lincoln Centennial Endowment 
committee; Senator C. S. Page, Bri^- 
Gen. Stephen P. Jocelyn, U. S. A., r^- 
tired; Gen. T. S. Peck; ex-Gov. F. D. 
Proctor, Col. Heman W. Allen, com- 
mander of Stannard Post, G. A. R. ; 
President M. H. Buckham of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont; Mayor J. F. 
Burke, W. J. VanPatten. Daniel W. 
Robinson and Bennett Turk, all of 
Burlington. 

The casket which was covered wi h 
the finest floral tributes, was draped 
with ihe national flag. It was borne 
upon a cassion sent from the Twenty- 
first Infantry at Plattsburg barracks. 
The three sergeants formed a guard on 
either side of the draped casket. The 
."(e lection of the colored guard as an 
escort was a fine recognition of the 
life work of the dead soldier for the 
cause of the Freedmen. Directly be- 
hind the funeral bier walked the rider- 
less horse and then came the bearers 
and mourners. 

The grave where General Howard 
is buried is situated on an eminence 
CDmmanding a fine view of Lake Cham- 
plain. It was given to the Howard 
family by the city. Committees from 
Washington urged upon the family to 
have the body of General Howard bu- 
ried at Arlington.' the national' burial 
ground, but it was the wish of the 
widow and other members of the fam- 
ily that the burial be in Burlington. 

Norwich University was represent- 
ed at the funeral by President C. H. 
Spooner, Dean H. R. Roberts and four 
cadet officers. The flag at the Uni- 
vf rsity was at half mast during the 
mornine of the funeral.

Id a Well Played Game Saturday, 13

Norwich closed her season Saturday 
— by^ f e a t ii fglMrradlebury 13 to 0. From 
the work of the two teams during the 
season.the game resulted as the public 
might have expected. It was feared 
by some that lack of interest after the 
Vermont game had slowed up the Nor- 
wich team, as has been the case in 
years past, and there was a lot of 
guessing on the side lines when the 
two teams lined up. 

Only two men started the game for 
Norwich in the same positions as in 
the Vermont game, and a number of 
veterans were on the side lines. It 
was practically starting next year's 
team with present possibilities, and al- 
though the graduating class takes a 
number of good men from the squad, 
there is a team left of which Norwich 
can justly be proud. 

Middlebury showed a much better 
knowledge of the game than last year 
and once in the first half, after holding 
Norwich for downs in the middle of 
the field, succeeded in advancing the 
ball to the 80 yard line where they 
lost it on an attempted onside kick. 
Middebury's ends were fast and clever- 
ly worked a play on Norwich in the se- 
cond half which had been originated 
here and which was supposed to be 
copyrighted by the home team. This 
play netted Middlebury 35 yards. 

For Norwich, Colburn played a 
heady game at quarter. Reid was 
back in his usual form and got away 
with two runs in the second half that 
netted 60 yards for the home team. 
Underbill's work at full back was per- 
haps the feature of the game. In 26 
plunges through the line and off tackle, 
he averaged 4.8 yards. Murray, at 
end, was always to be found where 



most needed. Ver Wiebe, with only a 
week's practice, exhibited excellent 
football timber. The fact that Mid- 
dlebury made first down but three 
times during the game shows that the 
entire team was working in a manner 
full of satisfaction to its supporters. 

Captain Kromer and Lieutenant 
Graham, both of the Tenth U. S. Cav- 
alry, acted as referee and umpire re- 
spectively and handled the game in a 
highly pleasing manner to all concern- 
ed. Both officials expressed themsel- 
ves as greatly pleased with the exhibi- 
tion of football shown by both teams. 
Both these officers had high standing 
as athletes while at West Point and 
have kept themselves thoroughly posted 
on the new developments of the game, 
and Vermont colleges would do well to 
have their names added to the list of 
officials kept by the Central Board, 
so that they could avail themselves of 
their service.

The following extract from the 
Northfield News regarding the pro- 
posed increase of electiric power, 
may be of interest to Norwich grad- 
uates who are contracting engineers. 

MORE ELECTRIC POWER NEEDED 



In Northfield. Proposition Hade by 

Moody ^ Almon is now Under 

Consideration. 

Northfield's growing industries are 
confronted by the need of more electri- 
cal day power. Moody & Almon, who 
have the contract for lighting North- 
field, are now furnishing nearly 400 
horse power for industrial enterprises 
in fact nearly all they can supply, not- 
withstanding the fact that they have 
been cutting out power at Montpelier 
to meet the Northfield demand until 
now they are supplying only about 50 
horse power in that city. There is at 
present a demand here for more than 
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100 horse power additioDal, very little 
of which it is stated can be supplied 
under present conditions. 

Moody & Almon, however, are pre- 
paring to develop another power plant 
above their present one in Middlesex, 
of which they own the water privilege 
and necessary land for flowage. They 
estimate the cost at something like 
$55,000 to complete this new plant 
and have not the ready money to 
handle the project. 

On Tuesday evening of last week, a 
number of enterprising business men 
of Northfield met Messrs. Moody & Al- 
mon and discussed informally a plan 
submitted by them whereby the village 
may be assured of all the power that 
can be developed by the old and new 
plant. In brief, as outlined by Messrs. 
Moody & Almon they wish the busi- 
ness interests of Northfield to back them 
to the extent of the cost of the new 
development and when completed they 
purpose to bond and thus secure the 
money to repay the outlay. If this is 
done they will guarantee Northfield to 
the first right of all the power devel- 
oped by both plants some 1,100 to 
• 1,200 norse power. 

They state that the present plant 
including the developed and undevel- 
oped wa er privileges has cost them 
something over $100,000 and that tiie 
net income thereupon is a good paying 
investment and that they would not 
consider an offer of $150,000 for it; 
that the two plants could be operated 
at a very much less cost in proportion 
than one, thus affording a very hand- 
some income; that there would be no 
trouble in securing the capital on a 
partnership basis, but they do not 
wish to divide the income with a third 
party, and hence the offer to North- 
field first, as in fact their interests are 
here more than elsewhere because of 
their lighting contract. 

A committee consisting of F. E. Col- 
burn, James Holland and G. Fred Os- 
good was appointed to take up the 
matter with the business men of the 
town, and the proposition is being 
CHrefully considered.

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PRACTICAL TRAINING. 



Tlie Value of a Civil En^neering 

Coarse in a iHilitary College, for 

a tonng Han. 

, /the followi^s: quotation is taken 
fron. comment )of the Literary Digest 
— o f Oct ober SOth upon remarks of Fred- 
erick A. Taylor made before the So- 
ciety for the promotion of Engineering 
Education printed in the ''American 
Machinist" of October 7th. 

Mr. Taylor makes a rather sweeping 
assertion to the effect that "The over- 
whelming majority of employees in 
this country want to have nothing to 
do with college graduates if they can 
help themselves with the one excep- 
tion of the electric industries." For 
this he suggests two causes : 

"The first of these is because of the 
fact that during the four years that 
these young men are at college,- they 
are under loose discipline, and are al- 
lowed a greater freedom than they 
have ever had before.or will ever have 
again. 

"I will cite some illustrations. In 
most universities and colleges tho stu- 
dent is given, every term, a certain 
number of cuts for which be is held to 
no responsibility. He can simply ab- 
sent himself from recitations from lec- 
tures, from duty that belongs in the 
college course, and no one ever asks 
what he has done, or where he has 
gone. If that same young man absents 
himself once without a reasonable ex- 
cuse, when he gets into business, he 
is Qsually hauled up and asked in the 
most impertinent manner, why he was 
away. No cuts in business, no talk 
about how many cuts a man has. The 
second or third time that he does cut, 
be is discharged. Young college men 
work when they please and as much as 
they please, the only restrictions be- 
ing that they have to pass certain ex- 



aminations. Their habits are left al- 
most entirely to themselves. When 
they begin commercial life those habits 
are regulated and rigidly prescribed 
by some one else. 

"The centra] idea that the boy gets 
at college is training, training of the 
mind, storing the mind full of things. 
Now I say without the sligbest hesita- 
tion that for success in life intellectual 
training comes second or third. 
Without the slighest question character 
comes first, good sense, second, and 
intellectual training third. The en 
tire emphasis of the college is on intel- 
lectual training." 

The second • trouble, according to 
Mr. Taylor, is that for twenty-two 
years these young men are allowed to 
go without even a single look at con- 
ditions which they are to face through- 
out their lives. He goes on : 

**The work of the student, of the 
young man, is that of absorbing; he is 
engaged in the performance of getting 
things fastened in his mind for him- 
self, fur his own use. That is his life 
for twenty-two years. The moment 
he gets out he begins directly the op- 
posite. Absorbing ceases and becomes 
a very min or part of a man's work." 

A palliative, the writer believes 
would be a year's hard work in a shop 
at the end of the first college year. 
This "real look at life's work" would 
teach lessons that would alter for the 
better the whole effect of the last 
three years' training and that, in par- 
ticular, would develop character. He 
goes on : 

"At college a very large amount of 
time is given up to the study of ma- 
terials. Practically his whole chemi- 
cal cours" is the study of materials. 

"A very considerable part of his 
course in physics has to do with ma- 
terials. The greater part of his work 
in a mechanical laboratory is a study 
of materials. Do you, gentlemen. 
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realize that the great raw material 
with which more than one-half of the 
successful graduates of our technical 
schools have to deal receives not a 
sin»?le hour of study at our colleges and 
universities, not one hour? That the 
great raw material with which the 
managers, superintendents, presidents, 
every man of our large companies is 
dealing is men? And these one-half of 
the students who are finally called 
upon to manage workmen, learn noth- 
ing whatever about that at college.*' 

We follow this with quotations from 
an address by General G. M. Dodge 
read before the Western Society uf 
Engineers in Chicago, January 5, 
190y, printed in the Journal of that 
Society for February and reprinted 
in the Engineering News for October 
1909. 

''I have been requested to talk to 
you about the civil engineers of my 
day. This is a subject of so much im- 
portance and so much breadth that it 
is almost impossible to grasp it. The 
work cf the civil engineer in develop- 
ing our country and in ihe Civil War 
has never been comprehended nor pro- 
per tribute paid to it, and I can only 
take it up in small details. Perhaps 
I can show it to you more clearly by 
-stating what I personnally saw of it, 
and this will be better than to try to 
go into the subject generally. 

**As a young boy, twenty years old, 
I left Norwich University, Vermont, 
a military college, as a civil and mili- 
tary engineer. My military training 
was perhaps of as much or more bene- 
fit to me generally than what I had 
learned of engineering, in the work I 
had to undertake, for it taught me 
how to command men; it gave mc dis- 
cipline, a respect for authority obedi- 
ence to orders, loyalty to my country, 
and an interest in the work of my em- 
ployer, that it would be impossible for 
me to have gotten in any other way. I 
came west and took an axe-man's 
place in an engineering party on the 
Illinois Central railroad. Mr. Black- 
stone was the division engineer with 
headquarters at La Salle, this state. I 
was assigned to a party that was run- 
ning a line from LaSalle to Dixon. As 



soon as 1 joined it I saw that its chief 
was a lazy fellow. He soon learned 
that I could run an ins'rument,and put 
me at that work, he staying in the 
house pretending to work up the data 
we obtained in the field. It was a cold 
winter, the thermometer often below 
zero and I thought I saw plainly the 
line I was running would not be ac- 
ceptable and made up my mind that as 
soon as we returned to LaSalle to leave 
the party and seek a berth somewhere 
else, for I was satisfied that Mr. 
Blackstone would discharge the entire 
party. I followed this inclination. 
When I returned to LaSalle and sub- 
mitted our work, I called upon Mr. 
Blackstone a&king him for my pay, 
stating 1 was going to leave. He 
greeted me very cordially and snemed 
astonished at my request. However, 
he complied with it and 1 immediately 
left. A few years after this incident, 
when I had become better acquainted 
with Mr. Blackstone he used to make 
a good deal of fun of me by stating he 
knew I had run the line, that it v/as a 
good line, and that he intended to give 
me the chief's place and put me at 
the head of the party, thus showing 
me that 1 was a little previous in my 
act, and that 1 did not know how good 
a line I had run. 

"In 1861 the Civil War came. I 
went into the service with six hundred 
other civil engineers who were gradu- 
ates of Norwich University, all of 
whom became commissioned officers, 
many of them rising to the highest 
rank and to the highest command. 
Their work as civil engineers during 
the war was only second to that of 
their military duties as a soldier, and 
for this work as civil engineers they 
never have received any credit. They 
were mostly enlisted men, detailed as 
engineers; they mapped out the roads 
and the streams; they rebiilt the rail- 
roads and they destroyed them ; they 
made many of our campaigns possible 
by their facilties in overcoming ob- 
stacles; they built temporary bridges; 
they showed great ingenuity in throw- 
ing temporary entrenchments even dur- 
ing the battles; and they constructed 
impregnable forts; they were always 
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brave, they never flinched their duty 
and there is on commander of a divi- 
sion or corps of the army but what ap- 
peniated their great and valuable ser- 
vice. 

'In 18G2 I was assigned to the com- 
mand of the Central Division of the 
Mississippi with orders to reconstruct 
the railroad from Columbus, Kentucky, 
toCoriiith, Mississippi, for the purpose 
of bringing supplies to the army then 
concentrated at Corinth. This line of 
road crossed many deep bayous which 
had been spanned by truss bridges, all 
of which had been destroyed by the 
enemy as they retreated. As 1 looked 
ai the job before me and saw tliLse 
deep bayous with no foundations and 
with no possible means of putting in 
proper abutments, or furnishing proper 
superstructure, it was a problem ap- 
palling to anyone. I had two Wiscon- 
sin regiment^, one was commanded by 
Colonel George E. Bryant, who had 
been a Norwich University cadet and 
a civil engineer. He commandetl a 
regiment that was raised in the log- 
ging camps of Wisconsin. As soon 
as 1 received this order, I ordert^d 
every engineer, civil or mechani'^al, or 
anyone who has experience in such 
work in the command to report to nie, 
and I was astonished to see the number 
of enlisted men who reported. We 
held a consultation as to how we should 
handle this problem, anil decidcti to 
put the r2th Wisconsin into the wi)oii< 
with their axes, as that was about ail 
the tools we had, and make crib [)iers 
for these streams. It was easy work 
for us to handle the culverts and it was 
astonishing how soon we buill this 
railroad. The log cribs were Ijolteil 
together by dowei pins made from the 
iron rods of the destroyed Ilow(^ truss 
bridges. We made striiigurs tl.irly 
and forty feet long and sunk (^uv i»ii t> 
to a foundation that would carry our 
trains. Within two months we h:ui 
rebuilt this road, and had put up at 
each important bridge a blockhouse so 
a small force could hold it against al- 
most any enemy; in the C(.lebrat<(| raid 
of Forrest up through that country, 
where he destroyed most of the iirid- 
ges south of Jackson, Tennessee, wiien 



he came to the block houses in our ter- 
ritory, he was replused at every point. 
This drew the attention of General 
Grant and he immediately ordered 
block houses built at every bridge on 
the railroads within his command. 

"In the fall of 1863 when General 
Grant was ordered to Chattanooga, my 
corps was lying at Corinth when it 
received orders to join Sherman in his 
march to the relief of Chattanooga. 
Having a much longer distance to 
march than any of the other com- 
mands, I was not able to reach Chat- 
tanooga in time to take part in that 
battle, but when I reached Pulaski on 
the Nashville and Decatur Railroad I 
received orders from General Grant to 
halt and rebuild that line from Nash- 
ville to Decatur; the entire line bad 
been destroyed. There were several 
truss bridges crossing Duck river and 
also some very high trestles, some of 
them being 125 feet high, and there 
was the Tennessee river that had to be 
crossed. General Grant was very -an- 
xious to have this road built rapidly 
in order to feed his army at Chatta- 
noou^ci, which was in great distress, and 
Sherman told me the quicker I built 
the road the sooner I would get some- 
thing to eat for m\ command; we were 
entirely away from any base of sup 
plies, living ofT the country, and had 
been doing so during our entire march. 

"The Work of the young engineer in 
building this road is a g^^^od deal bet- 
ter stated by General (irant than I 
can tell you, and I will read what he 
says : 

"I gave an order to Sherman to halt 
*'(ieniral (I. M. Dodge's command, 
'*of iihout eight thousand men, at 
"Atiiens, anil subsequently directed 
"the latter to arrange his troops along 
"the railroad from Decatur north to- 
'wiirds Nashville, and to rebuild that 
"r«)id. The road from Nashvilk to 
" 1 )i I atur passes over a broken coun- 
"try. out up with innumerable streams, 
''many of them of considerable width, 
"and with valleys far below the road- 
"hed. All the bridges over these had 
"l)ern destroyed, and the rails 
"ta'ivt n up and twisted by the enemy. 
"All the cars and Locomotives not 
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'carried off had been destroyed as 
'effectually as they knew how to des- 
'troy them. All the bridges and cul- 
' verts had been destroyed between 
'Nashville and Decatur, and thence to 
'Stevenson, where the Memphis and 
'Charleston and the Nashville and 
'Chattanooga roads uni^e. The re- 
'building of this road would give us 
'two roads as far as Stevenson over 
'which to supply the army From 
'Bridgeport, a short distance farther 
'east, the river supplements the road. 

"General Dodge was an experienced 
'railroad builder. He had no tools to 
'work with except those of the pion- 
'eers — axes, picks and spades. With 
'these he was able to intrench his men 
'and protect them aKainst surprises by 
'small parties of the enemy. As he 
'had no base of supplies until the road 
'could be completed back to Nashville, 
*the first matter to consider after pro- 
'tecting his men was the getting in of 
'food and forage from the surround- 
'ing country. He had his men and 
'teams bring in all the grain they 
'could find, or all they needed, and the 
'cattle for beef, and such other food as 
'could be found. Millers were detail- 
'ed from the ranks to run the mills 
'alonK the line of the army. When 
'these were not near enough to the 
'troops for protection they were taken 
'down and moved up. In like manner, 
'blacksmiths were detailed and set to 
'work making the tools necessary in 
'railroading and bridge building. 
'Axemen were put to work getting 
'out timber for bridges and cutting 
'fuel for locomotive use when the road 
'should be completed. Car-builders 
'were set to work repairing the loco- 
'motives and cars. Thus every 
'branch of railroad building, making 
'tools to work with, and supplying 
'the workmen with food, was all going 
'on at once, and without the aid of a 
'mechanic or laborer except what the 
'command itself furnished. 

"General Dodge had the work as. 
'signed him finished within forty days 
'after receiving his orders. The num- 
*ber of bridges to rebuild was one 
'hundred and eighty-two, many of 
'them over deep and wide chasms; the 



"length of road repaired was one 
"hundred and two miles." 

"There has been a general belief 
throughout the country that it was a 
very easy problem to build a railroad, 
and that the railroads were over-capti- 
lized, which recent investigation has 
demonstrated to be untrue. In my 
travels I have seen men riding in 
Pullman car that carried a valet, a 
maid, a porter, and a conductor, which 
these people generally kept busy all 
the time, look out of the window and 
express the opinion that it was easy 
work or virtually no work to build a 
railroad through the country they were 
passing, and make comments on what 
it represented and what it should cost, 
and I often used to think as I lis ti ned 
to them that they should have had the 
experience of the builders; first as 
chief of a party to spy out a line, 
perhaps alone in an Indian country; 
then followed by the young engineer, 
carrying a rifle on one shoulder and a 
transit on the other, camping where 
his day's work ended; then the bold 
spirits who furnished the money tj 
first construct the road, that would have 
probably to be carried ten or twenty 
years before it brought any income, 
and then the operating department who 
had to reconstruct it two or three times 
and put millions upon millions into it 
to bring its commerical business and 
the luxury of its transportation up to 
our date; then he would take an entire- 
ly different view of the enterprise. 

"I thank God that the criticisms of 
the past two years have finally aroused 
the railroad world to educate the peo- 
ple and demonstrate to them what the 
transportation of this country has cost 
in lives labor, and money, : nd what 
benefits it had brought to the nation." 

There is nothing in this second group 
of quotations bearing upon benefits to 
be derived by a year's work following 
the first year of the college course as 
suggested by Mr. Taylor. There is 
however, much to justify his position 
as regard the worth of training in col- 
lege along lines other than scholastic 
and as regards the value of discipline 
such as the military college, when 
rightly conducted, gives. It does

Aifld for ready reference are general 
encyclopedias, cyclopedias on special 
subjects, dictionaries, gazetteers, at- 
lases ;books which may be consulted for 
definite points of information rather 
than read through. In studying any 
new subject the best way is to look 
the subject up in these general refer- 
ence books, which will rlirect the stu- 
dent to further material. Reference 
books are usually grouped together in 
the reading-room and not loaned out- 
side the library. The following are 
some of the handiest. 

The Century Dictionary, 8v., the 
most comprehensive American diction- 
ary, is also encyclopedic. The Century 
cyclopedia of names includes names in 
geography, biography, mythology, his- 
to y, art, and fiction anj is very help- 
fj|. March's Thesaurus Dictionary of 
the English Language is a collection 
of words grouped by subjects, the idea 
being given to find tiie word or words 
by which tnat idea may be most fitly 
and aptly expressed. This is of spe- 
cial service to teachers, preach- rs and 
writers. 

The Encyclopedia Britaniii;a, a dic- 
tionary of arts, scit nceb, and gtMieral 
literature, 24 v. and index, is still the 
! standard work of refvttMuc Its arti- 
cles are full and writtt-n by ajthoriti^^s. 
The Encyclopedia Americana, 16 v. is 
good for geography of U. S. cities and 
states, and for biography. 

Peck's Harper's dictionary of Cluss- 
ical literature and ami luities, includes 
Greek and Roman biography, geog- 
i^pby, history, literature and mythol- 
ogy, with special references to arche- 
ological discoveries. 



Who's Who in America gives brief 
biorgaphical accounts of living men 
and women. The National Cylopaedia 
of American biography 12 v. and in- 
dex, is devoted mainly to the lives of 
those who are of the present time. 
The index contains valuable genalogi- 
cal references. There are numerous 
good biographical dictionaries of the 
Army and Navy in N. U. library, 
among them being Hietman's Histor- 
ical Register and Dictionary of the U. 
S. Army, 1789-1903, 2v., and Calla- 
han's List of Officers of the Navy of 
the U. S. and of the Marine Corps, 
from 1775 to 1900. Hamersly's Rec- 
ords of living officers of the (J. S. 
Navy and Marine Corps, is valuable in 
answering cjuestions. 

Larned's History for ready refer- 
ence, 6v., contains the history of all 
countries and all times in alphabetic 
arrangement, and under name of 
country arrangement is chronological. 
Lippincott's Gazetteer of the World 
gives description and inform ation of 
places with pronounciation and various 
spellings of names.

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DEATH OF E. S. BALL 



In a St. Lonis Hospital Alter a Long 
Illness. 

Ernest S. Ball died in St. Louis last 
night. A dispatch was received here 
this morning by E. W. Clark briefly 
announcing the fact and saying that 
Mr. Ball's father would start east with 
the remains toda>. 

Mr. Ball went to St. Louis last 
spring, where he was given a respon- 
sible position in the engineering de- 
partment of the Missiouri-Facific rail- 
road, under Chief Engineer Robert 
Ford. He was taken ill several weeks' 
ago and has since been in a hospital in 
St. Louis, where he had the most 
skilled medical treatment. He had 
made a partial recovery when a re- 
lapse occurred and from which in his 
weakened condition he was unable to 
rally. His father had been with him 
for several weeks and expected to take 
him home soon. It is not known 
whether the burial will be in Norlhfield 
or at his old home in Gardner, Mass.

He was an 
officer in Company F, V. N. G., and 
bad many friends in this vicinity who 
will regret to learn of his untimely 
death. His age was about 28 years.

Campbell Capt. — Has played an ex- 
cellent game at center for Norwich for 
foar years. His thorough knowledge 
of the game and ability both as a play- 
er and leader of men rightly won him 
the captency in his senior year. 

Reid — Has undoubtedly won more 
honors for Norwich on the gridiron 
than any other player. His speed and 
eiceptional ability in a broken field 
running back kicks and getting away 
with plays from open formation, 
"brain-storms/' etc., have given his 
' college a type of foot-bali hard to 
duplicate. 

Carswell '10 — A consistent ground 
gainer, strong on the defence. Can- 
^^ Well like many other Norwich players 
has played a large part of the time 
out of position for the welfare of the 
team. 

Schakowski '10— Schakowski*s work 
in the 1908 Vermont game as guard 
should have encouraged both the player 
ftnd coach to stick to that place. He 
did good work as an emergency full- 
back and also deserves credit for play- 
ing out of position for the welfare of 
the team. 

Earle *10 — An example of foot-ball 
possibilities that laid dormant three 
years. May his example be an incen- 
tive to others to get out and get busy 
earlier in the game. 

Smith H. J. M. '11— Exceptionally 
strong in all departments of the game. 
His breaking thru and mixing up a 
forward pass in the Trinity game made 



Norwich's five points possible. Smith 
H. should be a strong candidate for 
captain of next year's team. 

Starr '11— Starr's work at guard 
this season has caused the close fol- 
lower of Norwich's possibilities to 
wonder just how many scores he could 
have turned in Norwich's favor had 
he been out three years instead of one. 
His work at end in the Middlebury 
game showed that he is not tied down 
to one position. If Starr had three 
years of service to his credit in place 
of one his candidacy for the captaincy 
would be strong. 

Smith F. A. '11 — A player whose loy- 
alty to Norwich foot ball has been de- 
monstrated both by his work in the line 
and as manager. Smith's work in the 
Vermont game . was handicapped by 
his poor physical condition, but his ex- 
hibition at Wesleyan was not lacking 
in merits and if anyone keeps him off 
the line next year he will have to play 
football. It is the opinion of the writer 
that Smith can play a stronger game 
at guard than at tackle. 

Carpenter '11 — Altho Carpenter 
played ia but two games his position 
on the team is unquestionable. The 
poor physical condition that has hand- 
icapped his usefulness in previous 
seasons seems to be fully overcome 
and he should prove a tower in next 
year's line. 

Hemenway '12— This player has not 
had an opportunity to show up this 
year. His playing in the Holy Cross 
game was far below the standard of 
his work of last year, but the whole 
team had not got down to work.

WRITES ABomr N. u. 

The following appreciative letter 
from A. C. E. Von Nyvenheim, U. S. 
A., (retired) appeared in the /Burling- 
ton Free Press and it is a pleasure to 
reproduce it in these columns: 
To the Editor of the Free Press: 

After an absence of about eight 
years, like the historical cat I came 
back. Although not in beautiful Bur- 
lington I am back in the Green Moun- 
tain State. I arrived at the univorsity 
a short time ago having been detailed 
by the war department for a period of 
four years. 

I must assure you that I was gladly 
surprised, in fact astonished at the 
efficiency and military training of the 
corps of cadets at Norwich. It is a 
fact that I have never seen their equal, 
there are few companies in the army 
that can hold their own with them in 
infantry drill. 

The cavalry drill of the cadets when 
everything is taken into consideration 
is astonishing. How they have ever 
accomplished such efficiency in horse- 
manship in so short a time, with first 
of all entire ly,utter]y unbroken horses, 
as well as unbroken men is a wonder 
and the work must have been a severe 
trial and test of patience and endur- 
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ance for the officer in charge of all 
drills and instructions. Captain Leslie 
A. I. Chapman, 2nd cavalry. Yet 
he has accomplished wonders, and only 
men who have knowledge of the extent 
of the undertaking can realize what 
it must have cost to bring forth such 
results. In addition to numerous other 
trials it must be considered that hard- 
ly a horse had the same rider twice a 
week. There are about three times the 
number of cadets taking riding lessons 
than there are horses, and in order to 
get men used to different gaits, and 
action all men had to take their turn 
at each \ orse. 

Yet all these horses now are perfect- 
ly gentle and kind and well broken to 
both bridles and knees. 

As for the morality and general con- 
duct of the cadets here, they are high 
minded, well bred young men, the en- 
tire esprit de corps, is of the first or- 
der, a strict sense of honor exists 
among all. Even in the evenings when 
walking along the dark streets of the 
village of Northfield, whose sidewalks 
by the way are very hard, their con- 
versation and actions, when they are 
not observed are such that no mother 
would have cause to blush for the ac- 
tions of her son. 

In fact you know I have four boys of 
my own and could I afford to send them 
to a university, it would be Norwich 
first and last.

sermons preached by Rev. John P. 
Peters. Rector of St. Michael's church 
and Canon Residentiary of the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine, New Vork 
city. The author is a brother of Com- 
mander Edward McClure Peters, N. U. 
'80. Some of the interesting titles of 
the sermons in part 1, "Doctrines of 
the Church." are Big Thief and Little 
Thief, Free Church, and Priests and 
Prophets, and in part 2, "The Social 
Teaching of Our Lord Jesus Christ," 
are A Good Negro, The Servant in the 
House, and Tainted Money.

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Inter-Colle^te Atsociatton ffoetlii^ 

Capt. C. N. Barber represented Nor- 
wich at the fourth annual meeting of 
the Intercollegiate Athletic association 
of the United States, held at the 
Murray Hill Hotel, New York, Decern, 
ber 28, 1909. this being the first year 
of Norwich's membership. A sum- 
mary of his official report follows : 

The crisis of four years ago caused 
the organization to be formed and it 
has grown until some 70 colleges are 
now members. The delegates are 
largely Faculty members who desire 
to see intercollegiate sports preserved, 
purified and elevated. The rules com- 
mittee works with the old rules com- 
mittee in revising intercollegiate 
rules. Some of the sentiments expres. 
sed about football were: 

1. The coaches are largely respon- 
sible for the present evasion of the 
rules. 

2. The game is too good to lose, 
but must be modified. 

3. Its bad features have been 
greatly exaggerated. Thirty-two deaths 
were reported this year. The parents 
of the men killed have testified that 16 
cases were not due to football, and of 
the other 16, eleven were school boys 
playing without responsible supervis- 
ion. 

4. Professional coaching is the 
chief danger, and graduate coaching 
must be developed to take its place. 

5. In all sports more attention 
should be paid the individual and less 
the championship team. 

6 The rules committee are urged 
to abolish mass plays, and either abol- 
ish or perfect the forward pass. 

Next year's games will probably be 
more open then this. Summer base- 
ball should be handled fairly and equal- 
ly, and should be permitted unless it 
can be actually stopped, altho the sum- 
mer experience gives some men an ad- 
vantage over others. The employment 
of a resident surgeon and athletic di - 
rector is highly commendable and in 
keeping with the methods of larger 
institutions. 

Norwich should join the New Eng- 
land conference and work to arrange 
plans suitable for the local conditions 



which confront this section of the 
country, and should retain its member- 
ship in the national body, sending re- 
presentatives to both meetings.

TWO SUCCESSFUL INVENTORS. 

EIroy A. Chase of Northfield, a grad- 
uate of N. U., who went to Worcester, 
Mass., a few months since to build a 
sawing machine for cutting granite, 
under contract with the Webb Granite 
company, have completed and started 
the machine. 

It is pronounced a complete success 
and the Worcester papers in writing 
it up say that it has already demon- 
strated that it is capable of doing 
more work in one hour than the old 
gang saw will do in six or eight. Not 
only this, but the inventors and Mr. 
Webb believe that when further per- 
fected it will do two or three times 
the work it has done in the trials. 

A large number of interested spec- 
tators have watched the trials and be- 
lieve that the new machine will soon 
take the place of all previous inven- 
tions of the kind. 

The first machir e was built at the 
sheds of Phillip & Slack in Northfield, 
but not 80 far perfected as to abso- 
lutely demonstrate its success. The 



inventors needed more money to do 
what they wished in bringing the ma. 
chine to a more perfect basis and were 
fortunate in interesting George D. 
Webb of the Webb Granite company 
of Worcester, Mass., in the undertake 
ing as this concern is a strong one 
financially. 

The new machine will be more eco- 
nomical in steel as the longest blade 
when it wears dqwn can be moved up 
to the next longest head and so on till 
it reaches the first head. It will be 
more economical in the use of^ power. 

These are some of the claims made 
for the new machine and it is believed 
by Mr. Webi* and the inventors that 
thev will be more than substantiated 
in future work. 

Mr. Chase is the son of Albert C 
Chase. He was educated in the North- 
field schools and is a graduate of Nor- 
wich University, class '03. He was 
until last year a draftsman in the office 
of Cross Brothers, and gave much of 
his time outside of his duties there to 
the study of this problem which resul- 
ted in the invention. 



J. C. Coulombe '05, of Northfield, the 
successful inventor of the noiseless 
gun and other practical models, has 
recently turned his attention to the 
hand surfacing granite tool, known u 
the ''bumper," with the result that he 
has brought out a tool that does away 
largely with the strong vibration or 
jar attendant upon the one now in 
general use. The tool works on the 
same principle as the present one but 
the contrivance of a spring and out- 
side covering reduces the vibration to a 
minimum. 

Mr. Coulombe expects to put in a 
small air compressor at his shop.in the 
building formerly occupied by the 
Forbes' Machine shop on Union street, 
within a few days, when he will give 
demonstrations of a "bumper" which 
does not bump Granite cutters* man- 
ufacturers and all interested will then 
be invited to try out the new invention 
beside one of the style now in use. 
There seems to be no doubt of the ad- 
vantages of Mr. Coulombe's latest in- 
vention.

Hall.

^ NEW HISTORY OF N. U. 

The contract for printing the history 
of Norwich University for Gen. G. M.

Inspection by U. S« Olllcer, 

The recent inspection of the '^bat- 
tery A" Vermont Field Artillery, held 
pursuant to paragraph 3, G. O. No. 22» 
War Department, February 8, 1910. 
was conducted by Capt C. B. Gate** 
wood. Ordnance Department, U. S. A^ 

Captain Gatewood accompanied by, 
bis clerk. Mr. Johnson, arrived at 
Nortbfield. February 6. £arly on the 
morning of the 7th, he arrived at Nor- 
wich, and in company with Captain 
Chapman, commenced his inspection, 
giving a very thorough inspection to 
everything pertaining to Battery A. 

Captain Charles B. Gatewood is the 
son of the late Captain Charles B^ 
Gatewood, 6th Cavalry, the young 
ofIiQer,who on August 26thJ886, while 
commanding a troop of Chiricahua In-t 
dians scouts, "isoldly and alone rode 
into Geronimos camp of hostile Apache 
Indians and demanded their surrender.. 
This was the wind-up of the long, 
tedious Geronimos campaign which 
kept over one third of our army on the 
move for eighteen months. 

At another time Captain, then Lieu- 
tenant Charles B. Gatewood, 6th cav- 
alry, pursued and surprised after a 
long weary march hostile Apaches un- 
der Chato and Bonito. He attacked 
the Indians, defeated them and com- 
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pletel^ ^eati^jfed tbeir camp, recover- 
iug a large amount of stolen property, 
and best of all rescued five white cap- 
tives, prisoners of the ApacDes. This 
^ took placid near the headwaters of the 
Bavispe river on the Sierra Madra 
mountains. Sonora, Mexico. 

The result of the inspection held at 
Nor^cb Will not be known for some- 
time, but at the same time no uneasi- 
^iiess is being felt, as Norwich can and'

President Spooner's Address. 

Mr. Toastmaster. Guests of Honor, 
Fellow Alumni : 

It is with ever growing pleasure that I 
come to these gatherings in which in 
hours devoted largely to good fellowship 
and a recounting of the irrelevances of 
student days we mix discussion of the 
more near realities of individual lite and 
of those matters pertaining to the bond 
which brings us together. It is a pleasure 
lo lake note of the mental and moral 
growth, and of the worldly advancement 
of our chums and companions of other 
(lays, to note year by year the new men 
coming into the group and in our own 
way to search for evidences in them of the 
same trials by which we, ourselves, were 
tested. We look io see if they have come 
out from those trials with fair confidence 
in their own ability and good reason 
therefor and with that indomitable cour- 
age, which we know they should pos- 
sess and which indeed they will need. 

At the time few of us realized just what 
was the import of all the rubbing and 
wrenching in the course of discipline 
through which we passed. It was not 
within the realms of our understanding to 
know what it all meant. 

I should much like to tell you how it 
all looks to me years after the experience, 
as I see it work out year by year upon 
others. 

You older men at times, even as did I, 
thought the demands upon us exacting, 
and the burden heavy. Perhaps it was. 
but more is demanded of these young 
men today. More and more they are 
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called upon to police their mental, moral, 
and physical camps that they may see 
aright, think aright, do aright, and un- 
derstand why they should. 

More and more are they safe-guarded 
against the evils that ussail young men in 
their adolescence — not by b.ibying but by 
sane, reasonable suggestion, by plain de- 
finite instruction as to care of their bod- 
ies, and by careful physical examinations 
frequent enough to serve as a deterrant 
from excesses and to detect incipient dis- 
orders such as indirectly, or direc'ly. led 
to the death of Sierra in 1905 and of 
Clarkson in 1907. 

The Partridge plan is not the only one 
that makes to this end ; but 1 have yet to 
meet one that is better devised for the 
purpose. If it be worth while to have a 
group of men with sound bodies wherein 
may reside sane, sound minds.it is worth 
while to exercise those bodies while yet 
in the gristle regularly, ar.d uniformly — 
not some of them, but all of tliem. If it 
is worth while to desire these sound 
bodies it is worth while to proviiie re<i:u- 
lar inspection, examination, if you please, 
that the proper parties may know what, 
if any, defect exists. 

If incidentally, or intentionally, this 
bodily exercise carries with it traininu: in 
habits of keen mental attention, complete 
control of nerves and muscles, and do-or- 
dination of thought and act to the thought 
and act of others, so much the better. 

If observance of law by obedience to it, 
by judging the acts of others by it, and 
by administering it, is of value to a com- 
munity and to a man, it is north while in 
the days when law and knowledje of the 
law is the last things that he consciously 
wants, to lead him through his betur 
sense to practice obeying, judging arnl 
adminstering plainly stated laws. lie 
who has gamed an insight into these 
things in accordance with any system has 
an appreciation of an understanding of all 
laws not to be gained otherwise. And this 
building up of the physical man. this or- 
derly adjustment of a man to his enviion- 
ment opens the way for active, oiderly 
use ot his mental faculities. It takes time, 
much of it, but it adds to a man's abiliiy 
to apply himself to pay attention. 

Last, I dwell upon that which may have 
been first in our founder's thought. If it 



is worth while to purine the art* of peace, 
to build cities, factories, schools and 
churches; if it is worth while to accu- 
mulate products of the brain and pen 
and brush, of scientist, author, artist, 
it is worth while to have some one pre- 
pared to defend all these— not simply 
patriotic not brave, only, but skilled, 
as only training and experience can 
give. 

I am aware that there are those 
among us who know there will never 
be any more war. Such have always 
lived and labored in speech, not with- 
out beneficient results, but the day is 
not yet when the lust for possessioir 
is gone from the heart of -man. We 
still are constrained to call one man 
French, another Spanish, another Ger- 
man, another Japanese, and so on. 
We still have|political parties, so called 
social distinctions; we still say **my" 
and'*thy";we still think twice and 
more before turning the other cheek 
also. It as safe to say that when the 
conditions suggested shall have passed 
away war will cease forever. As it 
stands to-day, any day we may be cal- 
led to fight for peace, even as our 
fathers fought for the peace that they 
and we enjoy. 

Perhaps what 1 have said is not as 
you have seen it, perhaps it is not as 
you see it to-night, but it is as you 
would see it if you were to come bick 
and follow but one class through its 
course. In a large measure it Is yours 
to make your associates so see. 

There is another way of gaining in- 
sight: take your history from the shelf 
and run the roll— it is not so very long 
but as you catch the names that 
stand for real accomplishment in let- 
ters arts and arms you can but realize 
that it is not by chance that there are 
so many of them. As I so run the list, 
knowing the meagre eq»iipment of the 
old days, and I hear the word of my 
fellows, "In order to succeed we most 
have this, we must have that," I can 
but raise the mental question as to 
whether the **Must*' is really so im- 
perative. 

Nevertheless we shall have all we 
name, and more, and you will help us 
thereto; the armory, Y. ^ M. C. A. 
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buildinjf, recitation halls, dormitories, 
and, to some more welcome than all 
else, the greater endowment. 

I know that is soaring; some, and I 
hear my friend the pessismist say 
"You won't either. I have heard him 
before. I have heard him moan, "We 
don't want what we want when we 
want it." That's but his way of keep- 
ing his courage up. and that of others 
too. 

Come and see. There- is always 
something doing upon the hill. Yes, 
lod something wanting,growing pains: 
Bay they last forever. They are un- 
/liling signs of vigorous life. 

Colonel Benton. 

There is one right of the people so 
fundamental that it has been embodied 
io the state and federal constitutions - 
that is the right to bear arms. 

"What does it mean? Ii means that 
the art of war is the preserved and pro- 
tector of all the arts. Some may say 
that I am talking war; I am. War in 
some form is the vital, propelling force 
of all the civilized world. War pre- 
ceded and made possible all great ad- 
vancements in civilization. 

"When our fathers came to this 
Country they struggled with the sav- 
ages, and those struggles made them 
strong. They learned the military art, 
and the military art consists of the 
power to shoot straight. 
^ "I believe that Mason and Dixon's 
Hne has been wiped out forever, (ien. 
Gordon, the senator from Mississippi, 
Wants a statue of Lee in the capitol. 
Well, I don't much mind let liini have 
it And if they want government tents 
for the confederates in the south why 
iet 'em have them.

Col. Benton then declared that there 
is more need of practical and military 
training. He declared much is being 
taught these days to college men that 
they will never have use for. 

He stated that the larger colleges 
are not so good, in his opinion, as places 
of training as the smaller colleges. 

'*VVhen you make a college so big 
that it becomes a machine and you 
have for teachers schoolmasters, who 
make little impression on the students 
tnat college is of no use. 

"Today the large colleges like Har- 
vard turn (Jilt — I don't know what. 
1 remember the story of a sick man 
living on Charles street. It happened 
that a (Irovf of steers was passing by 
his hoiisr and th»'y were making a ter- 
rible racla't bellowing, etc. Th^ sick 
man lit't.d his head from his pillow 
and with a sigh, said: 'I wish those 
Harvard mm would go home.' 

In '.dosing Col. Benton told his hear- 
ers that when they got ready too build 
a gymnasium they could call on him 
foi- l]el[), whic-h ar.nouncement was re- 
ceived with great applause. 

Mr. Adams.

Captain Ranlett. 

Gapt Charles A. Ranlett followed 
Gen. Darling and expressed a need of 
a close union between the military col- 
leges and the organized state militia. 

Dean Roberts. 

In introducing Dean Roberts the 
toastmaster said that he hesitated be- 
fore calling members of the Faculty 
lest they should reveal some of the se- 
crets of cadet days of those present. 

Prof. Robert replied that while he 
was not a member of the Faculty when 
Mr. Sheldon was a cadet there were 
still reports echoing among the hills 
of Northfield and other evidences show- 
ing that some of the men of those 
times had left their mark upon the 
University. 

He then proceeded to say that while 
the matter of endowment, new build- 
ings, and increased facilities were of 
utmost importance to the University 
in a broader way, there were minor 
problems of importance directly con- 
nected with the teaching force. He 
spoke of the devotion and self-denial 
of the members of the Faculty, of their 
efficiency, of the results produced, 
and said that the salaries paid were 
inadequate to meet the cost of living 
and other increasing demands. The 
requirements for entrance to the Uni- 
versity are constantly advancing so 
that young men should not now be en- 
couraged to come, who have not had a 
full four years preparatory course or 
an equivalent, more and more is being 
demanded of cadets in the academic 
line in order to keep pace with other 
insitutions while at the same time the 
military requirements are broadening 
out to meet demands in this line. The 
plans for a readjustment of the courses 
of study were explained whereby a 
regular course is proposed for those 
whose main object in coming to Nor- 
wich is tu fit themselves for an appoint- 
ment to some branch of the general 
military service. 

Attention was called to the new ar- 
rangemc^nt of schedule to go into effect 
at the beginning of next spring. The 



reputation of Norwich University has 
been greatly broadened in recent years 
among other New England colleges, 
largely through the good showing of 
our athletic teams, and the importance 
of this kind of advertising must not be 
underestimated. 

He closed his remarks by urging up- 
on the Alumni, who are engaged in 
practical work to keep the University 
instructors informed of important de- 
velopments in the lines and of original 
research, improvements and all up to 
date processes that are being used, to 
train up their boys to become Norwich 
men, and advised the younger gradu- 
ates to **get busy." 

Professor Winslow. 

Prof. A. E. Winslow expressed his 
pleasure in being able to be present 
at this meeting, and then said in part. 
That his theme had not been assigned 
but felt prompted to touch on the sub- 
ject in which he was most interested, 
the Givil Engineering course. 

He touched on the growth of the de- 
partment, giving some figures on the 
increase in number of students and the 
addition to equipment, expressing the 
need of more space in laboratories, 
drawing and class rooms. 

He stated that the department was 
co-operating with the hydrographic 
branch of the U. S. Government in 
river gaglngs and water power devel- 
opment and it was a desire to become 
more closely associated with this work. 

Attention was called to the railroad 
summer school and the advantageous 
features of the same. 

He expressed the need of a systema- 
tic arrangement of electives between 
the C. E. and E. E. course, feeling 
sure that such a step would be taken 
in the near future. 

He made remarks regarding the 
proper organizations of Alumni to as- 
sist Norwich graduates to obtain good 
positions in their chosen field of pro- 
fessional life, hoping that some scheme 
might be developed by the faculty com- 
mittee on alumni relation which may 
be presented at the next meeting of 
the general alumni at the 1910 com- 
mencement, trusting that some plan 
may become effective. 
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Professor Flint. 

Prof. K. R. B. Flint was the last to 
be called upon by President Sheldon 
for remarks. 

He said in part: Not until this 
moment have I had any idea that I 
would be asked to speak, upon this oc- 
casion. Consequently I fear I cannot 
say much that will be of interest to 
you. There is, however in all this one 
matter which particularly impresses 
me: it is the indebtedness of the alum- 
ni and past cadets to their Alma 
Mater, and I do not refer to a financial 
obligation, but to an obligation not 
I DDlike that ot the son to his own 
mother. 

Few of us, I am sure, realizu the 
weary burden which the small college 
carries, while attempting to give odu- 
I cated men to the world, and there is no 
one thirrg which does more to cancel 
the debt than a cultivation of the spirit 
of loyalty and appreciation. The 
many need of the present hour make 
imperative the securing of funds sufli- 
cient to make the foundation of Nor- 
wich aa enduring as material things 
can be. The majority of us -especial- 
ly the younger men — are so lacking in 
the world's riches that we cannot 
contribute much to the financial en- 
«lowment of the institution. It is, 
however, possible for each of us to 
contribute generously, and willingly 
to the endowment of college s{)iril, 
and in the meetings of our alumni as- 
sociations there is presented a yearly 
opportunity to add to that which al- 
ready exists. 

Therefore the more secure thr- pn-i- 
^ion of Norwich in the educatiunal sys- 
tern of the country the more serurc (uc 
We as college men. Men are to some 
extent measured by the iiistitui ions 
from which their degrees wrie rcc* iv- 
fd. and perhaps to a larger extrnt the 
institution is judged bv th»' (liaract* r 
of the men, who represent it. 

In a few years we shall be .-ending' 
our boys to college. Let u> siijjpori 
oar Alma Mater so loyally thai wr 
shall have no hesitation in sfnilni.!,^ to 
bcr the young men of the next genera -

During the evening Mr. W. A. Ellis 
was called upon to tell something of 
the progress of the work upon the new 
Norwich History of which he is the 
editor. Mr. Ellis clefrly explained 
the plan of the publication and stated 
that the first forms will go to press 
sometime during the month of March 
and that ne noped to have the work 
completed by Commencement.

In considerable detail Mr. Gates 
outlined the difficulties that attend 
actual road-making here due to purely 
physical conditions and to such other 
difficulties as are incident to the lack 
of clear under-standing of the good to 
be derived by local communities 
through permanent improvements upon 
the highways, whether these be of the 
local type, or such as may properly be 
designated as trunk lines. 

While little presented was in the 
nature of technical information it all 
bore forcibly upon the work of the en- 
gineer as he comes practically to at- 
tempt the application of his theories 
wherever they affect the interests of 
the people in a given community, 
wherever personal self-interest, local 
prejudice, lack of knowledge, in some, 
or too much of a certain kind of know- 
ledge in others are likely to play a part 
in the determination of that which may 
wisely and properly be undertaken at a 
given time. 

In addition to the information, as 
such, presented to these young men, 
there went with the address the help- 
ful influence of the enthusiasm of Mr. 
Gates for his work enhanced by the 
pleasing manner in which he presented 
his subject.

"Dartrrouth Roil of Honor" recently, 
my attention was attracted by the fol- 
lowing statefnent : "From tht college 
■" and the medical school, Dartmouth 
contributed 652 of her alumni and un- 
dergraduates — a larger percenta^'e 
than any other college in the North." 
* ♦ » « « * 

"If any other college in the North 
claims the rtrst place and can show a 
greater record than Bowdoin either in 
the percentage of the men who enter- 
ed the service or the lustre of their 
achievements, we will gladly pay to 
that college the tribute of respect due 
to so distinguished an honor." 

There follows in the article a com- 
pilation of statistics showintr the num- 
ber of officers of the various grades in 
the Civil War, percentages, etc. It 
will be of interest to some to see be- 
side these the corresponding data for 
Norwich. It is not possible to make 
an exact parallel, altho it is approxi- 
iJately so for the years 18X5-1865, in- 
clusive; there are no available records 
for Norwich showing the attendance in 
IH23 and from 1828-1884. inclusive. 
The remaining compilation cannot be 
^Xact, for the records show the death 
of but twenty-one from 1835-i861, a 
nurnber undoutedly much too small. 

While in the compilation for Bow- 
doin and Dartmouth, quartermasters, 
coinmisaries, inspectors, paymasters 
are separately grouped, this has not 
been done for Norwich save as the re- 
cords do not show the line or field rank 
of the officers so serving.

U. S. A. Gives Cadets Excellent 

Showing. 

The report of P. D. Loch ridge, Cap- 
tain, General Staff, who made the an- 
nual government inspection of the corps 
of cadets un May 11 and 12, has just 
come to band and shows that the cadets 
made good. in general remarks the 
report says : 

The 152 cadets inspected were or- 
ganized as field, staff, band and a thre<B 
company battalion and one company 
signal corps. The latter is a National 
Guard signal corps company of thf 
State of Vermont. The three com- 
panies of the battalion constitute a 
Vermont National Guard battery of 
field artillery. Ail four companies 
drill together as a cadet tatlalion of 
infantry under the cadet major who is 
captain of the battery. This battery 
has the new field artillery material 
and appears to be making soodprogress 
in learning to use it. 

Battalion review (quick and double 
time) was excellent The formation 
for battalion inspection was without 
error. The U. S. magazine rifles, caU 
iber, 30, Model 1903. are in good con- 
dition.

At Norwich University. Capt. Frank 
Tompkins Has a Splendid Army 
Record. 

Captain Frank Tompkins of the 11th 
U. S. Cavalry, detailed by the war de- 
partment as professor of military 
science and tactics at Norwich Uni- 
versity, Northfield, as successor to 
Capt. Leslie A. I. Cnapman, 2d Caval- 
ry, U. S. A., comes of an old army 
family, his grandfather and father be- 
ing West Point men who have served 
with distinction in the Mexican war. 
the Indian wars and the Civil war. 

He is a natural heir to the mounted 
branch of the service, his father. Gen. 
C. H. Tompkins, retired, being a c »- 
valryman of note in the early years of 
the Civil war, having won a medal of 
honor for defeating with but one troop 
of cavalry an entire regiment ou Con- 
federate infantry and his grandfather 
having commanded a light battery 
during the Mexican war. Gen. Tomp- 
kins for sometime in 1X62, commanded 
the 1st Vermont cavalry. 

Capt. Tompkins was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C, September 28. 1868. 
^nd has himself had an active and suc- 
cessful army career. He was commis- 
sioned from civil life August 1. 1891, 
having declined an appointment to 
^Pst Point the year previous in order 
^0 profit from the three years' pro- 
motion thus gained. He graduated 
ffom the Infantry and Cavalry school, 
''oft Leavenworth, Kansas, in the class 
of '97. 

Capt. Tompkins saw service in Kan- 
sas and Arizona from 1891 until the 
outbreak of the Spanish Americar. war. 
"e served in Cuba during both inter- 
'entiore and in the Philippine Islands, 
*here he won an enviable record. 

Daring the Malvar campaign, under 
Major-General Bell, Capt. Tompkins 



was mentioned in orders for making im- 
portant captures, breaking up and des- 
troying insurrecto bands and strong 
holds. He led an expedition into the 
crater of Mount Banahao and destroyed 
the headquarters of the Catalorum 
stronghold. 

Capt. Tompkins was also mentioned 
in orders for breaking the world's re- 
cord for marching a troop of cavalry in 
the tropic, this occurring in Cuba in 
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CA T FKANK TOM 'ivINS. 

April 1908. when in comtiiand of G com- 
pany, 11th cavalry, he brought I is mi n 
into camp at six o'clock in iu<' morn- 
ing afttT having ridden 1:^5 tinies in 3n 
hours, with both men ami hc^-ses i[i 
perfect condition. The Ctimpany w;is 
composed of 45 men and five uiiiccTs 
and upon their arrival the vvlnle garri- 
son turned out to give them a warm 
weicom^. The general m <omrrand 
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personally congratulated Capt. Tomp- 
kins on the splendid record, the per- 
formance being a high tribute to his 
excellent discipline. Major-Gen. Bell 
has said of Capt. Tompkins that he al- 
ways commanded th<) best company in 
his regiment. 

Capt. Tompkins is married, his wife 
being the daughter of Gen. T. F. Barr, 
retTed. a distinguished military man, 
and they have one son. 

That so able an officer as Capt. Tomp- 
kins should be detailed to Norwich 
University is only another evidence of 
thp continued high regard which the 
war department has for this institu- 
tion as a military school. The Univer- 
sity is certainly to be congratulated 
upon receiving the services of Capt. 
Tompkins, insuring as it does a contin- 
uation of the highest efficiency in mil- 
itary instruction.

Norwich Beaten by Trinity bat Shows 
Better Knowledge of the Game. 
Other Notes. 

Crossing the line in the last 30 
seconds of play. Trinity scored a 
spectacular victory over the Norv ich 
eleven at Trinity field, Saturday after- 
noon, by the score of 9 to 0, the visit- 
ing collegians having conceded Trinity 
four points earlier in the game by 
making two safeties in the third 
period. Handling the slippery sphere 
was tough work for Doth teams and . 
fumbles were frequent in the game. 
Trinity lusing more ground through 
this drawback than Noiwich. 'ihe 
Hartford Globe in its Sunda> issue 
said : 

'*With a strong, fast eleven, the 
Green Mountain boys sprang a surprise 
on Trinity and made a line showing on 
the heavy gridiron. Rain fell most 
constantly during the game and with 
a wet ball many uf buth , team's lor- 
ward passes went askew in the lirst 
half of thK contest. In the th'rd t-er- 
iod the home eleven resorted to a low 
running game. Cook making short 
punts that were'efTective and the bail 
was twice brought dangerously near 
Norwich's goal only to be lost by 
plucky fighting on the part of the 
Norwich eleven. It was through faulty 
snap-backs, the ball going high in both 
instances, that the Vermont men were 
compelled to make two safeties, a 
Trinity man downing Colburn with the 
ball back of the line. 

"Collett, one of Trinity's star back- 
field men, was hurt in a collision with 
Captain Smith and Burwell in the third 
period and had to retire. None of thn 
Norwich men were injured during the 
game. Although the Trinity men got 
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down the field fast in every play they 
could make but little headway in going 
against the opposing line. 

''Norwich started the game by kick- 
ing oflf at 3:15 and had the best of the 
quarters by the desperate d<?fensive 
Bght they played. Neither aide scored 
and the ball was in midfield when the 
quarter ended. In the second period 
Hudson of Trinity made some sensa- 
tional end runs but his side lost the 
ball twice on forward passes, Burwell 
intercepting both. Norwich hit t^e 
Trinity line hard and made this dis- 
tance without much trouble. Once the 
ball was on Trinity's 15-yard line. The 
half ended with Trinity trying in vain 
to break through the cadets line. 

"Trinity got four points in the third 
quarter on two safeties. Colburn 
kicked off and Hudson ran the punt 
back 20 yards. A few exchanges of 
punts followed. After Burwell inter- 
cepted a forward pass by Cook on Nor- 
wich 25-yard line, Burch on account of 
the slippery ball, made a high snap- 
back and Ramsdell fell on Colburn back 
of the goal line. Through an exchange 
of punts again Cook kicked over Nor- 
wich line and Kelley was downed back 
of the line while in possession of the 
ball and Trinity's score was run up to 
four points. Time was soon up after 
this play. 

"In the last period Norwich had by 
far the more fight and played a strong, 
er defensive game and not until the 
last few seconds of play did Trinity 
through an illegal forward pass and an 
end around play score their touchdown. 
The game ended with the ball in the 
cadet's hands in the middle of the field.

Commencement, June 23, 1910. 
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GEN. EDWARD H. KIPLEY. 



A Patriotic Address. 



Mr. President, Governor Prouty, 
Gentlemen of the Board of Visitors, 
ijadies and Gentlemen, and Young 
den of the Class of 1910: 

I scarcely know under what influence 

have been led to accept the invitu- 
ion of your honored President to stand 
efore you to-day, and attempt as it 
/ere, at the guard line of this renown- 
d Camp of Military Instruction, 
brough which you are marching forth 
3 the Conflict of Life, to take upon 
lyself so unaccustomed a role as that 
f making the farwell address and bid- 
ing^ you in behalf of this assembly of 
riends. Godspeed! in the many cam- 
aigns you will have to make, in 
chieving the high ideals of service to 
our States and the Republic, which 
bould strongly and bravely possess 
ach young and manly heart at this 
our. 

It may well be the still irresistible 
ascination of the military atmosphere 
n which you have grown up, which 
ills this place; an atmosphere which I 
nee loved, but to which I have been 
ong a stranger, which, to breathe 
gain, transports me across the vast 
pace separating your young genera- 
ion from the heroic days of the Great 
Jivil War and my young life, and fills 
oy heart with profoundly sad yet en- 
oyable emotions. 

Surely the heart must throb with ex- 
:itement as one summons up memories 
>f all the heroic souls who have here 
"eceived their inspiration, have learn- 
id how to do, and going forth as you 
will to-day, with the same equipment, 
:o great opportunities, have done 
nighty deeds and won honorable fame 
for themselves and their Alma Mater. 

Again it may be, that it is the tragic 
thought of standing here in the 
presence of Youth filled with Ardor 
and Ambition, eagerly grasping what 
is slowly slipping from me, that I. a 
representative of that fast disappear- 
ing remnant of the great armies of the 
Civil War — I, sluwly sinking down 
with it below the western horizon of 
life, beyond which lies the great 



bivouac of our heroic dead, can find a 
melancholy pleasure in lingering for a 
moment as we pass from sight, to cry 
back to you in a new sense: 

''Ave Imperatori! Morituri te sa- 
lutant!" 

**Hail !you young rulers of the future! 
We who are about to die salute thee.'' 

Yes, this it is, the **Morituri" cry 
that comes up from every coramandery 
of the Loyal Legion, and every Post of 
the Grand Army, as in each and every 
hour, day and night, twelve tottering 
Veterans fall out and answer no more 
to their earthly roll call; and as from 
morning until night and all night long 
without break the sad notes of the 
bugle wail through the land the last 
requiem of a veteran. 

**Ave Imperatori!*' Are you not, 
in very truth, in this gigantic and 
wonderful Republic, each and every 
one of you uncrowned kings, with 
royal powers in your hands if you 
choose to exercise them in its govern- 
ment, and royal responsibilities too? 
And are we not, too truly, the "Mo- 
rituri" who, having fought out our 
life's fight, now pass into your hands 
the sacred trusts confided by the Repub- 
lic to us, in our youth and so sacredly 
kept at the cost of so much of our blood 
and treasure? 

Yes, it is this thought that has 
brought me here to-day, to say for my 
generation, for the Old Guard to the 
Young Guard — Hail! be faithful to 
your trust! (Godspeed and farewell! 

It is but little short of half a century 
since I, too, stood, a light-hearted, 
careless, impatienc boy, restless under 
the restraints and discipline of my 
college, yet loving them, wearied of 
my nearly completed four years of hard 
study, yet fascinated with the life, 
longing to burst out, yet shrinking 
back into its pleasant imprisonment 
and looking at the end with eager am- 
bition and expectation to a professional 
career. 

It was not the beautiful world at 
peace such as you are about to enter, 
that we looked out upon, in those won- 
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derful days. Already the red torch of 
war in the hands of madmen had swept 
across the land,carrying death and des- 
truction in its terrible patr> from the 
Potomac to beyond the Mississippi. 

Already the wail of mothers for their 
dead sons, of widows for their dead 
husbands, of hungry children for lost 
fathers, was rising up thronghout our 
fair Green Mountain valleys, distrib- 
uting a peace and security which had 
well nigh promised to their happy inha- 
bitants to be enternal. 

Already the great Republic was cleft 
in two by the swift flash of the slave- 
holders' sword. Already our glorious 
flag torn down and trampled upon, and 
the national property confiscated with- 
in the rebellious States. 

To us young students of 1861 and 
1862, how clear the duty, how vast 
the work, how terrible the means thrust 
into our hands, as we stepped out into 
the world of real life! 

Treason and rebellion to be put down, 
the insult to the national flag avenged, 
and the flag restored over every foot 
of national territorv, the shattered 
Union to be reunited at the cost of in- 
describable suffering and hundreds of 
thousands of lives. 

The world ablazd, the air filled with 
the noise and the shouting of armies 
in conflict.quivering with the rattle of 
musketry, the booming of great guns, 
the clangor of bands. Everywhere, 
the fluttering of banners rushing for- 
ward to victory, or down to earth in 
defeat. 

War at once all glorious, at once all 
sorrowful, and dreadful beyond all de- 
scription a civil war, put its bloody 
iron hand upon us boys and swept us 
into the conflict. 

As a Vermont poet has sung so truly 
and beautifully : 

"We left the students' cloistered halls 
In the old. grey, college walls; 
Left young love-dreams, dear and 

sweet. 
War's stern front, unblanched, to 

meet! 

Oh ! the strange and sad amaze 
Of those unforgotten days, 
When the boys whom we had guided, 
Nursed and loved, caressed and chided. 



Suddenly, as in a night, 

Sprang to manhood's proudest height; 

And with calmly smiling lips 

As who life's rarest goblet sips. 

Dauntless, with unhurried breath. 

Marched to danger and to death." 

But how different our preparation 
from yours ! With us not a study, not 
an exercise, inconsistent with the idea 
of universal, unending peace. 

With you, how well rounded oat and 
complete ! How fortunate to step out 
armed and equipped for every contin- 
gency of your future, so doubly armed. 

Be it peace ! How thoroughly and 
completely trained for achieving suc- 
cess in the arts of peace. 

Be it war! How disciplined and 
well grounded in the duties of a soldier. 
How made to the order of the Govern- 
ment in a great crisis such as met us. 

You are ready to answer to its wide- 
ly diversified needs, the ideal citizen 
soldier of a republic. 

This ideal, good in any age, will be 
particularly so in this wonderful 20th 
century of which you are to be the 
active influences, and in which you 
have to make your place. It has been 
created within these halls in a marked 
degree, by reason of the far-seeing 
sagcity of their great founder. Captain 
Partridge. 

Your brilliant honor roll, of which 
you have reason to be so justly proud, 
shows how true were his conceptions 
of the proper admixture of military 
discipline and scholastic work, to turn 
out the man best fitted to command 
men in times of trouble, or carry on 
great enterprises in times of peace. 

How could it be better exemplified 
than in the personal character and the 
achievements botb in war and in peace 
of the distinguished soldier, engineer 
and explorer, who wrote his name high 
in the annals of the Civil War as the 
brilliant major general commanding 
the 16th army corps of the Army of 
the Tennessee, who later, laying aside 
his sword, its work well done, with 
great daring, forced his way through 
hostile Indian tribes, until he found a 
path by which he could conquer the 
incredible antagonisms of Mature to a 
trans-continental railway across the 
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rugged backbone of the continent, and 
bind with unbreakable bonds of steel 
the remotest ends of the nation. 

This proud record leaves nothing 
more to be said in commendation of bis 
theory as to what constitutes the true 
mission of any university and particu- 
larly of this. 

In the career of such a graduate you 
are fortunate to have always before 
you a grand example and inspiration. 

In war, how beyond all valuation his 
well trained genius for commanding 
and leading men. In peace, how im- 
portant to his country his well trained 
constructive genius. In both peace 
and war upon what integrity and sim- 
plicity his character is based. 

We classical students, however who 
knew war only from Caesar, Tacitus 
and Xenephon, were distinctly not 
made to order for the government, 
which, when it got us, found that we 
had to be made over under fire and in 
the fire at a teriible cost of precious 
time and lives. 

There may be no more engineering and 
constructing deeds of continental mag- 
nitude to which you may hope to aspire 
in your day. There may be no more 
great battle fields on which tu win 
military renown and emulate these 
great war heroes among your graduates 
— we must hope there will be none — 
but to the places of honor and grati- 
tude which they hold in the hearts of 
their admiring countrymen, as great 
citizens of the Republic, you have the 
right, and it is your duty aa fellow 
alumni of their University to aspire. 

A late Oxford writer, in an essay 
on the relation of that university to 
the study of war, has voiced so ac- 
curately what must have been the 
conception of Captain Part*'idge, of the 
University which he left West Point 
to found, and he described so accurate- 
ly the objective of your work here, sir, 
as I understand it. that I can do no 
better than quote it. 

"One of oar main occupations here 
in the University (Oxford) is with the 
life of mankind, which is only realized 
in political communities or Statps. 
In our school of Literae Humaniores 
we study the idea of the State; in our 



schools of History the life and growth 
of States. It is to this part of our work 
that the study of war belongs. For 
war is one of the modes of human in- 
tercourse. A study of states that 
should omit to stndy and examine war 
must needs be crippled and defective. 
It would be like a study of a ship 
which could take no account of the 
sea. An ethics or a politics which 
failed to analyze the nature and mean- 
ing of the conflicts of wills, and of 
collisions between States would be an 
ethics and a politics out of touch with 
the world in which we live. 
''We are bound to study war it we are 
to cultivate true ideas of our relations 
to mankind. And, if we are to turn 
out citizens or statesmen equipped for 
their functions in the actual State, we 
are bound to teach the nature of war, 
and, necessarily following, the ''Art of 
War*', etc. 

The far-seeing vision of Captain 
Partridge in founding this Institution 
on the lines it has so successfully pur- 
sued for nearly a century, could have 
no finer recognition than this argument 
for the increased interest in the study 
of military affairs and the Art of War 
in the English universities. 

Its abundant fruit in the extraordin- 
ary list of both statesman, soldier and 
sailor graduates fully testifies to the 
success of his system of preparation for 
either war or peace. 

I do not think I am extravagant in 
saying, that my three years' experience 
in the Civil War forces upon me the 
conviction, that if every college and 
university in the Northern States had 
been under his control, or had adopted 
his ideas and system from 1850 to 1860, 
the North would have had a large body 
of well equipped young officers to take 
out its regiments, and our armies would 
have largely escaped that long, pain. 
ful, and destructive breaking-in pro- 
cess, which, in the hands of utterly 
inexperienced officers, so terribly re- 
duced their effective value, by the time 
they got face to face with the enemy. 

Untrained, inexperienced officers in 
charge of raw troops are mere danger- 
ous and destructive than the enemy, 
and yet it is to them that this reckless. 
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penny-wise and pound-foolisb Republic, 
untaught by tbe horrible memories of 
the unnecessary sufferings and death in 
the past, indeed apparently indifferent 
to it, continues senselessly to confide 
the guarding of its honor, and the 
safety of its sons, contenting itself 
with tbe illusion, that because it has 
managed to win its objective with such 
crude means, it always will, and as to 
the cost it is of no consequence to a 
nation so rich in men and money. 

I hope in your future share in the 
work of carrying on the affairs of the 
nation, you will actively and success- 
fully push on the important movement 
now getting under way to organize and 
maintain an army and develop our 
military power on more extensive, 
modern, and scientific principles, than 
it lias ever been in the past in time of 
peace, and lead the people to give it 
more importance than they are dispos- 
ed to in their delusive hope that our 
peace will never again be broken, a 
delusion that no memory of our blund- 
ers, or our appalling unnecessary 
losses in the past, can awaken us from. 

Our want of any intelligent and 
effective system of keeping our inert 
military power in a state of prepared- 
ness for prompt use when needed, has 
been costly and wasteful beyond all 
calculation, and hitherto successful 
only by reason of our isolation on this 
continent and the difficulty to an enemy 
of reaching us across the seas with 
feeble means of transportation. 

Now, there is no satety in isoUtion, 
there is in fact no isolation ; all lands 
are brought together by modern means 
of communication, and vast fleets of 
war ships make all shores contiguous. 
This truth has happily been forced up- 
on the perception of the people,enabling 
us to maintain a fairly adequate navy, 
but an adequate military establishment 
it is for you to zealously work to obtain, 
for you should know its value to the 
nation. 

The popular idea of an armv is a 
certain but not a very large number of 
restless citizens desirinir excitement, 
temporarily disguised in fancy uni- 
forms, carrying rifles, they know but 
little bow to use, and following a band. 



With these we are accastomed to claim, 
we can whip all creation, because tbe 
American is a natural born soldier 
and knows all about war from birth. 

While we staid peacefully and 
modestly at home within our natural 
boundaries, and diligently applied our- 
8elv(>s, each man to securing bis share 
of our natural resources, and faithfully 
following the wise counsels of Wash- 
ington to avoid all foreign complica- 
tions, this conception of an emergency 
army, crude and ignorant as it is, man- 
aged to carry us through our troubles 
with a measure of success, though with 
a frightful and unnecessary waste. 

Now that we have gone outside our 
natural bounaaries and undertaken the 
unwise and dangerous responsibility of 
governing distant Oriental races, and 
protecting Oriental possessions on the 
other side of the globe, across vast 
seas and in close neighborhood with an 
ambitious and rapidly expanding Or- 
inental power ; have expanded our man- 
ufacturing capacity far beyond our 
home market needs and been obliged 
to thrust ourselves by force into the 
struggle for possession of the markets 
of the world in fierce competition with 
great commercial nations maintain- 
ing vast armies and navies devel- 
oped to the last degree of military effi- 
ciency for instantaneous action, our 
fatuous policy of getting into trouble 
first, and raising an army afterward 
to be drilled, perfected and made 
ready to fight, in the face of, and 
with the polite and amiable consent of 
the enemy, can only lead in the future 
to prompt destruction. 

In the Civil War we were saved by 
the equal unpreparedness of the South, 
although they had sedulously fostered 
a military spirit by their more active 
and extensive militia organizattoos and 
by reason of a much larger class of idle 
rich young men of leisure to whom their 
militia service afforded a means of re. 
creation. 

In the Spanish-Cuban war, we were 
fortunate in having an enemy with 
neither power nor initiative to take tbe 
offensive, while we were with such long 
deliberation getting ready to fight 
Even at its brilliant conclasion by tbe 
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^ne campaign of the little body of reg- 
ular troops in Cuba, to which too much 
bonorj cannot be given, the Army of 
Volunteers, vet unbeasoned.and broken 
down by disease, was utterly unfit to 
take the field effectively. 

Few of the later generation realize 
how badly we were handicapped after 
the middle of the Civil War by the un- 
fortunate system forced upon the War 
Department by the States of supplying 
their quotas of new troops under the 
various calls with newly organized raw 
regiments, raw in most cases from the 
colonels down to the lieutenants, in- 
stead of sending their quotas down to 
be distributed among regiments already 
veteran, as the wiser Confederates did. 

The old regiments, reduced by battle 
and disease, became skeletons and re- 
mained so, while the raw regiments 
pouring down kept the Army in 1863 
and 1864 set back almost to its measure 
of efficiency at the first Bull Uun. 

Vermont wisely changed this in the 
call of the autumn of 1864. 

A raw recruit between two veterans 
with a veteran officer is a reinforce- 
ment, but a thousand raw men with 
raw officers are of very unct rtain value. 

As late as October, 1864, the State 
of Pennsylvania was sending down in 
the Army of the James in front nf 
Petersburgh, regiments numb^Ting 
above the 200th, with which to em- 
barrass Meade in his death grapple 
with Lee's veterans hanging on to its 
defense with such dc?|)eratien. 

Three of these regiments were added 
to my brigade, with which lu siippurt 
the attempt of our cavalry to rei.a|,tiire 
the beef cattle of the Army of the Po- 
tomac swept off by Wade Hamj)ton's 
cavalry division from the rear of the 
array near City Point, and they were 
yet crying out to an ungrateful govern- 
ment for butter and soft bread. 

Nearly the last court martial duty 
I was called upon to })erform during 
that last dreary winter in front of 
Richmond not four months before the 
close of the War, was to try, among 
other cases, a very painful one of a 
young, heedless, irresponsible, but fine 
boy of not over 18 years of age, a 
lieutenant in one of these regiments, 



for manslaughter. He had so little 
knowledge of his duty and dignity as a 
commissioned officer, as to employ his 
time scuffiing with his men while in 
command of the reserve of a grand 
guard jammed up in the very teeth of 
the enemy. 

He seized a musket from the stack 
and in play threatened a man; in an 
unaccountable manner it exploded and 
killed him. This would seem an in- 
credible story of a war then nearly four 
years old did not the memory of this 
unfortunate boy haunt me to this day. 
It was a crime against the veteran 
army, a crime against the private 
soldier, and a wrong to an almost ex- 
hausted cause, for a Governor to send 
immature, light-minded boys down to 
cope with Lee's veteran officers, much 
more to stnd whole regiments of them, 

Tlie American people are hopelessly 
opposed to a ruiiscri|)t system, and 
arguments lor it are a waste of time, 
but to one who has seen war un- 
der the volunteer system, and seen the 
bold, the brave, the unselfish and 
patriotic VDUth of the land rush to the 
front to b( ar the storm of battle, the 
wasting of camp disease, and death, 
for the safety of the Republic, for the 
cause of humanity, cr for the honor of 
the Hag, while the cowardly, the 
snrdi'l, the indolent, the selfish and 
uri{ atri(itic cling to their homes in 
s''tituss and luxtiry, and heap up their 
gold thru gh the chances which a staie 
ol war gives tu iirjholy speculation; has 
sj ( n tile surviv(jrs rLturn to their 
h(>nies alter long absence, broken down 
by expi suri'. to lind themselves left 
behind in the race of life, forced to 
ht^gin it anivv with their places snugly 
filled, and the (Opportunities all in the 
hands of those who staid at home; to 
one who has lived to see the children 
of the men of Gettysburgh, Chicamauga 
and the thousand blood-reddened fields 
of the Civil War, servants to the child- 
ren of the Home Guard, the volunteer 
system seems only an extravagant way 
of paying for war with its gold and re- 
taining its copper coin. 

Under an ideal and true republic, in 
which every one is to be free and equal, 
that equality should be carefully pre- 



served, and with the opportunities 
which it extends to each of its citizens, 
should go inexorably, equality of duty, 
equality of service and equality of 
sacrifice. Under the volunteer system 
no nation ever closed a great war in- 
volving heavy losses of life without 
suffering a national deterioration in 
both virtue and virility. It is a system 
that kills off its bravest, its most high 
spirited and patriotic, and saves in the 
rear the cowardly, the lazy, the sordid, 
to breed a new generation one step 
lower toward national deterioration and 
moral decadence. Under similar con- 
ditions a system by lot would sustain 
an average loss and maintain at home 
the average standard from which to 
breed the coming generations. 

No man whose memory goes back to 
the Civil War and knew the heroic men 
who made the bloody fields of Antietam, 
Fredericksburgh, (iettysburg. Shiloh, 
Chicamaugua, Chanellorsvilln, The 
Wilderness, ^^pottsylvania and Atlanta, 
by their glorious deeds and deaths, 
famous in the military annals of the 
world, can deny tliat the country suffer- 
ed in their destruction a loss in rjuality 
of men which could not be made good 
from the ranks of those who shrank 
from the contest and cowered by their 
firesides. 

Our Republic should never let a man 
who is a citizen escape his share of 
duty to it when the day of its trouble 
comes and it must have men. Tlieii:? 
can be no man under the Ilai; vvl:o dofs 
not owe to it his duty, his strength, 
his fortune, liis life if need he, and 
there should be no way for nis escape, 
no shirking it by buying himself ufT 
with base commutation munry. no hir- 
ing of another a mencnary to |)er- 
form his duty for him; the inexijrabie 
lot should take h'nv, and it' he is a man 
worthy of citizenship in our Republic, 
he should go rcinicing that ik^ at last 
has bt-en gi\en bv Fortune this happy 
chance to pay back to Ills country a 
little of ail he owes it. 

But, let us leave the past with its 
costly blunders, referred to only to 
illustrate what we sutYered from a 
want of the kind of an education you 
receive here; and let us take up the 



Present with which we are so agreeabl; 
concerned to-day. 

I have said, it was not the beautifu 
world at peace such as you look out 
over this June morning, out Upon whici 
we were so violently thrust in 1861 am 
1862. 

Am I right? Is it true? Is this 
your world of 1910, a world of peac 
to-day? I think not. Has there eve 
been a world of peace? I know ther 
has not, and never will De so Jong a 
the powers ot evil wage war agains 
the powers of good, of wrong agains 
rierht, for the possession of human so 
ciety, and the final and sure triumph o 
right over wrong and good over evil re 
mains unachieved. 

It is a long and eventful road I hav< 
traveled since in a little red school 
house of delightful memory, I clam 
bered upon the platform and in quaver 
ing, childish treble, cried out, **lt ii 
vain, sir, to extenuate the matter 
Gentlemen may cry Peace! Peace 
Peace I but there is no peace! The wai 
has actually begun! Our brethren ar« 
already in the field! Why stand w« 
here idle? What is it that gentlemen 
wish? W^hat is it they would have' 
Is life so dear or peace so sweet as U 
bp |)urchased at the price of chains 
and slavery? Forbid it "Almighty 
God!" 

It Mas been a long road, and yet hen 
I am to-day, again upon the platform 
crying out to you young men to mak< 
the wonderful words of that famous 
old man still true. Peace! Peace 
There should be no peace for you s( 
long as there remains an exterioi 
enemy, or an interior foe to gooc 
government, for you to attack. 

This war has raged down through al 
the ages. It has enlisted all men. Yes 
and women too, for in this war women'i 
rights have never been denied thenn 
and their fighting qualities never beei 
(|uesiionerJ. 

Kvery human being has been a sol 
dier on one side or the other of the 
strife, eonsciously cr unconsciously. 

The war is raging on all sides of yoi 
to-day, in boodling lep^islatures, ir 
Doodling public enterprises and in 8 
thousand other fields, and whether yoi

ill or not, when you sling on your 
lapsacks, shoulder your rifles and 
arch out from here to-day, you have 
it to take sides; To remain neutral 
akes you an ally of the wrong, 
oasculates you of your manhood, and 
rongs yourself and your country. 
We had our Civil War; and yours is 
so a Civil War, greater, as it will 
! longer, more wearisome and less 
mantic, stripped of the pomp and 
iDoply of ours. 

It is a war of Civic Virtue against 
vie Vice, it is a Civil War in which 
cious theories of the proper organiza- 
3n of society and of the sane and 
und administrating of the govern- 
ent, are attacking and undermining 
e principles established by our 
thers. 

Principles which so far have been 
aintained only by sturdy fighting and 
cessant vigilance, and the fighting is 
iw falling into your hands, as you 
me up to relieve our shattered ranks, 
line before you, and press on to new 
ctories. We are going to turn over 
you a mighty Republic, the greatest, 
e most beneficent which human in- 
ligence and human virtue has ever 
eated; whether it goes on ever up- 
ard, and stronger entrenched in the 
jarts of its happy citizens, remains 
le terrible responsibility we lay upon 
)ur shoulders, to again in the years 
> come, in your turn, transmit to the 
ire of your children, who I hope will 
3 as the sands of the sea and by you 
ained from childhood to this great 
ork. 

Again, it is a Civil War, in which 
5U young soldiers can be no three 
onths, nine months, two years or 
iree years men, as we were, with the 
3wer to resign and go to the rear if 
ir hearts or our health failed us. 

It is a very serious enlistment. It is 
)r life unless sooner discharged by the 
rrival of the millenium. Our war was 
actional, yours is worse, it may be 
omestic, it will surely be neighbor- 
ood. It will not be a far-away im- 
ersonal Southerner at whom you will 
n your guns. It will be your neigh- 
or, sadly enough perhaps your broth- 
r, or your friend, and when women 



get to voting, sadder yet, it may be 
your wife, but fight them and her yoa 
must.when there comes the conflict with 
principles you are sure threaten the in- 
tegrity of our institutions, or their 
acts wrong it. 

All the history ever written, all the 
poetry ever sung, all the plays ever 
enacted upon the stage from tde dawn 
of letters to this day of your muster 
in, have been, directly or indirectly, 
the story of this Civil War. and it is 
from your success or failure in it that 
your record will be made and your rank 
given you. And you must remember, 
**This the true sign of ruin to a race. 
It undertakes no march and day by day 
Drowses in camp, or with the laggard's 

place 
Walks sentry o'er possessions that de- 
cay 
Destined with senseless waste to fleet 

away. 
For the secret of continued power 
Is the continued conquest: All our 

sway 
Hath surety in the uses of the hour. 
If that we waste, in vain walled town 

and lofty tower." 

And now what are the e''\\s against 
which you are to fight? What is the 
good which you are to struggle to make 
supreme in this beautiful free country, 
into whose inheritance you young heirs 
are entering to-day? 

They seem innumerable, and far be- 
yond the limit of our time here to dwell 
upon. It is hard to name them in 
their order of importance, one will say 
one thing and another, another thing, 
but to me, I should say that the most 
hateful and most dangerous is our old 
enemy under its new name of "Graft," 
to which the luxury and extravagance 
of the times leads our ]jublic servants 
too easily to fall into temptation. 

The increasing blunting of the moral 
sense of the public, which so often 
makes public service but a private 
opportunity for public plunder, *'public 
office the private snap,'' which makes 
legislatures but market places, alder- 
manic chambers, exchanges, where 
men and measures are bought and sold, 
and every public enterprise, or private 
undertaking under public control, sur- 
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rounded with itching, foul and open 
palnas to be conciliated and filled. 

Show it no quarter whereever you 
meet it! 

Again the steadily increasing under- 
valuation of the right to vote, to have 
a voice in public affairs, and apathy in 
exercising it, regarding it in too many 
sections of the country as a saleable 
asset of the freeman to the highest 
bidder, or only producible at the polls, 
in the automobile of the candidate. 

Fight to restore it to the inestimable 
value and to the sanctity with which 
our forefathers treasured it and suffer- 
ed so much in obtaining. It was hardi- 
ly won. Never Itt it lightly go! 

Npxt, the socialistic and anarchistic 
propaganda, so actively pushed by the 
hordes of lawless, revolutionary and 
criminal foreigners who are invading 
our fair land, less to obtain liberty, 
and a chance to live by honest labor 
better compensated, than to enjoy wild 
license to attack the property rights 
we have secured to us under our Cons- 
titution, and to thrive by a reigii of 
terrorism. 

It has assassinated our Presidents 
and made the bomb the dreadful arbiter 
of private (juarrels. A merciless depor- 
tation and an impassible barrier at the 
frontier are your only safeguard against 
them. 

Next, the incipient socialism calU^l 
governmental control of private enter- 
prises. Never let it drift into jjublic 
ownership. .\'o one who has ever 
travelled in couiitrii s where it has been 
adopted, has fduiul anything but iii- 
eftieinncy in niana}2:em«'nt, debasement 
of politics and deslrnction of values. 
The step from control to confiscation 
is not a long one. 

Again, it is said, and with much 
appearance of truth, that the days of 
sturdy simplicity of the Republic have 
passed away, and that the higher 
honors of public office are no longer so 
much the i'vvo gift of an admiring and 
appreciative peojile, and within the 
reach of every (lualified aspirant, no 
matter how small hia income, as a prize 
so expensive to obtain as to bar only 
the rich. See to it that this is not and 
can never be true in the State of Chit- 



tenden.of Collamore, of Morrill, of Ed- 
munds, of Foote, and the long array of 
statesmen whose elevated characters 
moulded by high thinking and plain 
living have given our beloved Green 
Mountain State her splendid prestige. 

And now, on the other hand, what is 
the great public good you should 
struggle to make supreme in our 
country and the world at large. 

First, beyond all other things, to re- 
alize that beautiful, that not impossible 
dream of a world-wide enternal, inter- 
national peace, that will substitute the 
settling of international quarrels, or- 
differences, by arbitration in an in- 
ternational court, backed up and en- 
forced by an adequate international 
police force, rather than by the oid- 
fashioned way with blood and iron. 

It is our destiny to lead in this move- 
ment and your generation should carry^ 
it far toward consummation. Our his- 
tory has been one consistent record of 
unselfish devotion to the cause or 
humanity. We are free from suspicion 
of ambition for more territory, and 
are the only country in the world thus 
free. We are trusted in our open- 
minded and frank diplomacy. Our 
national power is feared, our moral 
power is already yielded to. Already 
we have blazed the way, and a part of 
the machinery is set up and at work at 
the Hague. 

But, while it may be our glorious 
privilege to lead the way, and be be- 
fore all others in bringing this old war- 
burdened, war-wearied world out into 
the pleasant paths of peace, it must 
not be by throwing away too confiding- 
ly our power to dictate peace by force 
in the last resort. Disarmament must 
come, the military nations are rushing 
with headlong, frightful speed toward 
national bankruptcy, but it will come 
slowly and with great difficulty. 

We cannot in unwise and too gener- 
ous confidence throw down our arms, 
first, the move must be general and 
simultaneous; we must build Dread- 
naught for Dreadnaught or scrap 
Dreadnaughts for Dreadnaught as we 
may persuade the military nations. 

Disbandment of the great armies of 
the world with their return to the ranlcs 
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of labor to earn their living in an al- 
ready overcrowded market will mean 
an economic rearrangement of society 
full of gravest perils. 

Again, you have an enormous and a 
hurried task of getting hold in its 
plastic state and moulding into intelli- 
gent citizenship with American, that 
is to say Anglo-Saxon, conceptions of 
law and order, of freedom as opposed 
to license, the vast masses of Eastern 
European children with fiery revolu- 
tionary blood in their veins, who are 
increasing so much faster than the 
children of the original races, that 
they are seriously threatening to crowd 
them out of their inheritance and per- 
vert our institutions. 

The statistics of this 20th century 
westward migration of these semi-Or- 
iental, semi-barbaric hordes from the 
substratum of Eastern European civili- 
zation to our fair land of promise is 
not equalled by any barbaric invasion 
of Western Europe in the Middle Ages, 
nor less threatening. 

We of the blood of the Pilgrim 
Fathers of the Puritans ot Boston Bay 
of the Huguenots of New York, the 
Dutch of the New Netherlands, the 
Swedes of Deleware, the Scotch-Irish 
of North and South Carolina with our 
two and three centuries of toil and 
danger in creating it, have no rights 
of priority that they may not acquire 
over iiicrht at the hands of a Tammany 
judge, no power, no influence greater 
than theirs, except it is the power and 
weight of such high character as you 
strive to maintain in nomination. 

The minor foes to fight, the good 
causes to up lift are many and various. 

There is the beauty and purity of 
our fine old English language to pre- 
serve against the ever inrreasing 
torrents of slang which muddy and de- 
form it. The use of slang is a sure 
sign of intellectual and educational 
decadence; it robs literature of its 
beauty and grace and the person who 
uses it, ^of his dignity and character. 

There is the scenic beauty of our 
Green Mountains to preserve from the 
hands of the destroyer, whose name is 
Legion. He is the advertising vandal 
who, in defiance of the law, uses the 



private property of his neighbor to ad- 
vertise and sell his wares, and paints 
his blotches upon every view. 

He is the town ofificial who obeys the 
law in slashing all the fresh green 
hedges along the roadside, and disobeys 
the law by not removing the debris, 
forcing one to drive through a scarred 
desolation of dead brush. 

There is the unscientific and waste- 
ful destruction of our forests to com- 
bat, our beautiful crystal trout streams 
to save from drying up. Scientific and 
economic cutting with reforesting 
alone can save them. Give our forestry 
and conservation work your heartiest 
co-operation. 

There are upland pastures around 
Rutland, in which, when I was a boy, 
were trout brooks no summer droughts 
affected and in which were deep. 
beautiful trout holes where we used to 
go in swimming. To-day you cannot 
trace their channt^ls through the deso- 
lation of brakes and briers, nor even 
find the rocks from under which with 
boyish glee and tamarack pole we jerk- 
ed the speckled trout. 

If this can occur in sixty years of 
my experience, what will the next 
sixty years bring to your forests and 
streams? 

Tennyson knew little of the spoliat- 
ing hand of the American farmer and 
the lumberman when ho sang: 
I wind about and in and out. 

With here a blossom sailing, 
And here and there a lusty trout 

And here and there a grayling. 
And draw them all aloijg and How 

To join the brimmingt*iver ; 
For men may come and men may go, 

But 1 go on forever. 

Will they go on forever? 

Alas I already in Vermont they do 
not, and yet we are but little 
more than a century in occupation. 

There is the good old New England 
Sabbath, with its beautiful dignity and 
r^'posc.its atmosphere of reverence, its 
consciuusness and enjoyment of that 
higher and spiritual life which has 
made the New England character for- 
merly so dominant in our national de- 
V lopment. Guard it sacredly and 
frown down the tendency to make it a 
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day of Coney Island riot and confusion; 
a day in which its once solemn and 
delightful hush — the world in a dig- 
nified repose with the heavens nearer 
earth — is broken by the noise of guns 
in your woods,extorminatingy our part- 
ridges and squirrels, by the crowds of 
lawless poachers in your brooks, hunt- 
ing out wicb merciless maw your last 
trout, and the revelling of noisy people 
in insolently tooting automobiles. 

It will be a sad day for Vermont 
when the Sabbath of our pious minded, 
God fearing fathers and mothers, is 
abandoned and our Churches are no 
longer filled with a reverent, thought- 
ful and serious minded people. 

There is the official who semi-annual- 
ly scrapes the same old sand, back up 
the hill of the road bed, to go down 
again with the first heavy shower, the 
Sisyphus of every highway district. 
Twentieth Century progress should rel- 
egate him again to the realm of class- 
ical myth. Good, permanent roa^s, 
under an engineer, by generous State 
aid tu the impoverished mountain 
towns, should be your watchword. 

And now lastly, far and away beyond 
everything to which I have tried to 
inspire you, the most interesting fight, 
the one that brings the greatest joy in 
the fighting, the greatest prize in the 
winning, is the fighting tor and the 
winning of the home. The Anglo-Sax- 
on, the New England, old fashioned, 
''Sweet, Sweet Home'' of the familiar 
song. 

All the other fighting which you do, 
all the successes which you win, all the 
civic reforms you aid in carrying out 
are but contributory to the values of 
the Home, which from this moment 
should be your dream to create. 

For the State is but one home added 
to many other homes, and as yours are 
radiating centers of a beautiful, 
elevating domestic lite the State will 
be the national reflection of it. 

How different our March out in 
1861 and 1862 from yours today. Then 
we went sorrowfully and in despair, 
every regiment of us, to the unfeeling 
tune of ''The Girl I Left Behind Me. * 
It sounded gaily as the glittering and 
unsympathetic band blared it forth but 



though our feet felt its inspiration in 
the quickstep of t^e tramp, tramp, 
tramp of the column through the crowd- 
ed streets, it brought a chill to our 
tender and romantic hearts, for we 
knew it was for years we were going, 
and into the valleys deeply shadowed 
with death we were plunging. 

The ffirl we left behind, was likely 
to be left forever. And alas ! to bow 
many did this become true aa the long 
lists of che gallant dead, brought 
broken hearts to Vermont homes. 

But you ! If for the moment, you 
leave a girl behind you, it need cot be 
in despair, but in a glorious hope, so 
that the moment you are reasonably 
able and ready to set up that home, 
you have with great deliberation select- 
ed and won that last, most necessary, 
most delightful and finishing touch to 
it, that which makes its charm, gives 
it its inestimable value to you, and to 
society and makes it the crowning 
achievement of every true man's en- 
deavor, its mistress and its queen, 
"chosen rexerently,discreetly,advised- 
ly, soberly, and in the fear of God," 
and permit me to add without irrever- 
ence a necessary 20th Century admoni- 
tion, and in the fear of the Sheriff and 
the Divorce Court. 

By this 1 mean most seriously, not 
a hasty, indiscreet $2500 per annum 
passionate romance on a $1500 per 
annum income, for that is the familiar 
"failure to support," and is sure des- 
truction to this Home of our dream, 
nor unadvisedly as to certain and com- 
plete compatibility of temperament, 
of tastes, and ideals of life, for the 
want of that, is what leads too often 
to the shame and sorrow of the Divorce 
Court. "Incompatibility of tempera. 
ment" found out only at the end of two 
wrecked lives and the ruin of our home. 

A great poet has given us the won- 
derful, beautiful picture of what should 
come into your lives early on your 
march. Lines which fill every heart 
at every age with a glow. 
"And on her lover's arm she leant. 

And rjunJ her waist she felt it ifold, 
And far across the hills they went, 

In that new world, which is the old, 
Across the hills and far away 
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Beyond their utmost, farthest rim; 
And deep into that dying day, 

That happy Princess went with him. " 

And now to close, I wish to quote 
you a picture of the measure of the 
love you should give your country, in 
addition. It is expressed far more 
eloquently than I could express it. 

It is the picture of a venerable old 
man, a rich and prominent planter in 
Mississippi, a large slaveholder, an old 
soldier who was with General Jackson 
It New Orleans, and strangely enough, 
I comrade of Jefferson Davis under 
Sener&l Taylor in the Mexican War, 
ind in many Indian campaigns, in the 
K)Dqaering and developing of the South- 
west. 

The time is 1860, when the Gulf 
states are being fanned into a flaming 
ire of hatred and passion against the 
^ortb, and against the Union, by the 
naddening oratory of Yancey and 
Toombs and the host of men who with 
levilish eloquence carried the South 
nto that maelstrom of war. 

All the old man's sons and all his 
leighbors' sons have gone mad for the 
lestruction of the Union and for a Con- 
'ederacy founded upon African slavery. 

The old Veteran is broken hearted 
ind his grey head bowed down with 
baroe and sorrow, but his love for his 
tountry and for the flag he had shed 
lis blood in following, is unquenchable. 

A troop of little grandchildren used 
x> help his tottering steps out to his 
leat under the jasmines and the orange 
:ree8. 

in the soft Southern mornings and 
isten to his stories of bis life of ser- 
vice to his country. 

"Sometime after long dwelling upon 
these things, the deeps of the old man's 
ioal would break open, and the child- 
ren would sit trembling. For his 
journey was almost done; he gazed in. 
to the face of Death and about him 
there hung a touch of awe. 

When he told of those heroes that he 
had known, he would say— Some of 
them troJ this very spot and laughed 
and sang here in their pride. And their 
lives were precious to them, they loved 
the world; they had wives and children, 
and hopes unuttered. And yet, they 



marched out into battle and died for 
their country to make her and to keep 
her free. 

Sometimes in the night, I seem to 
see them, and to hear their voices cry- 
ing out to me, that it must not all be 
for nothing. 

When 1 am gone, too, the lives that 
they lived, and the dreams that they 
dreamed, will be gone forever. 

And yet it was all for you, that you 
might reap where they had sown, and 
be happy, where they lay dying. So I 
wonder sometimes, if I have told you 
enough if I have done all I can to make 
you love your country, to make you re- 
alize how precious it is. My children! 
you may live ever so nobly, you may 
die ever so bravely, but you will do 
nothing too good for your country. 

All the hope and all the meaning of 
the Ages is in it, and if it fails, there 
will never be any success. Tens upon 
tens of thousands have laid down their 
lives to win freedom; and freedom is 
the first of all things and best. 

And so it is, that you may dream 
your noblest dreams, and hope your 
noblest hope, and your country will be 
greater than that! 

You may dare any peril, you may 
suffer any pain, but you will not do too 
much for your country. There is 
nothing that can ever take the place of 
it; not friendship, not love, nor any- 
thing in life can be so pr<»cious." 

In this, you can hear the voice of the 
Grand Army, tremulous with Age, 
throwing back to you from the brink 
of the grave, a last passionate demand, 
that yuu young men of today guard the 
land free and pure, the land they too 
have fought and died to make free. 

And now, here, we have arrived at 
the guard line where we must part, you 
to the front into action, and I to the 
rear with the Veteran Reserve. Be- 
fore you is your long campaign. I 
have tried to inspire you to make it a 
glorious one. 

From the bottom of my heart, I wish 
I had my lost youth back again and 
could lead you, instead of lingering be- 
hind, with only the power left me to 
cheer you on. 

Alas Ithat it is all I can do, to say once 
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more, "Steady, men! Are yoa ready? WARD! and God and the Right and 
Are yoa all ready? Yes? Then FOR- Victory go with you!"

SHUTTING OUT THE BURLINGTON 
COLLEGE BOYS 17 TO 



In the Game at Intercity Park, Satur- 
day. Splendid Work by the Eleven 
from Norwich University. Large 
Crowd Saw the Exciting Contest. 

Speaking after the manner of the 
great and only. The Coionel. it was a 
**bully old game/' Saturday afternoon 
at Intercity park, Montpelier, when on 
neutral ground the Norwich University 
football team shut out the University 
of Vermont (** Vermont") team of Bur- 
lington. 

The Norwich boys didn't even give 
their old rivals "one for keeps" but 
licked them to a frazzle by a score of 
17 to 0. 

The Norwich University team, ac- 
companied by the whole corps of cadets, 
the cadet brass band, a number of the 
professors, and a large party ofjtowns. 
people left Northfieid on a special train 
at 1 :30 p. m. for the grounds. At the 
Central Vermont station in Montpelier 
the cadets left the train and led by 
the band gave their snake dance up 
State street and down Main street to 
the Wells River depot where they 
again boarded the train and went to 
the park. 

The University of Vermont boys ac- 
companied by their band and friends, 
numbering 200 or more, arrived in 
Montpelier earlier, and went to the 
grounds by trolley cars soon after the 
Norwich boys reached there. 

The crowd was further augmented 
by a good number of Montpelier people 
and members of the legislature, and 
the gathering was honored with the 



presence of Gov. Mead, members of his 
staff and Speaker Howe. The gov- 
ernor was given an ovation upon his 
arrival, the crowd standing in their 
sepcs and cheering him for several 
minutes. 

Both teams came onto the field at 
3:30, each grimly determined to win. 
When the whistle blew, starting the 
gaire, Norwich went in with a snap 
and vim that was overwhelming. 

Before U. V. M. realized what had 
happened Norwich had held for downs, 
and had by a few whirlwind rushes put 
the ball over for the first touchdown. 
Immediately following this show of 
strength. Norwich rushed the ball 
within 30 yards of U. V. M.'s goal 
line but failed in the attempt at a 
place kick. Carpenter grftbbed the 
ball on a blocked ball and went over 
the line for the second touchdown. 
Time interfered with more scoring in 
this period but in the first minute uf 
play in the second quarter Norwich 
again did the trick, making a total of 
17 points. 

Norwich kicked to U. V. M. but the 
latter could make no headway against 
a stonewall defense and lost the ball. 
The Norwich back field tore holes every- 
where in the U. V. M. line, and round- 
ing the end. made large gains on every 
down. Underbill ripped through U. 
V. M.'s line for 10 yards and a touch- 
down. The goal was kicked. Norwich 
then kickd off to U. V. M. who, being 
unable to gain, punted. After an ex- 
change of punts, Norwich got the ball 
and rushed it near enough to the line to 
attempt a field goal. The kick went 
wide and the ball was put into play on 
the 25-yard line. U. V. M. was again 
unable to gain and Pierce dropped 
back for a kick. The kick was blocked 
and when the referee's whistle blew. 
Carpenter was lying on the ball behind 
the goal line. 
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In the second quarter, Norwich kick, 
ed off, intercepted a forward pass, and 
was soon sailing down the field toward 
Vermont's goal. Kelley circled the end 
for a long gain and the third touch- 
down. The goal was kicked, making 
the score 17 to for Norwich. 

The second half opened with U. V. 
M. team taking a brace. Norwich, 
however, was holding her own so that 
it looked as if neither side would score. 
But a sensation came when Daley in- 
tercepted a forward pass and started 
for the goal with an open field ahead. 
Underhiil sprinted and made a splendid 
tackle on the 1 0-yard line. It was a 
brillant play for both teams and easily 
the feature of the game. The U. V. 
M.'s hope of scoring was shattered 
and there was nothing doing in the re- 
mainder of the game although in the 
last quarter Norwich came dangerously 
near scoring again. 

Norwich played the old style of 
game, rarely attempting a forward 
pass, but when it did, it invariably suc- 
ceeded. On the other hand the U. V. 
M. lost almost every time it started a 
forward pass. It was a clean game 
throughout and almost wholly free 
from slugging and only once was a 
penalty inflicted by the referee. 

The Burlington Free Press' report 
well said: "The whole Norwich team 
played fine ball. The ends went down 
the field under punts and downed Ver- 
mont men in tneir tracks; the line was 
always invincible and always made 
large holes in the Vermont line. The 
back field of the Norwich team were 
the particular stars. Kelley, Under- 
hiil and Burwell were all good ground 
gainers and could rip off substantial 
gains at will."

May 19, 1866, he married 
it Bradford, Josephine Emery Aldrich,

He practiced law at Lancaster, N.

He settled in Boston in 1872, and 
since that date has been prominently 
identified with the development of the 
city. Mr. Benton has long been a 
prominent figure at the Suffolk bar, his 
legal learning and ability having 
brought him to the fore front of his 
profession in the early seventies. His 
capabilities, however, have not been 
displayed merely in professional work, 
but have also been shown in historical 
research and in literature. He has 
been long known as a well-equipped 
and resourceful lawyer and his industry 
is untiring. His breadth of view and 
learning have brought him a diversified 
and important practice in the State, 
Federal and United States Supreme 
courts. 

Mr. Benton was general counsel for 
the Old Colony railroad and allied 
companies from 1878 up to the time of 
the lease of those properties to the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad company in 1893 when he be. 
came the Massachusetts counsel for 
that corporation. He has been a 
director of the Northern railroad of 
New Hampshire since 1879. 

Col. Benton lectured upon corpora- 
tions and railroad law at the Boston 
University law school for 20 years. 
In 1894 he was appointed a trustee of 
the public library of the city of Boston 
which position he has since filled being 
now president of the board. He is an

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intense lover of books and has accumu- 
lated a private library, rich in early 
New Enfifland literature. Vermont 
books and imprints and in rare auto- 
graphs and which contains the most ex- 
tensive and valuable collection of pray- 
er books in the United States. He has 
written several books and numerous 
valuable monographs the latter chiefly 
relating to legal, economic and histori- 
cal subjects. 

Col. Benton has been a stalwart Re- 
publican all his life. He has for many 
years been a member of the Bostonian 
society, the New England Historic 
Genealogical society and the Vermont 
Historical society, and is a member of 
the American Historical association and 
of the National Geographic Society. 
He was president of the Vermont asso- 
ciation of Boston in 1903-4. In the 
distinctive club life of Boston he was 
an original member of the Beacon so- 
ciety and the Algonquin club, and he 
was president of the former and is a 
vice-president of the latter. In 19o9 
he was appointed a trustee ot the 
Massachusetts Stsite Library and is now 
trbairman of the board. He is also 
trustee of Boston University. 

When the Civil War broke out he 
enlisted at the age of nineteen as pri- 
vate in Company H, Twelfth Vermont 
Volunteers and saw active service from 
August 15. 1862 to July, 1863. He is a 
member of E. W. Kinsley Post 113, G. 
A. R. of Boston. 

In 1908 Norwich Vniversity, the 
military college of Vermont conferred 
upon Col. Benton the degree of LL.D. 

September 2, 1875, Col. Benton 
married Mary Elizabeth Abbott daugh- 
ter of Charles Dudley and Laurinda 
(Holbrook) Abbott. They have no 
children and reside in Boston and have 
a aammer home in Hingham. Col. 
Benton has travelled extensively, both 
in this country and abroad, is an ob- 
serving student of contemporary his- 
tory and 18 always earnest and active 
in basiness and public affairs.

Football Team to a Score of 29 to 5 on 
Latter's Grounds Saturday. 

The Norwich football squad journey- 
ed to Middlehury, Saturday, where the 
last game of. a successful season was 
played and won against Middlebury 
college by a score of 29 to 5. 

The contest was fought on a very 
muddy gridiron, making fast running 
and repeated scoring ver\' near impos- 
sible. A heavy snowstorm also raged 
throughout most of the game. Middle- 
bury started with a rush, making their 
only score in five minutes of play, but 
during the rest of the game Norwich 
showed her superior coaching in the 
manner in which she executed play 
after play with success and precision. 

One of the disagreeable features of 
the game was caused by Keferee 
Bundy's decided lack of knowledge of 
the new rules and his failure to realize 
a releree's duty of impartiality. The 
Middlebury supporters on the side 
lines, in their excitement, forgot that 
courtesy in college sports, although not 
complusory, is generally shown to the 
visiting team. This game proved to 
be the onlv one of the season that the 
treatment given by both the home and 
visiting players has not been entirely 
satisfactory. 

Seen from the Side Lines. 

At the start Colburn kicked off to 
Leonard, who gave the ball to Barnes 
on a criss-cross run; a gain of 25-yards 
resulted. Two plunges and a forward 
pass brought the ball to the Norwich 
20 yard line. Here the cadets gained 
the ball by holding for three downs, 
but Kelley fumbled and Middlebury re- 
gained possession of the ball. Four 
plunges brought the ball to the 4 yard 
line and Edis then scored Middle- 
bury's first and only touchdown. 
Leonard failed to kick the goal. M. S, 
N. 0. 

Leonard kicked to Burwell who 
gained 20 yards; Kelley took it for 
eight more; Burwell circled the end fer 
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25 yards, Cassidy making the tackle. 
Underbill plunged for 3 yards, but Nor- 
wicb was penalized for bolding. Col- 
burn punted to Cassidy, who after two 
tries bad to return tbe kick. Burwell 
received it and worked bis way back 
15 yards, and again for seven more. 
Underbill made first down. Norwicb 
was penalized twice but several bard 
plunges brougbt the ball back again to 
tbe six yard line andUnderbill carried it 
over {or a toucbdown. Burwell kicked 
tbe goal. N. 6, M. 5. 

On tbe first play of tbe second 
quarter, Kelly dashed around left end 
for 25 yards. Norwicb was penalized 
15 yards again. Burwell made 15 yards 
on a wide end run and Underbill plung- 
ed into the line for first down. Bur- 
well followed splendid interference for 
10 yards, but Norwicb was penalized 
for rough play. On the next two plays 
Burwell made 35 and 15 yards but Gapt. 
Smith was penalized both times. Bur- 
well made 20 yds. on next try. Underbill 
failed for goal from field, Middlebury 
recovering tbe ball and then punted to 
Burwell who ran the ball back on tbe 
next play to tbe 20 yard line. Middle- 
bury punted and Lee recovered the ball 
on a long dive after it in the mud. 
Burwell made 35 yards around end; 
then 10 more through tbe line on a 
fake cross buck, for a toucbdown and 
kicked tbe goal. N. 12, M. 5. 

Tne half ended with Norwicb in 
possession of tbe ball. During tbe half, 
Underbill was slugged and then sent 
out of tbe tbe game for returning tbe 
compliment Kelley was also kicked 
in tbe side and was retired later by 
Coach Potter for fear he would return 
evil for evil with interest. Weed, who 
during the season has always played a 
clean bard game was threatening to be 
withdrawn for rough play. Captain 
Smith and Carpenter were also warned 
repeatedly by Referee Bundy. Burwell 
received bis share of slugging but Mid- 
debury lacked the punch which kept 
''Jeff" from coming back. Joe Lee 
took bis punishment and meantime ex- 
celled during tbe game by following 
tbe ball at critical times.

Middlebury gained 15 yards 
on a forward pass and then punted. 
Burwell fell on the oval. Colbum 
carried tbe ball over a muddy part of 
the field for 5 yards and then again 
for eight more. Burwell gained three 
yards, through tackle, and Colbum 
went 8 yards more for first down.

well took the ball on tbe next play, 
sidestepped several men, went 15 yards 
for another toucbdown, and kicked the 
goal.

In the next period N. U.'s score was 
pushed up to 24. Tbe half ended with 
the ball in .Middlebury 's territory. 
Middlebury kicked to Collins who gain- 
ed 10 yards and was then replaced by 
Kelley. VerWiebe gained three yards 
and Burwpll cut around right for 10 
more. Norwicb was penalized again. 
Kelley plunged through tackle for three 
yards, VerWiebe gained 5 yards more 
and Burwell made first down on a fake 
cross buck. 

On the next play Kelley cut around 
lefttackle for the last toucbdown of the 
game, Colburn failed on tbe kick-out, 
the ball being very heavy and covered 
with mud. Five minutea later, tbe 
game was called on account of dark- 
ness.

Attention is called to a recent valued 
gift displayed un the reference shelves 
in the reading room, a set of 16 vol- 
umes, "Narrative and Critical History 
of America,'' given by Mrs. J. Edward 
Aiosworth (Capt J. E. Ainsworth of 
the class of 1863). These volumes, 
edited by Justin Winsor, contain an 
exhaustive treatment of American his- 
tory from the earliest Pre-Columbian 
voyages down to the middle of the 
19th century, not only of North Amer- 
ica, but also a briefer historical ac- 
count of South America.

Harry G. Moseley died at his home 
in Northfield, Thursday evening at 6 
o'clock. The announcement ot his sud- 
den death came as a great shock to the 
community in which he was born and 
in which the greater part of his life 
had been spent. 

Mr. Moseley underwent a surgical 
operation at his home the previousTues- 
day morning, a leading surgeon being

in charge assisted by local physicians. 
The operation was ptonounced a suc- 
cessful one and apparently the patient 
was rallying satisfactorily until Wed- 
nesday evening, when unfavorable 
symptoms developed from a heart 
weakness that baffled the skill of 



physicians and he peacefully fell into 
that deep sleep from which there is no 
earthly awakening. 

Harry Chester Moseley was born in 
Northfield, October 19, 1873. the second 
son of Capt. John L. and Clara Ann 
Boynton Moseley. He was educated in 
the Northfield public schools and gradu- 
ated from Norwich University in the 
class of '95 as 1st lieutenant. In 
college he was strong mentally and phy- 
sically. He won one of the prizes in the 
Sheldon contest,* was editor-in-chief of 
the first issue of the college annual, the 
War Whoop in '95 and was assistant 
editor of the lieveille. In sports he was 
a leader, being captain of both the 
baseball and football teams. He was a 
member of the Alpha Sigma Pi frater- 
nity. 

After graduating he took up electri- 
cal work and held good positions in 
Boston and other places. Later he re- 
turned to Northfield and for the past 
11 years has been successfully engaged 
in the retail meat and provision busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Moseley took a deep interest in 
military affairs and his training in that 
direction while in Norwich University 
made bis efforts of particular value. 
He enlisted in Company F, V. N. G., 
in March 1902 as 1st lieutenant af)d ad- 
jutant and in 1903 was elected captain, 
a poHition which he later resigned. In 
October 1907, he was again elected 
captain of ("ornpany F, where he per- 
formed valuable work, and resigned 
last year because of ill health. He was 
a member of the Loyal Legion, a mem- 
ber of the local camj) of Modern Wood- 
men and was also an Elk. 

Mr. Moseley was married to Nellie 
C. Judd of Northfield, Julv 25, 1898, 
who survives him together with his 
father, Capt. John L. Moseley, ex-State 
senator, and one brother, John P. 
Moseley of Syracuse, N. Y. To these 
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the community extends its sincere 
sympathy in their great and sudden 
berevement. 

The funeral was held from Mr. 
Moseley'8 late home Sunday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock a large concourse of friends 
being present to pay their last tribute 
of love and esteem. Rev. J. B. Sargent 
pastor of the Congregational church 
officiated. There was a profusion of 
flowers. The bearers were (leorge C. 
Sanborn, Charles A. I'lumJey, Henry 
W. Orser. William A. Shaw, Walter G. 
Huntley and Claude L. Morse. The 
burial was in the Moseley family lot in 
Elmwood cemetery.

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DEATH OF MAJOR ABBOTT. 

Attention is called to the death in 
srtrberdeen, Washington, of Major Le- 
rxiuel A. Abbott of the class of 1864. 
S^ajor Abbott enlisted with Company 
i3 of the 10th Vermont infantry in 
July 1862; was appointed second lieu- 
t:enai)t January 1863 ; captain, Decem- 
ber 19. 1863. During the greater por- 
t:ion of the war he served with the 6th 
corps. He was a participant in the 
l^attles Payne's Farm, Mine Run, Wild- 
erness, Spottsylvania, Siege of Peters- 
burg, Monocacy, Winchester and at 
Appotomox. After the war Captain 
Abbott reentered the army as lieuten- 
ant. He served for a time on the staff 
of Gent ral Sheridan. sc uting in Texas, 
on reconstruction duty; also on the 
staff of lieneral James Oakes as 
c|uartermaster, and on the staffs of 
tipneral Miles and General Bid-lie in 
Several Indian campaigns. He was 
promot'd captain in 188^, and was as- 
sigrned to the 6th U. S. cavalry. He 
Was retired on account of wounds and 
general disability in N'ovember 1883. 
Since his retirement he had been in- 
terested jn certain engineering works 
and has written a gen^'ology and bio- 
graphical work or one branch of the 
Abbott family. He was lireveted for 
bravery in a tight with Indians July 17, 
1S82.

The work of the mount- 
ed orderlies was excellent throughout. 
The orderlies are students of the Nor- 
wich University. The excellence of 
their training enabled the regimental 
commander to keep himself perfectly 
informed as to his opponent's move- 
ments on August 29, while his opponent 
was kept in complete ignorance of the 
whereabouts of Col. Estey's column. 
The close and extended order move- 
ments are sufficiently understood to 
warrant the regiment's maneuvering 
as a part of the next higher unit. It 
can perform satisfactorily duties in 
patroling, advance and rear guard, out- 
posts and combat. 

The material in the regiment is ex- 
cellent. The officers are seriously 
striving to build up a good regiment 
for actual 6eld duty and have the in- 
telligence and character necesFary to 
success.

GENERAL STANNARD REMEMBERED. 

Recently tnere has been hung in 
the chapel three photographs as fol- 
lows: One of General George Jerrison 
Stannard; one of the bronze tablet to 
his memory, placed in the ('apitol at 
Montpelier; and o e of the shields 
naming the battles of the various Ver- 
mont troops. 

Calling attention to these Saturday 
morning, and recounting briefly im- 
portant facts in the life of General 
Stannard, President Spooner said: 

'/You recall that beautiful poem of 
which Lincoln was so fond and its lines : 
'For we are the same our fathers have 
been; 

We see the same sights our fathers 
have seen, — 
We drink the same stream and view 
the same sun 

And run the same course our fathers 



have run.' 

''It is all true; but it is not all of 
the truth. In all that makes for wel- 
fare, for righteousness, they were the 
heirs of all the ages before them. Our 
inheritance is all that was theirs, to 
gether with the increase added by those 
fat^er8. 

"It is all ours if we can possess it. 
but of it all, outside of things physical 
and of opportunity, till we can read our 
title to it^not one tittle can we control. 
Bit by bit it unfolds to the eager mind 
and searching eye. And ever, as com- 
prehension grows, comes hope, faith, 
ability, and desire, that through us a 
new age may bring a larger inheritance 
to all that follow. 

"I surmise that something of this 
sort was in the mind of your friend, 
Coionel Benton, when he asked me to 
secure these photographs and hang 
them here. We may rest assured that it 
was something of the kind. 

"We are not idolizers of our ances- 
tors, nor of heroes; but we may. as we 
turn from these emblems of memory 
and respect, rightly and properly say 
'Here was a man, who, in the hour of 
trial, saw clearly, understood quickly, 
judged wisely, decided promptly, acted 
instantly/ Again and again, time, 
place and nect-ssary act found him in 
absolute readiness. Some^^ow he had 
pos-essed himself of that portion of 
his inheritance, and by possessing, he 
greatly augmented ours. How much of 
this 'an we prepare ourselves to hold 
and use a right?"

The twenty-third bddubI meeting of 
the Norwieb University Alumni Asso. 
ciation of Boston held at Hotel West- 
minster, Saturday evening, was an en- 
thusiastic and enjoyable affair. Presi- 
dent Nelson L. Sheldon presided, and 
the speeches of the evening were par- 
ticularly inspiring. 

Gol. Josiah H. Benton of Boston, was 
the principal speaker and his able re- 
marks were received with great en- 
thusiasm. Col. Benton said among 
other things that he would have the 
250 or more cadets at Norwich Univer- 
sity, NorthOeld, march from that town 
to Boston and back next summer, a 
journey of nearly 400 miles, camp on 
Boston common a few days, and ac- 
cept the escort of some local military 
organizations. He mentioned the fact 
that the cadets at Norwich did the 
same stunt about^65 years ago. 

Col. Benton highly praised the kind 
of training given young men at Nor- 
wich, saying that the military training 
is of great value in forming character. 
He said the school turns 3Ut a fine 
type of gentleman, that the cadets en- 
joy the discipline they are under, and 
that they can erect earthworks and 
eooduet skirmish drills, owing tu the 
nature of the surrounding country, as 
the students of no other military 
school can, in his opinion. 

He declared that if his suggestion as 
to the march to Boston is accepted he 
will guarantee the use of the common 
for a camp, a military escort and a 
hearty welcome. 

Capt. Frank Tompkins, U. S. A., 
professor of military science and tac- 
tiea at N. U., spoke in praise of the 



work of the cadets, saying that they 
have a spirit very similar to that of an 
army post, that their cadet officers 
administer discipline and admirable 
judgment and discretion, and that they 
can march better than troops in the 
regular army, because regalara are 
usually held back more or less by men 
in the ranks who are no longer yoorig. 

He said that at their annual summer 
encampment, when they marched 100 
miles, they traveled 27 miles in the 
rain, over very muddy roads in 
eight and one-fourth hours. He 

said the cadets are doing fine work 
in training Morgan horses and that the 
war department at Washington has ex- 
pressed its approval of a project by 
which Norwich University may supply 
all the horses, fully trained, used at 
Fort Ethan Allen, in Vermont He 
thought that probably the United 
States government may build a stable 
for 100 horses and a riding school to 
accommodate 60 horses at a time, for 
the benefit of the cadets at Norwich. 

President Spooner praised the char- 
acter of the graduates and said that 
"by the showing which you are mak- 
ing in \ our professional and business 
life Norwich is becoming recognized 
and appreciated." The other speakers 
included Capt. H. C. Keene, U. S. a., 
retired, Charles H. Bradley and Nel- 
son L. Sheldon, the toastmaster, who 
was Saturday evening re-elected presi- 
dent of the association. 

Nelson L. Sheldon was re-elected 
president of the association and E. W. 
Gaynor secretary and treasurer with

COL. HENRT M. PHILLIPS. 

The Springfleld Republican of March 
7, prints an accounc of the funeral of 
Col. Henry M. Phillips, N. U. ex '64, 
A. M. '88, and a member of Theta Chi 
fraternity. 

Col. Phillips entered the University 
in 1860, but remained only until June 
1862, when he enlisted in the 7th R. I. 
Cav. He remained with them until 
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fall and was then detailed to drill the 
officers of the new regiments rende- 
voused at Brattleboro. This duty com- 
pleted, be reentered active service in 
the ranks of the 4th Msaaaebusetts 
Cav., shortly received hia commisaion 
and was promoted finally to the grade 
of captain. 

After the war he did not return to 
Norwich but held various positions of 
responsibility and trust in Springfield. 
Among them may be mentioned: U. 
S. Assistant Assessor, city councilman, 
state legislator, senator, mayor of 
Springfield, postmaster, treasurer and 
receiver-general of Massachusetts. 
He was also the organizer and presi- 
dent of the Phillips Manufacturing Go. 
His military title was earned by hia 
interest and wortc for the Massachusetts 
state militia. 

At his funeral, which took place at 
the Church of the Unity, were repre- 
sentatives of the various oodles with 
which he had been connected, including 
state and city officials, all striving to 
honor the man who had honored the 
positions which he occupied. 

His life is a notable one, as showing 
the man brought irresistibly into 
prominence and public esteem, the re- 
ault of the faithful performance of the 
nearest duty and of absolute fearless- 
ness for danger and hard work.

The following is a copy of the letter 
sent by Edward D. Adams, '64 to Cap 
tain Tompkins, U. S. A., the day pre- 
ceeding the alumni banquet in New 
York city : "Dear Captain Tompkins : 
Herewith I enclose my check in your 
favor for $600 for such use as you may 
deem for the best interest of N. U. in 
the development uf its athletic de- 
partment. I was pleased to make your 
acquaintance last evening, and again 
extend to you the glad hand. Sineere- 
ly yours, Edward D. Adams." 

Considerable interest was displayed 
Sunday afternoon by the cadets on the 
hill in watching Corporal Schwenger 
try out his amateur aeroplane rigging. 
Schwenger started his running aaeent 
from the enbankment east of Alumni 
hall, but only succeeded in making 
several "successful tumbling returns" 
to ground again. Some dissappolnt- 
ment was shown by the onlookers that 
he could not aacend high enough to as- 
sure a good solid bump with his dcpcent, 
hard enough to destroy his aabition of 
wasted time. 
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Cadets May March to Boston and 
Camp on the Common. 

The BoFton Post of a recent date dis- 
cusses Norwich University his:ory and 
the plans jf Col. Benton, N. L. Shel- 
don and other prominent Boston men 
for repeating the stunt of 55 years ago 
when the N. U. cadets under Col. Ran- 
som marched to Boston. The Post's 
article follows : 

One of the most novel college boy 
**hikes" of over 400 miles, and one 
which may result in populating Boston 
Common for a short time this summer 
with 200 or more cadets, has been pro- 
posed by Colonel Josiah EI. Benton, a 
prominent Boston lawyer, who advo- 
cates tne idea of the 200 or more 
students at Northfield, Vt., making the 
march from that town to Boston and 
back. 

^oionel Benton suggests that the 
boys camp on the Common while they 
are here. His suggestion follows out 
an actual march made by the cadets of 
Norwich University in the spring of 
1843, from Norwich to Boston and 
back. It was in reading this fact from 
a book about the school that the plan 
to advocate another similar '*hike" by 
the boys was originated 

Norwich University has been famous 
since its founding in 1819 by Captain 
Alden Partridge, the father of techni- 
cal education in America, for the 
marching abilities and pedestrian a- 
chievements of its cadets. 

The proposed march, if it is not 
carried out exactly as suggested by 
Colonel Benton, will according to Nel- 
son L. Sheldon, another well-known 
Boston attorney connected with the 
board of trustees, at least be brought 
to partial fruition. The cadets, he 
suggests, may proceed by train to 
Concord, N. H., and march from that 



point to Boston and return, a distance 
the railroad equivalent of which is 150 
miles. 

Captain Partridge, the founder of 
Norwich University, felt that there 
was need of military schools similar to 
West Point of which he was a graduate 
and former head. The national acad- 
emy, admitting only a selected few to 
its walls, was not broud enough in its 
scope, he felt to meet the needs of the 
day by turning out a large body of men 
simply trained for military service. 

So Norwich University was founded 
as the first scientific school in the 
United States, a Green Mountain rival 
just across the river from classic Dart- 
mouth college. 

Une of the characteristic features of 
Captain Partridge's system of instruc- 
tion and discipline was the military 
marches and pedestrian excursions for 
scientific and recreative purposes con- 
ducted under his personal command or 
in his company. 

*' Captain Partridge," as Colonel 
Benton puts it, ''was one of the first 
tu see the need of educating at the 
same time the body and the mind, and 
was also one of the first to carry this 
idea into practical effect." 

Stories of these famous marches and 
cross-country tramps of Norwich Uni- 
versity cadets have all been duly 
chronicled by faithful historians, and 
records of them are now in the law 
office of Nelson L. Sheldon. 

**The present efficiency of the corps 
of cadets in due largely to the untiring 
efforts of Captain Frank Tompkins, 
11th Cavalry, U. S. A., who is now 
commandant at the university and pro- 
fessor of milit'ary science and tactics," 
says Mr. Sheldon. 

**Norwich University is a real mili- 
tary institution, modelled after West 
Point, and the first military collegiate 
institation in the United States, its 
charter requiring a course of military 
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instruction both theoretical and pacti- 
cal.' It was the pioneer engineering 
school of this country." 

The prospectus of 1825 as prepared 
by Captain Partridge reads: Many of 
my pupils and those the closest appli- 
canb to study, walk with facility 40 
miles a day. 

''In the summer of 1823 several of 
them left Norwich at daybreak, walk- 
ed to the summit of Ascutney Moun- 
tain, and returned to Norwich about 
9 o'clock the evening of the same day 
— the whole distance, 46 miles, which, 
considering the fatigue and difficulty 
of ascending and descending the moun- 
tain (upwards of 3000 feet high), may 
reasonably be estimated as equivalent 
to 60 miles on the usual roads of the 
country. 

"They continued their regular studies 
and other duties the following day," 
concludes Captain Partridge, to show 
that the effort was not so exceptional 
as to have an ill effect upon bis charges. 

September, 1823, 30 of the cadets 
tramped to the summit of Manchester 
Mountain, travelling 150 miles in four 
days. "A youth of 16, "writes Captain 
Partridge, "walked by my side in one 
day. 45 miles." At about the same 
time 50 students went on an excursion 
to Mount Washington, walking 42 
miles the last day, the total distance 
being 126 miles. 

Between June. 1821-25, the cadets 
as a military corps accomplished six 
military marches a total of 637 miles. 
Four pedestrian excursions for scien- 
tific purposes raised the total to 1321 
miles, while a second trip to the White 
Mountains on which these youngsters, 
who appear to have been the real 
originals of Dan Beard's "Boy Scouts 
of America," went by themselves with- 
out any ciceronage whatever, makes a 
total of 1491 miles. 

"The cadets now march annually 
from Northfield to White River Junc- 
tion, a distance of about 75 miles," 
says Colonel Benton. A volume wus 
printed in 1824 describing a "hike" 
from Norwich to Ticonderoga to Bur- 
lington and return. The march was 
made through Hartford, Quechee, Wood- 
stock, over the mountains to Rutland, 



then through Caatleton to Whitehall, 
N. Y.. by boat and steamer to toe 
mouth of Otter Creek and back afoot 
through Vergennes, New Haven, Mid 
dlebury, Ripton, Hancock and Rochest- 
er, down White River valley to White 
River Junction and thence to North- 
field, a distance of about 300 miles. 
In December, 1826 , the cadets march- 
ed from Northfield to Washington, 
D. C. In 1845 there was a memorable 
tramp to Ticonderoga, and coming back 
by differing routes. 

The last extraordinary march of this 
kind that in the spring of 1846, when the 
was cadets under Colonel Trueman B. 
Ransom marched to Boston and for sev- 
eral days were encamped on the Com- 
mon. 

Colonel Charles H. Spooner, the 
present head of Norwich University, 
favors the project of duplicating in 
approximate detail the famous march 
of 1846. The cadets themselves am 
said to be eagerly in favor of Colonel 
Benton's suggestion, and are anxious 
to show that they possess the physique 
necessary to carry it out. 



Wireless at Norwich. 

Wireless telegraphy has interested 
people everywhere. Many schools and 
colleges have installed small outfits 
for demonstrating purposes, but Nor- 
wich is going to have a large up-to- 
date working station which will be as 
powerful as the average naval or com- 
mercial types. 

The receiving apparatus which has 
been under test for the last few weeks 
promises good results. Among the 
commercial stations copied are those 
at Atlantic City, Manhattan Beach, N. 
Y., Boston and Wilfleet, Mass. Many 
naval stations and ships have been 
heard also Portsmouth and Boston be- 
ing quite near, Brooklyn and Newport 
more distant At 10 o'clock each night 
Wellfleet, the high powered Marsoni 
station at Cape God, sends oat the 
news of the day to the trans- Atlantic 
liners, which have their early dally 
papers, containing the important stock 
quotations and news from both sides 
of the ocean. The Willfleet sUtion 
sends steadily until 12, midnight, and 
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for this reason it is used as a nesting 
station for the new apparatus at Nor- 
mch. 

The apparatus is of the most recent 
Lype and has been made entirely by one 
3f the cadets, Alden E. Finley, Co. A, 
Signal Corps of the freshman class. 
Pinley has proven himself partic- 
jiarly efficient with electricity and a 
i/aluable cadet in the Signal corps de- 
partment of the University. 

The sending outfit is under construc- 
tion and will be finished soon. If the 
surrounding hills do not offer too much 
interference it will be possible to ccm- 
naunicate with Dartmouth and stations 
along the coast. 

Besides this, the Signal Corps is to 
bave two complete field ''wireless*' sets 
such as uie used by the U. ^. A. The 
cadets show very much interest toward 
this line of work and it is almost cer- 
tain that Norwich will prove very 
efficient in the use of wireless '*in- 
Btrumetits" 



NORWICH UNIVERSITY INSPECTION. 



By Capt. Boyd, U. S. A. of Fort Ethan 
Allen. Troop A and B Made a 
Splendid Showing. 

Captain Charles T. Boyd, Adjutant 
10th United States Cavalry. Fort 
Ethan Allen, Burlington, inspected 
troops A and B, of the University 
squaaron. Thursday. Captain Boyd 
has had a great deal of experience in 
this line of work and is competent of 
critically judgincr ihe merits of any 
command. 

At 2:15 p. m. Cadet H. J. M. Smith 
in command of the troops, prepared 
the squadron for inspection. Captain 
Boyd gave his attention to every officer, 
non-commissioned officer and private 
in Doth troops, noting carefully every 
minute detail of the men and their 
equipment; and frequently during this 
rigid examination of the cadets' 
efficiency, their fine appearance caused 
him to remark, ''Excellent," "Fine,*' 
"Splendid", "Remarkable." 

The cleanliness uf the uniform, es- 
pecially the rifle, which is not custom- 
arily found with state militiamen, was 
very gratifying to the inspector as well 



as to the squadron commander and 
Captain Tompkins. 

After the general review and in- 
spection of packs. Major Smith, drilled 
the troops in dismounted cavalry forma- 
tion. Commandant Bailey,Capt. Tomp- 
kins and the cadet officers have worked 
consistently with the corps in this style 
of drill during the past few weeks and 
the uniformity by which the movements 
were executed, plainly showed the re- 
sults of their efforts. The inspector 
remarked many times about the fine 
physical condition of the men, their 
soldierly appearance, their military 
brace, and in fact that it was more 
than apparent that this command is 
prepared to take the field at a moment's 
notice. 

Butts physical and Calisthenics, ac- 
companied by the cadet band immedi- 
ately followed. Throughout this for- 
mation, not a hitch was discovered and 
the work of the cadets was highly 
commended by Captain Boyd. While 
not his duty to inspect anything, but 
the squadron, he also remarked that 
the University had a very excellent 
band. As he commands the famous 
10th Cavalry band, this officer is cer- 
tainly in a position to pass judgment. 

At 4:45 p. m. Cadet Captain Merton 
Badger, commanded Tioop B in mount- 
ed cavalry drill. His orders were ex- 
ecuted with the percise smoothness 
only secured through constant practice 
and drill during the fall and winter. 
The inspector was partinularly impress- 
ed with the knowledge of horseman- 
ship shown by the troop. He noted 
the uniformly good seats of the men 
and that they had b en taught how to 
apply and make use of the upper and 
lower aids. 

This inspection, the first under Cap- 
tain Frank Tompkins, U. S. A., 11th 
Cavalry, who has been in direct super- 
vision over the military department 
this year proved to be one of the finest 
ever accomplished by the Norwich 
cadets.

C. A. Plumley at the N. U. Banquet. 

By special request from his heare'rs 
we have obtained the following report 
of the remarks of C. A. Plumley. '96 
at the banquet at Waterbury: 

We may well congratulate each other 
upon the position which Norwich holds 
in the state and nation today, and up- 
on the fact that in many respects she 
has made more real and lasting pro- 
gress in the last twenty years ♦;han in 
any period of her history. 

As in days of old the lonio column 
stood o'jt from the mass of architecture* 
by which it was overtopped and sur 
rounded, symbolical of an idea in an agr 
of ideas, so in the day of educational in 
stitutions and theories, the Partridge 
idea in the Norwich of today and yrs- 
terday, among the other theories ai.J 
institutions stands out typical and 
symbolical of the University wherein 
it is originally found. 

It has been our boast that the train- 
ing received at Norwich University 
has always tended to cultivate an 
honest and manly character, a haired 
of all shams and humbugs, an earnest 
purpose to make the most of one's self, 
to serve one's time as a man, and one's 
country as a good citizen and patriot. 
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— A complete and thorough education, 
wDich fits a man for the performance 
of all public and private duties, in 
peace and war — That Mr. Toastmaster 
is the praise of Norwich. 

Norwich University, distinctively 
and pre-eminently a military and 
scientific institution, from the days 
of its founder has lived in an age 
coincident with the greatest epoch 
making period in American history. 
It has not been merely a spectator of 
the notable advance: it has had an ed- 
ucational system and theory of its 
own, second to no other institution of 
learning in the land, as typical of itself 
as the Doric column of that style of 
architectrre; it has played well its 
part in training the citizens, the 
soldiers and sailors who have main, 
tained our national integrity, and ex- 
tended our boundaries on land and sea, 
'till our dominions are bounded only by 
the rising and setting sun 

In all the years it has, against great 
odds, persistently insisted upon its ed- 
ucational theory, has everlastingly kept 
at its idea that the best educated citi- 
zen must be the man who respects the 
right of others, recognizees that proper- 
ly constituted authorities are entitled 
to be obeyed, and realizes the responsi- 
bility that attaches tu the rights and 
duties of his citizenship. 

Over and over again, in and through 
theory and practice, it has impressed 
upon the student mind the almost 
axiom, that no man is fitted to com- 
mand who has not first learned to obey. 
At every formation from the first to 
the last in his course, everywhere and 
all tbe time, it has hammered into the 
bead and habits of tbe cadet the idea 
of the absolute necessity for attention 
to tbe business in band. In due course 
it has shown him that real merit is 
properly recognized, and baa taught 
him to appreciate that with such merit- 
ed recognition has come tbe assumption 
of added responsibility. 

So be has learned to expect to meet 
emergencies, tu be prepared for tbe 
unexpected, and to assume responsibil- 
ity as the opportunity and occasion 
therefor has presented itself 

So also be has come to realize tbe 



importance of punctuality, bow abso- 
lutely indispensible is accuracy, bow 
very essential is efficiency, tbe value 
of time, and tbe benefits of brevity. 

Touching elbows with bis equals, 
saluting his superiors^ ':ommanding bis 
inferiors, he has been taught the rights 
and prerogatives of each — what goes* 
with authority — and how he may use 
but never abuse it. 

He has learned to look ahead, to ex- 
pect at any time to have his metai 
tried and temper tested, to form bis 
advance guard, but to keep bis maii» 
strength in reserve. He has learnec* 
tbe advantages of proper preparation^ 
tbe worth of his word, and what honor* 
is. It has taught him to fairly, im- 
partially and impersonally estimate 
his own strength an his limitations^ 
that he should not undertake what be 
cannot fairly expect to accomplish de- 
cently :that he should accomplish what 
he undertakes; that be must find a way 
or make one. 

Again and again, persistently, per- 
ennially, these and other distinctively 
Norwich ideas and ideals have been set 
before him in theory and practice 'till 
they have become the best part and 
parcel of him — and I challenge any in- 
stitution in the land to show me better 
ideas, ideals or educational theories,, 
or one that in practical results accom- 
plished, better fits its graduate, as 
citizen, soldier or sailor, for either 
private or public career. 



SUte InspecUon of Signal Corps. 

Captain Charles Wallace, Fort Wood,

ing tbe signal departments of tbe state 
national guards of this country and 
spoke very highly of the efileienqr of 
the command at Norwich. 

At 2 .80 p. m. Cadet Captain Sabin 
in charge of tbe company, commanded 
tbe men in unmounted drill. The for- 
mations were executed in a very credit- 
able manner, Capt. Wallace especially 
commending tbe cadets in tbeir ac- 
curate handling of tbe rifle. This drill 
was immediately followed by tbe in- 
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spection of the cadets' arms, quarters, 
clothing and equipment in the barracks. 

At 3:30. Capt. Wallace reviewed 
the Signal Corps in mounted drill. The 
work of this detachment of Co. A. was 
highly satisfactory to the inspector. 
Meantime several parties were using 
the heliograph, flags and telegraph in- 
struments. The messages were sent 
quickly and correctly. 

Both Captain Tompkins and the in- 
spector were highly pleased by th€ 
efforts of the cadets, comprising the 
Signal corps of the University. 



CAPT.?f£LLENATN.U. 

C. K. Mellen class of '84 of Buffalo, 
N. Y., addressed the Cadets at Chapel, 
April 19th: 

Congratulating the University upon 
its present prosperous condition, Cap- 
tain Mellen portrayed some of the ele- 
ments and virtueswhicb seem to go hand 
in hand toward the proper and systema- 
tic up-building of character, and to as- 
sist a boy to grow into strong virile 
manhood. 

He touched upon some of the helps 
toward success in one's life work, and 
quoted three definitions: From Long- 
fellow: "The talent of success is noth- 
ing more than doing what you can do 
well without a thought of fame." 
From another writer: "Success in life 
consists in the proper and harmonious 
development of those faculties which 
God has ^iven us." From another: 
"Success in life is simply a right re- 
sult from the factors at work in the 
days and years as we live them, in- 
stead of a wrong result." And he 
dwelt on factors which contribute in a 
marked degree toward the fulfillment 
of these named, ambition, observation, 
application, perseverance, self-re- 
liance, courage, courtesy, soundness of 
body for a sound mind, alertness, at- 
tention, care and neatness. 

Outlining in a general way the worth 
of discipline, defined "unhesitating 
obedience to proper authority," as 
shown in affairs physical, moral, men- 
tal and military. He illustrated some of 
these points from the lives of men who 
have been prominent in the upbuilding 
of the nation. He emphasized the 



value of a life of service and the neces- 
sity for all of us to make more or less 
sacrifices for others. In closing he 
urged the cadets to be true to them- 
selves, true to Norwich University, 
true to their state, true to their 
country, whose emblems they had so 
reverently honored at the opening of 
the exercises, and true to their God.

The U. S. Military Boys Got the Sur- 
prise of their Lives and the N. U. 
Team Distinguished Itself, as 
Never Before. 

In the fastest game of the season at 
West Point. Wednesday, Norwich play- 
ed the U. S. Military Academy cadets 
for 12 innings to a tie, score 3 to 3. 
The game was hotly contested and for 
the first eight innings wholly in favor 
of the Norwich University boys. In 
the second, sixth and ninth innings 
Norwich scored and in the ninth the 
West Pointers tied the score with three 
runs, and though three more innings 
were played neither side could score, 
the game being called on account of 
darkness. 

Parkman pitched remarkably well, 
striking out four men and not allowing 
an opponent past third base for nine 
innings. Although three costly errors 
were made toward the close of the 
game, he also received wonderful 
support by hi& teammates, as may be 
seen by the record of only three runs 
oat of eleven hits and nine stolen bases 
by the Pointers. Too much credit can 
not bfi given to the Norwich twirler, 
who by strong will power held the 
Army cadets without a score during 
the last three innings. 

West Point used three pitcher's put- 
ting in Hyatt, who defeated the Navy 
for three years, during the last four 
innings. The tenth, eleventh and 
twelvth innings were of the most ex- 
citing and nerve racKing order for the 
Norwich men. Each inning the Point- 
ers woald put men on nearly every 
base with one out. only to be retired 
by a quick double play on Parkman's 
efforts coupled with close fielding. 



Several times the Norwich men used 
bad judgment in running bases, result- 
ing in an out that might just as well 
have been a run, but un the whole, they 
were fast, taking chances that required 
daring efforts and generally winning by 
small margins. 

There were many star plays which 
involved tne entire infield, but the main 
features of the game were the playing 
of Mahard at first and Murray's clever 
bunt in the sixth, scoring Parkman. on 
a **squeeze play." 

This victory, for in fact it was al- 
most as good as a victory, against the 
strong Army nine was the most dis- 
tinguished event that N. U. has ever 
been credited with in the athletic line 
and plainly shows the great improve- 
ment Norwich has made in her base 
ball nine during the past few years.

Address by Prof. Woodbury. 

Eigbteen hundred and seventy eight 
years ago this Spring a procession 
might have been seen marching along 
tbe highways of Palestine toward Jer- 
usalem. Une man was mounted, the 
rest around about him shouted and 
<beered and threw down their garments 
for a carpet. He accepted the ovation, 
w-nt about his duty as he saw it, 
(which, by the way, was not as the 
crowd saw it), and five days later they 
were shouting "Crucify him !" **Cru- 
cify him!" 

Thirteen years ago this morning Cora- 
^nodore Dewey sailed into the harbor 
"^f Manila, destroyed the Spanish fleet 
^ind in the course of a forenojn's work 
made the United States a world power. 
He immediately became a national 
hero and people could not do enough 
for him. Finally they presented biro 
with a house; he accepted it, and used 
it in accordance with his ideas of right 
and duty, which by the way, were not 
tbe ideas of a great many American 
people. Instantly his popularity wan- 
ed and the praises changed to curses. 
Human nature is the same today that 
it always has been. 

When Dewey received notice that 
war bad begun between the United 
States and Spain he was in the Harbor 
of Hongkong, and proceeded imme- 
diately to Manila under tbe orders of 
tbe War Department to capture or des- 
troy the Spanish fleet. Entering the 
Habor aoout midnight of April 30, he 
sailed over the supposed mines and by 
the batteries, until at 5 :15 be was 
challenged by a shot from the Spanish 
fleet, which was lying off Cavite, the 
Manila naval station, situated several 
miles from Manila, and in much tbe 
same relation that the Charlestown 
Navy Yard bears to the southern part 
of Boston. The fire was returned and 
five times the American line passed 
the Spanish fleet firing aa often as 
gdoa would bear. Tbe result of this 



was the virtual destruction of the ene- 
my while our forces came out at the end 
practically uninjured. After a two 
hour intermission, for breakfast and the 
taking of stock, the battle was resum- 
ed, tbe purpose being to absolutely 
annihilate tbe fleet, and silence the 
batteries. In this attack the Balti- 
more, at the head of the line, missed 
destruction from tbe explosion of two 
mines by an error on the part of the 
electrician, amounting to not more 
than three seconds; those errors, how- 
ever, made the difference between vic- 
tory and defeat. Our fleet was rather 
more modern than was the Spanish, 
but less numerous. We had four 
cruisers to their seven, and a total of 
seven vessels to their fourteen. In 
addition to this, they had the forts. 
The main difference between the two 
forces, however, was that our shots 
bit, and theirs didn't. 

In his own account of the fight, 
Admiral Dewey made the statement: 

"The Battle of Manila Bay was 
fought in Hong Kong Harbor." 
While it is undoubtedly true that the 
final plans of the battle were made 
there, and the Admiral kne«v exactly 
what he was to do when he reached 
Manila, yet I believe that the actual 
fighting of that battle commenced way 
back in the student days at Norwich 
and^Annapolis, was carried on through 
the Civil war under Farragut. and was 
perfected during the after years of 
Dewey's experience. In short, he 
was the one man for the place because 
be was thoroughly prepared for tbe 
emergency when it arrived. That 
point of preparation is the first one I 
wish to leave you ana the second is in- 
fluence. Opinion is divided as to the 
value of the Philippines. Many people 
say that we would be better off with- 
out them and that the lives and pro- 
perty expended in their subjugation 
are wors; than wasted. Tbe value of 
the Philippines as a military or com- 
mercial proposition has very little to 
do with the case. The big thing that 
Dewey did was to make us a recog- 
ized world power, able to undertake 
our share in bearing ''the white man's 
burden. As long as we were iso- 
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lated, our voice did not count in in- 
ternational politics except in those 
cases which involved the Western 
Hemisphere. We have shown our 
right now to a vote in the congress of 
nations and our influence in the devel. 
opment of ir.cernational peace, coro- 
noerce, civilization and a better ac- 
quaintance is immpasurably greater 
than it could have been had not Dewey 
done his duty and gained his signal 
victory on the 1st of May, 1898.

Extracts from General Orders No 53. 

Washington, April 28, 1911. 

****** 

Candidates from civil life will be 
selected by competitive examination 
from those designated bv the W^r De- 
partment. Applications for designation 
should be addressed to the Adjutant 
General of the army, indicating the 
branch of the service for which the 

applicant desires to compete. 

****** 

Applicants who are graduates of rec- 
ognized colleges or universities and 
those who are graduates of institutions 
of learning at which officers of the 
Army are detailed as professors of 
military science and tactics of classes 
A and B A will, if they desire, be ex- 
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€ropt from the preliminary examina- 
tion described in paragraph 7 of this 
order, and, to this end, they should 
submit to the War Department diplo- 
mas, certificates, or other evidence of 
such graduation when applying for the 
letter of designation referred to in 
Paragraph 2 of this order. If exempt- 
ed, candidates will be no informed in 
their letters of designation. 

Candidates will be classified as fol- 
lows : 

a. Honor graduates of institutions 
of learning at which Army Officers are 
detailed as professors of military sci- 
ence and tactics and which have at any 
time been designated as ''distinguished 
institutions." Each year that an in- 
stitution receives this designation, one 
member of its graduating class will, 
upon graduation, be rated an honor 
graduate, and should he subsequently 
become a candidate for a commission 
in the Army he shall be given certain 
privileges of precedence in appoint- 
ment as indicated in I'aragraph 11 be- 
low). 

b. Other graduates of institutions 
of learning at which Army o filers are 
detailed as professors of military 
science and tactics classilied as Class A 
and Class BA at the date of the candi- 
date's graduation and 

Members of the Organized Militia 
of not less than three years' creditable 
service in the militia. 

c. Other candidates. 
Candidates who have satisfactorily 

passed the preliminary examination 
described in paragraph 7 of this order 
and those exempt from this examina- 
tion under the provisions of paragraph 
8 of this order will be graded accord- 
ing to merit as established by their 
general average upon the competitive 
mental examination described in para- 
graph 9 of this order. Those whose 
general average is 85 per cent or mor«' 
will be graded separately in each of 
their several classes and will be select- 
ed to fill existing vacancies in the or- 
der of their merit, taking first those of 
class a; second those of class b, and 
third those of class c.

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION. 

Captain Benjamin T. Simons, 4th 
Inft.. oeneral Staff, U. S. A., inspect- 
ed the cadet military corps Friday 
morning and afternoon and Saturday 
morning, and the cadets were on their 
mettle in order to secure for the uni- 
versity the best possible credit from 
the inspector. 

Cant. Simons has had several years 
of experience in this line of work and 
any measure of praise from him may 
be received at exactly its full value. 

The inspector attended chapel exer- 
cises Friday morning in Dewey hall. 
Academic recitations had been suspend- 
ed and first call for battalion drill, 
commanded by Cadet Major H. J. M. 
Smith. was sounded at 8:20 a. m. Dur- 
ing the formation the men were drilled 
in Butts physical, calisthenics, bayonet 
exercises and the firings in extended 
order at imaginary enemies. From 
10:30 a. m. to 11 :30 a. m. Major Smith 
commanded the battalion in extende i 
order on the grounds west of Alumni 
and Carneigie halls. 

At one p. m. first call for drill was 
again heard. The inspection of the 
afternoon consisted, first of advance 
and rear guard formations with an at- 
tack upon an outlined force situated on 
the crest of a ridge just north of 
Lover's Lane on the Roxbury road; 
and later in the afternoon the forming 
of the different companies in executing 



outpost duty was performed. This waa 
immediately followed by guard mount- 
ing and evening parade; also the in- 
spection of the guards at both Alumni 
and Jackman halls. 

Company A formed the advanced 
guard in the march and attack upon the 
Band which made up the outlined force 
designated. They advanced with right 
and left flanks with the sapport and 
Its connecting links. On neariog the 
scene of action. Go. A., advanced over 
the ground east of the Roxbury road 
followed by Co. G and Go. D drawing 
the enemies fire, while Troop B skirted 
around to the right making excellent 
use of the cover afforded and advanced 
with a rush to tne attack on the 
enemy's left flank. The shooting waa 
continued for several minutes by both 
sides until the order was heard from 
Capitain Tompkins to cease firing. The 
decision was given to the attacking 
party on the strength of the troop's at« 
tack. 

The outpost duty consisted of cover- 
ing the territory south of Hedge's 
house to the road near the atate range 
and westward to the railroad track. 
Detachments of the signal corpa run 
out over a mile of wire connecting the 
different posts, and messages were sent 
and received with great accuracy. 
Captain Simons especially noted this 
signaling and sent and received several 
m ssages. Guard mounting and even- 
ing parade completed the inspection 
tor the day. 

Un Saturday the work waa reaomed 
at 8 :30 a. m. with battalion review in 
heavy marching order, followed by the 
pitching of pUp tents and inspection of 
packs. The impression made by this 
drill was very gratifying to Cap- 
tain Tompkins. 

At 9:30 a. m. Capt Simons inspect- 
ed quarters in both barracks. Mount- 
ed troop drill commanded by Cadet 
Captain Merton Badger received the 
attention of Captain Simons until 10:00 
a. m. The work of the troop waa ex- 
cellent. The inspector obaerved the 
fine use the men made of the upper 
and lower aids.

Northfleld's Weather Bureau Favored 

The Northfield station has been 
selected by Prof. Willis L. Moore, as 
one of the Weather bureau stations to 
receive monthly publication of the In- 
ternational Commission on Scientific 
Aeronautics, published at Strassburg, 
Germany, containing the result of 
Aerological observations, taken on 
specified days at stations throughout 
the world. 

Tnis is the only publication in which 
are recorded the instantaneous mete- 
orological conditions prevailing in the 
upper air on specified dates, over a 
large number of points on the earth's 
surface. The data it contains is 
therefore of unique value in connection 
with many problems in the physics of 
the atmosphere, as well as the applica- 
tion thereof to aeronautics, etc. Data 
is obtained by attaching various 
meteorological instruments to kites and 
Boonding balluns.

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animal than the mule; yet the attempt 
to follow these admonitions may serve to 
define a purpose and develop strength for 
its execution. They are useful gymnas- 
tics of the mind and character. 

As distinguished from these high ideals, 
I wish to direct your attention to those 
that are popularly considered to be of a 
lower order. By this I do not wish to be 
understood to mean anything mean or 
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vulgar. Perhaps the term practical aims 
would be a suitable nomination of my 
theme. 

The charge of impracticability is often 
made against our schools. "More of the 
world, less of the book," is a proverbial 
statement of the remedy. And how to 
put the big world into the ordinar>' school 
room; upon a blackboard and chart of 
human knowledge; into the hands of the 
ordinary teacher the sceptre of the domains 
of endeavor and experience; into the head 
and heart of young America the attributes 
of useful men and women, is the grand and 
difficult task for the republic to master. 

We have accomplished great things in 
this age and generation, and our pride has 
sometimes led us to think ourselves wiser 
than the children of light. As we look at 
the manifold agencies in operation around 
us and the quality and quantity of their 
products, we enlarge our estimation of 
ourselves as compared with the ages that 
have gone before us; yet the susceptibili- 
ties and capabilities of man have not in- 
creased since the Creator set his crown up- 



on his creation. They may be less 
rather than more. We are, it is said on 
high authority, in a state of regeneration, 
making progress with shortened steps and 
diminished years. The first human hand 
and brain were perfectly and generously 
endowed, when the process of evolution or 
creation was completed, as are the like 
organs of to-day. If man has descended 
from the monkey, he stopped his descent 
before the historic era. In the territorial 
discover}' of the earth now species of ani- 
mals have been found unlike in some 
instances any that were known to the dis- 
coverers, but nowhere has a new species of 
mankind, endowed with essentially differ- 
ent attributes been found. It is true 
that there is a vast difference between the 
European raised to the heighth of the 
twentieth century civilization, and the 
Inuit hunter watching for hours at the 
blow hole of a seal in a temperature of 75 
degrees below the freezing pK)int. But the 
difference lies in the dexterity and exper- 
ience in the use of common faculties. 
Our schools are established fcr the pur- 
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[X)se of transmitting and improving this 
experience and dexterity. So far as this 
purpose is subserved along the lines of 
betterment or maintenance of what is best 
in the acquisitions of the past, they are 
performing their natural functions. But 
they are sometimes, no doubt, led astray 
from the main purpose. 

The monas e.iesofthe middhages have 
been compared to an ark preserving the 
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treasures of learning, while the world sub- 
merged in a deluge of ignorance and bar- 
barism yet how strange and fantastical 
was much of their learning! Much of it 
is not worthy of a dusty corner in our 
library. It had liitle tendency to pre- 
pare the mind for the pra( tical affairs of 
life, or to put inio a condition where a 
single glance like that of Newton at the 
falling appl-> could awaken ihe- recognition 




accompanied with ability and circum- 
stances suitable to their realization. The 
young n.an who has not inherited a fortune 
can not ^pend one; who has no bent for 
study and investigation cannot become 
a success! u I practitioner; who has no facul- 
ty as an accountant cannot expect to work 
with a pen instead of a shov\l. How far 
our schools tend to develop this daintiness 
in preference among employ Uicnts is not 
easily d.iermined. I3ut when there is a 
pre va I. r.ce of such notions, there is a 
weakTK>s in a state One of the wisest of 
all s.iyings is: ".As a nan thinketh so is he." 
As a n.ition thinketh >o is it. Many so- 
calU'd ci\ ili/ations ha\e failed because they 
rested upon false conceptions of essential 
eniplo) iiients. One looked upon labor as 
tit for >Li\(.~, and the eniplo>ment of arms 
as the (;iil\ honorable occupation for 
fre« n.t n. It forgot tliat the one who had 
laid tlie loiindation canu' from the plow- 
shtire; that ilu- man w h(j tilled the soil was 
more n \(Ilul than one who led a K'gion; 
lh.<t .1 I. lade of gr<iss is a truer symbol of 
life .ind gro\\th than a suord; that a cara- 
\,iii of ( orii in the v. iKk-rness is n j^rpander 
l)rocession ili.m a Koin«in trim \)\)\ and 
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of truth as wide a^ thr universe .md as 
everlasting .is time it^If. h bore little 
relation to that unit> of iiatun- which 
underlies all the \arioiis i)henomena. It 
was inc<ipal)le of making usi' of the 
opportunities afforded b\ the menr.il and 
moral conditions in whi( h man is circum- 
stanced In the bro.id and true sense, it 
was impracticable; could not l)e executc-d: 
a stagnant pot)l through whiih no current 
ran. 

How far are we justified in making .i 
similar charge of impracticability ag.iinst 
our schools toda> ? The gravamen of the 
charge that is made i take to be this. The 
average gniduate disdain?^ the m<>re useful 
and essential services of societ\'. The 
young lad\[)refers the parlor to the kitchen, 
the jjiano to the oven; the tennis rachet 
to a spoon and the like. And the young 
man's preferences run along a parellal 
line. He would be a base ball player 
rather than a carpenter, a clerk rather 
than a farmer, a club man rather than a 
householder, a doctor rather than a stone 
cutter, and so forth. And what is the 
most curious feature of all these prefer- 
ences is that they are many times un- 
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when athletes who set th • rac- horse 
above the imperial eagles, lolled in the 
great houses whose founder^- had adorned 
forgetting these things it became the prey 
of degeneracv' and barbarism. The decree 
of destiny was already written upon the 
seven hills when .Augustus could find only 
one Tiberius fit for the great task of state; 
when the plowshare had changed from an 
honored imi)lement into an antique symbol 
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their walls with the trophies of the world. 
The French nation furnishes another 
illustration. Under Louis XIII and 
Louis XIV, she reached a position of great 
influence and power in the affairs of Europe 
Her kings were absolute monarchs at home 
and dictators abroad. Louis the XIV^ 
declared himself to be the state. His 
glory was his solitary theme, but the 
brighter it shown the more wretched be- 
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came the people. The grass of the liv M 
became a means of subsisiarce. Th • 
glory of the great monarch litt rally Uil 
upon the grass. The curse of Ni bucli».(l- 
nezzar fed upon the nation. 

A false concx'ption of manly pursuits \v.i>- 
a principal cause. Long bef(jre the scv ru- 
teenth century education had Ixv-n alnnii 
the wrong lines. 'I he noble soiuin i rU'^ 
that had been interwoven with f(u<ial 
knighthood had been united v.ith a dis- 
tainful attitutle toward useful and esMii- 
tial employments and those who \mto 
emgaged in them. In 1214, at the battle 
of Bovines, there was a brigade of burghers 
opposed to t)ne of Flemish knight-^. When 
the battle o{x«ned the burghers made 
the first charge. The knights refused the 
battle because they were attacked by men 
of a lower class. The burgln-rs began to 
cut them down without opp )sition. The 
knights, so thoroughly imbued with class 
prejudice, preferred death to the comprom- 
ise of their honor, as it had been taught 
them, until they finalK realized the folly 
of placing their false notions above their 
own lives and the welfare of the nation, 



but not until their pride had contributed 
to their defeat. The same spirit caused 
King John of France to dismiss the 
burgher forces and lose the battle of 
Poictiers, one of the great battles of the 
hundred years war. .As late as the begin- 
ning of theeighteenth century, the French 
parlament seriously debated whether the 
Duke De LaForce had not forfeited his 
peerage by becoming a dealer in porcelain 
and spices. 

When Peter the Great of Russia visited 
France he embraced the statue of Richelieu 
exclaiming; "Ah! great man, if thou wert 
still alive I would give thee one half of my 
kingdom to teach me to govern the other.' 
But less than three centuries ha\e tested 
this praise. The great cardinal was 
master of the art of government of his time. 
But his work was to crumble. He success- 
fully established absolutism upK)n the 
throne of France, but it went down in the 
French Revolution. He planted a bush 
that produced a flo.ver and thorns, notja 
tree tliat liore blossoms and fruit. The 
I'rench Academy i> the only great insti- 
tution that he pioir.oted that flourishes 
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in the civilization of to-day. The allied 
power could not force upon his country 
his ideas of government. Great was hi' 
genius, but its exercise after the fashiin 
of the seventeenth century would now U- 
a national calamity. Rather would tl- * 
Cardinal need to embrace the statue cf 
the Czar to-day. The latter 's ideas arc 
the predominant of ones our age. 

Peter visited foreign countries in the 
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role of a day laborer in order to acquaint 
himself with the common arts. He became 
a shipwright in order to teach his country- 
men the construction of a navy. He 
shunned the parlors of princesses in f^aris 
while he visited her workshops. He 
shamed his nol)les into work by pointing 
to his boots made by his own hands. He 
converted a morass into one of the great 
capitals cf ICurope and dv^feated the ( ireat 




dred once flourished. The riches of the 
New World, so lavishly poured into the 
treasury of Spain, have not sufiiced to 
make good the lack of ordinary thrift. 
The nation has been true to the example 
of one of its kings, who died of a disease 
contracted because court etiquette forbade 
him the slight physical labor of moving 
himself out of a draft. 

As contrasted with such nations we are 
a splendid (example. Confessedly the 
most prosperous nation is the one where 
every kind of useful kibor is honorable; 
where no cla.-s has installed it -elf upon the 
law of the land; where e.irh indi\'idual 
presents his works, not his birth, as claim 
to distinction; where ;q)p(jini nient 1>\- lot 
or rotation i^ not thf le.oJ of election; 
where a Miliiades nic;\ l)e in eoininand 
when the I'.ite of a ci'v ih/..ii ii n hangs (ner 
a Marathon. Ii eatinoi l),- sii.i ihat such 
conditions ha\i' .ilwav-- exi-^ied in any 
count r\. lini hv rv with u-- t he\ ha\'e 
been ri;^htfiill\ laxond. Abihty and 
<ipl ii iidi' .ire [\w j;,-. ro^.u i\ c ot iKM'ondilion 
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"Honor and shame from no condition rise; 
Act well your part, there all the honor lies." 
^ What matters it to us whether a man 
once split rails or tanned hides, provided 
he is to preside over the nation in its troub- 
led hour, or lead its armies to victory'? 
Naf)oleon possessed much of the wisdom 
of the world, if but little of its morality. 
He carefully selected his marshals for their 
merit. Marshal Lannes was one of the 
ablest, having risen from the ranks. At 
The seige of Ratisbon he was directing 
the assault. At one time the soldiers 
hesitated because the Austrians shot them 
down as fast as they advanced. The 
Marshal, seizing a ladder, shouted, "I 
shall show you that your Marshal has not 
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ceased to be a grenadier," And led the 
escalade as if he were still a private in the 
ranks. 

Generally speaking, labor is held in 
esteem in this country; specifically it is 
not. The native born element shuns 
many employments. There is a notable 
gravitation of the population towards 
the city. In 1830 only six and one half 
per cent of the f>eople dwelt in the city; 
the recent census will probably show forty 
per cent and much more than that 
in certain sections. Urban life has 
its advantages, and so far as it is founded 
on the social instincts of mankind, and 
not on a false and artificial classification 
of pursuits, and does not run counter 
to economical conditions, it is not repre- 
hensible. But when the young man 



graduates from college and refuses to go 
back to the farm because he has ptersuaded 
himself that his little knowledge is too 
valuableo be lost in rural obscurity, and 
choosesthe great and bustling city, where 
life is more intense and diversified, he 
often finds himself without an honorable 
means of subsistence, and at last reaches 
an unchosen destination, as if he were a 
piece of wreckage among the tides. Life is 
never truer than in the open country where 
the horizon is set with mountains and the 
star-fields are broader than the funnelled 
street. Diocletian deserted a (>alace for 
a cabbage patch. When asked to resume 
the purple, he said, "I wish you would 
look at the cabbages that I have planted 
myself and you would not talk to me of 
empire." On his Sabine farm Horace 
sang his song. 

In that se(iucstercd nook, 
Where the white poplar and the pine, 

Are listening to the brook." 
Washington longed for the release from 
the cares of camp and state so that he 
might retire to his plantation beside the 
Potomac. Our distinguished ex-president 
whose activities have been so varied and 
efficient that he has Ijecome the most 
conspicuous figure of his age, went from 
the college to the ranch. 

If our schoolstend to lower the estimation 
of the land and its tillers, they will retard 
rather than accelerate our progress. If 
they tend to associate agriculture with 
hayseed in a way to foster a pride against 
it as an occupation, they are thwarting 
their fundamental purpose in planting 
ideas of aristocracy, and starting young 
men and women on a career of pride, un- 
rest and discontent. In as true a sense as 
the blood of martyrs is the seed of the 
church, hayseed in its generic sense is the 
seed of national prosperity. 

In the sixteenth century Queen Eliza- 
beth maintained a cosly and brilliant court. 
The raiment of herself and of those around 
her was magnificent. But this audience 
is to-day clothed with a richness and 
variety that would have carried the royal 
treasur>' of "good Queen Bess*' a long way 
toward bankruptcy. The royal luxurie 
of that age are common things to-day. 
And why? Because of the improvements 
ot the useful arts. By seven years of war 
the revolutionary fathers established our 
political independence, but were boinxl 
fast in the bondage of debt. And who led 
them out of the second bondage? Wat^ 
it Hamilton, who for his financial manage- 
ment has been compared to Moses smitiftf 
the rock from which the waters Aoikeaf

No. It was Eli Whitney, the humble and 
unrequited bcnefator of his race. He 
turned the exhausted rice fields of the 
South into richer mines of wealth than 
those of California and the Klondike. 
By his invention he enabled one man to do 
as much in a day five thousand could do 
before. He gave us, njc tvo hides of 
grass for one; but the cotton plant five 
thousand fold? He crowned cotton king; 
paid the national debt; gave the nation ii 
second birth of freedom, and mankind more 
raiment than all the llocks of Isrcel since 
the Great Deliverance. 

But cotton is onh' a liranch of agricul- • 
ture. The young man who (wU himself 
above it, who would rather own a box of 
cigarrettes than a bushel of potatoes, has 
been a dull student of our histor\. A 
hundred years ago the great basin l)etween 
the Allegheny and Rock\' Mountains was 
a wilderness, to-da\ it is the abode of 
more than forty millions of men. They 
have gathered from e\er> (|u;irter of the 
earth. Their lodestone has been the soil; 
their reward the har\'e>t. Their triumph- 
car is the har\ester, onee ridiculed as 
a cross between a circus wagon, a 
wheelbarrow and a llying m<u bine. 

I have used agriculture 1)\- wa\ of illus- 
tration, There are other oirujjations as 
useful, essential and honor.ible. from w hich 
the schooled \oung Anurii an turns aw<i>'. 
Misconduct should not. p rh.ips Ixe-ntirely 
ascribed to the schools. Other cau>es are 
in operation and show their erfect> under 
various conditions and in different wa>s. 

When the Alhambra theatre in Lomlon 
took fire, the firemen were unable to reach 
the vital place with a house, and water 
could only be conveyed thither in buckets. 
The number of firemen was limited and 
volunteers for a bucket brigade were 
called for. Many {persons present sprang 
into line, but even with this assistance 
there was occasion for more hands. Idly 
looking on, near where a wi 11 dressed man 
was hard at work, stood an indix idual, 
whose flashy attire elojiientl) proclaimed 
recently aquired we.dth aid \cinity. 
Observing him doing nothing, the man at 
work asked, "Why don't you take a hand 
in?" Drawing himself up to his full 
height, thepompousindividualcontemptu- 
ously replied: "I'll have \ou understand. 
sir, if you don't know it. th;it I am Mr. So 
and So of So and So, and cannot stoop 
to the dirty work of a common fireman." 
Without pausing in his dirty work of a 
common fireman, the man looked Mr, So 
and So in the eye and said very quietly: 
**I am his Royal Highness, the Prince of 



Wales." That is a better story than wc 
sometimes get of a prince. 

Invention has exempted us from much 
of the drudgery of former times. Steam 
alone is estimated to be doing the work of 
two hundred millions of men. What a 
marvelous fact that the vapor of water 
that floats idh' in clouds does more work 
than many times all the able bodied men in 
the United States could do. 

Over three hundred thousand patents 
have been i^^sued since the United States 
established the Patent Office, and what 
a wonderful transformation of the indus- 
trial world has taken place in tha' time! 
Heat, motion and light are con\ertiblc 
into each by pressure U[)on a button. 
Science c<in to-day |)ick up a waterfall and 
transport it with the grace and speed of 
light to the point of service. It can make 
the "white coal ' heat, light and move the 
world. The greatest discovery of the 
age has Ixen said to be that the ("iramme 
machine is reversil)Ie. But this knowlegde 
of the mvsteries ol nature ought to 
heighten, not lower our, estimation of 
the oruupalions in which these marvelous 
ageiK ii's are eniploved.

even if he sliould reve«il all the mvsteries of 
the origin .ind aition of electricity, than 
the ordinary process of baking a loaf of 
bread. The voung .American would pro- 
bably consider himself advanced in dig- 
nit v of i)f)sition if he were able to make a 
phonogr.iph instead of a loaf. 

In tht' final analysisand classification of 
all beneficent activ ities there are no degrees 
of lu>nor or station. The young men and 
women who go forth from cnir educational 
institutions cannot alwa\s choose their 
emplovment. Circumstances may deter- 
mine what we are to do; but our own free 
will determines how we are to do it. But 
the readiest thing to do is as likely to be 
the nM>st advantageous to us and to society. 
Do not seek a service in the distance be- 
cause it is distant.

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MORGAN HORSES 



For the Army. Notable Undertaking 
by the New York Morgan Horse Clnb 
of Great Interest to Vermont. 

The following communication from 
H. S. Wardner, president of the Mor- 
gan Horse club of New York, recenet- 
ly appeared in the St Albans Mes- 
senger and is worthy of as wide a 
circulation as possible in Vermont, as 
the success of the project will be of 
great advantage to the State: ''At a 
moe^ing ot the board of governors of 
the Morgan Horse Club, held last 
March, it was voted that Arthur W. 
Peters of Bradford, be appointed com- 
mittee to DUrchas^ for the club ten 
Morgan geldings to be turned over to 
the United States government for a 
test of their etficiency as cavalry 
horses. It is the hope of the club that 
Mr. Peters will be able to secure in 
Vermont satisfactory Morgan geldings 
not under four years of aj^'a or over 
six. as near the old type as can now 
be found and reasonably well bred, 
that will pass the requirements of the 
government ms to soundness and type. 
In selecting these horses Mr. Peters 
will have the advice and assistance of 
Capt. Frank fompkins. of the Eleven- 
th Cavalr^ , U. S. A., who is now as- 
signed to the position of professor of 
military science and tactics at Nor- 
wich University, Njrthtield. It would 
be htlpful to the cause if parties own- 
ing or knowing of horses ot" the above 
description that are for saie would in- 
form Mr. Peters. 

**The price allowed by the United 
States for cavalry horses at the pre- 
sent time is only $180, so there will be 
no opportunity to obtain fancy figures. 
The horses will be caid for by the Mor- 
gan Horse Club as delivered to Mr. 
Peters and will be t Tned over to the 



airy post at Fort Ethan Allen. 

"I sincerely hope the Morgan Hor8< 
Club will meet with every success it 
this undertaking for I believe that tb< 
superior utility of the Morgan as i 
cavalry horse can be demonstrated t< 
the satisfaction of army oflicers todaj 
just as it was 50 years ago when th( 
First Vermont cavalry, mounted oi 
Morgatis, went to the front. Sucl 
new demonstration having been made 
the demand for Morgans should, as i 
natural result, be considerably increas 
ed with a corresponding benefit to thi 
breed and to the breeders in Vermon 
ana elsewhere."

And with it all he has found 
time for sharing the pleasures and 
duties of social and of t<*chnical socie- 
ties and organizations, doing his part 
to promote the purposes for which such 
clubs are formed.

will be used to raise the level of Gen 
tral street where it crosses the brook, 

Having in mind that such might bi 
the case the village has raised the wes 
side retaining wall about eight feet 
In t^e final grading at this point th< 
fill will be made from a cpt at tht 
north which will lower the street abou 
two feet. This will not be completet 
this year. 

Death of Dr. McCollester. 

At this late date our attention hai 
just been called to the death of Majo 
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J. (j. A. McCollester '58 at his resi- 
dence in Waltbam, Mass. Dr. McCol- 
lester had recently passed his 8Uth 
birthday and had enjoyed good health 
until within the last year, during which 
he had a serious surgical operation. 
From this he was slowly recovering 
when he suffered a shock which hasten- 
ed his end. 

After his graduation at Norwich the 
doctor began the study of meHicine 
with a course of lectures at the Dart- 
mouth Medical school which he follow- 
ed with a term of service as assistant 
at the hospital on Ueer Island and by 
a course at the Jefferson Medical 
college whence he received his M. D. 
degree. Volunteering as medical 
officer in 1862 he was commissioned to 
the 53rd Massachusetts and saw much 
service not only with that regiment 
but in various army hospitals to which 
he was assign<>d. 

As a physician he began practise in 
Deerfield. removed to Groton Junction, 
thence to Harvard and finally to Wal- 
tham. in 1887. Kindly, sympathetic. 
skilful and wise, he leaves behind him 
a host of rriends to mourn his go- 
ing. 

Five children remain, among whom 
are Edward Z. of Ayer, Mass., and 
Jor.n F. of Waltham. Among the 
frat»'rnities and societies to which the 
Doctor belonged was the Norwich 
Alumni association of Boston, in whose 
occasional meetings he found much 
pleasure, and ot which he held various 
offices, including the presidency. 

A member of Norwich University 
Board of Trustees since J 894 he was 
very regular in his attendance at its 
meetings, bringing to them helpful 
good cheer and thoug tfuul considera- 
tion making for harmony and welfare. 
He will be greatly missed at our con - 
cil board.

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eonitruction of the Barge Canul and 
made a eomparisoD between this canal 
and the Panama wit^ which he was 
previoOBly identified. He pointed oat 
bow the canal might effect the trans- 
portation rates of commodities destin- 
ed for points alorg the Lake Champ- 
lain, and the results to the traffic pro- 
blem in general over tl)e country. 

In closing Mr. Barnes said that with 
the ship canal the northern tetminus 
should be to Lake Superior, as the 
Canadians were alive to the value of 
canals and would soon have a network 
perfected which would allow intrr- 
course with the large Canadian cities. 

C. C. Covert, enffin«'er of the United 
States Geological Service, spoke brief- 
ly upon the collection of stream data, 
their average flow, stream profiles, 
etc., with a view to obtaining inform- 
ation relative to water shedd, storage, 
and power development. In doping 
he wished the power plant people as 
well as the state would cooperate with 
the Service in the great work. 

Prof. A. E. Winslow gave a bri^f 
review of the day's achievements ex- 
pressing the desire that the Vermont 
Society of Engineers may become tct-

Signal Corps Inspection. 

Benjamin D. Foulois, First Lieuten- 
ant Signal Corps, Division of military 
affairs, Washington, D. C, United States 
Infantry inspected Co. A. Si^. Corps V. 
N. G. of Norwich University on last 
Saturday afternoon. 

Lt. Foulois has seen a great deal of 
active service in the Philippine Islands, 
having participated in over 50 engagements 
while on the islands of the east. He is 
also one of the pioneers of aviation in 
the United States Army, receiving in- 
structions under the Wright brothers 
in 1909. At this time he wsEia a pupil of 
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the Wright brothers at Fort Meyers, Vir- 
s^nia, preparing for the tests prescribed 
by the war department which were to 
determine whether or not the government 
^MTould purchase the Wright airship. 
About this time at Fort Meyers, Lieuten- 
ant Seifridg was tailed and Wilbur Wright 
severely injured. A few days lat- 
er Lieutenant Foulois and Oliver 
Wright flew from Fort Meyers to Alex- 
andria and return, with no landing places 
between. This was the first cross coun- 
try flight over rough country in an airship 
containing two people, and it resulted 
in the war department buying the Wright 
airship for which the government paid 
^30,000. 

Lt. Foulois was also on duty with the 
maneuver division in Texas last spring 
and summer. During this period he 
experiment(*d continually with areoplanes. 
He obtained the world's record at that 
time by flying from Laredo to E^gle 
Pass, Texas, a distance of 116 miles 
without stoppinir. 

Lt. Foulcis was ver\' much pleased with 
Company A. Signal Corps \'. \. G. at 
Norwich I'nivcrsity. During his tour 
he has nspected 15 signal companies in 
different part of the United States and 
he said he that found none better than 
A Company and few as good. He em- 
phasized the fact that there are many 
signal companies in the I'. S. A. that are 
inferior to Co. A. Sig. Cor[>s. 

The inspection consisted of the dis- 
mounted company, armed with rifles and 
of the barracks with full field equipment 
on the bunks. The Signal Corps equip- 
ment included reel cart, horses and stables. 
The inspector also spoke in complimen- 
tary terms of the wireless room, all the 
instruments ^or this department were 
made by Corporal Finley. 

By the excellent impression given to 
Lieutenant Foulois, Company A, has 
been promised additional equipment. 
Captain Tompkins was also very much 
pleased with the personal appi'arances 
of the men and the apparent preparation 
made by thrm for the inspection, especial- 
ly, on the clothing, equipment and 
quarters, which were fully up to his stan- 
dard of excellency when inspected.

COMMODORE H. N. STEVENSON. 

From the Berkshire County Eagle 
we learn of the death of Commodure 



Holland Newton Stevenson of the 
Class of 1866. 

Born in 1844 at Cambridge. N. Y., 
Stevenson was educated in the sebools 
of that town, in Burr Seminary, the 
private school of Dr. Reed at Geneva, 
N. Y., at Norwich, Renneslaer Poly- 
technic Institute and at the (J. S. Naval 
academy where he graduated In June 
1868 in the first class specially trained 
engineering branch of the Naval Ser- 
vice. . , 

Beginning as an acting third assist- 
ant engineer, he saw the passing of 
the old ni^vy, and did his part toward 
the development and growth of the 
new. Successively he ivas promoted 
through the grades to that of Chief 
Engineer in 1892 with ran of Com- 
mander. 

Later when the title. Chief Engineer, 
was dropped, he was commiasioned 
Captain, and was retired after 8tf years 
service, in 1905 with rank of Commo- 
dore. 

His seaservice, covering in all about 
18 years, was done un the Cyane, Da- 
kota, Saranac, Swatara, Trenton, 
Wyoming, Patterson, the Alliance, and 
finally on the Monito Monterey \ n its 
57 days trip from San Francisco to 
Manila during the Spanish War^ 
These cruises took him to all the prin- 
cipal parts and ports of the world, and 
incidentally led to adventures inland 
with expeditions sent for exploration 
or for other proper purposes : — from 
Callo to the head waters of the Ama- 
zon; along the coast of Alaska in 1869- 
1870; into Korea, and among the 
islands of the Pacific. Not apparently 
detailed as an observer or earthquakes, 
and their effects, his diary or his 
letters should record many interesting 
facts noted by him concerning those 
events. On the Dakota he was off the 
coast of Peru at the time of the shock 
that destroyed Arica, and the shipping 
in its harnor; was Chief Engineer of 
the Alliance in the harbor at Apia 
when the great tidal wave swept in 
and wrecKed the English and German 
war vessels at nnchor there. His 
prompt action it was that enabled the 
Alliance to steam out of barber to safe. 
tv. And finally he was in 8an Fran- 
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Cisco during the earthquake of 1906. 

Commodore Stevenson acquired resi- 
dence in Pittsfield, Mass., in 1876, and 
was carried on the voting list until 
1907, when he transferred to San 
Francisco. Here he married Gertrude 
Livingstone in 1904. 

Commodore Stevenson died on Octo- 
ber 3rd, having been in ill health sinc9 
February 1910. but seriously sick only 
a few days. By his request bis re- 
mains were cremated, and thf ashes 
placed in Woodlands cemetery at Cam- 
bridge, N. Y.

Tb f famous football victory of Nor- 
wich of 17 to last year on neutral 
grounds was turned into a defeat on the 
home (grounds when the (Turlington 
boys won from the cadets by a score 
of 18 to 3. 

Recognizing a heavier and a stronger 
team the local collegians from North- 
field, put forth every ounce of defen- 
sive ability and stubborn resistance 
possible to withstand the plunging at- 
tack of their rivals.

These targets will 
be marked for identification and no 
other targets will be received for 
record. These targets will be sent to 
the N. R. A. Judge and will be re- 
tained under his control before and 
after the shooting. Targets similar to 
those used in the macthes may be 
secured from the N. R. A. for $2.60 
per thousand. 

Position: Standing off hand, body 
free from all support, strap allowed 
in connection with one arm only. Tbe 
regulation web belt may be usnd if de- 
sired. Prune, head coward target. No 
part of extended arm to touch the 
ground except at the elbow. No arti- 
ficial support to any part of the rifle, 
except Che sling, or to the arm, except 
the elbow. 

Rifle : Any 22 caliber rifle weigh- 
ing not over ten pounds. 

Sights : Any, in front of the firing 
pin, not containing glass. Telescopes 
not allowed. 

Trigger pull : Not less than threa 
pounds. 

Ammunition : 22 caliber short. 

Time allowance: 10 minutes will 
be allowed for each string of ten shota^ 

Judges: The judge appointed by 
the N. R. A. or his representative will 
act as Executive officer at each eon* 
test. He will see that all eonditioaa 
are adhered to, determine tbe score 
and report same to the headquarten 
of the N. R. A. by mail on eompletion 
of match. In the Western league the 
scores will be telegraphed to the N. R 
A. at night rate prepaid. (Capt. 
Tompkins has been appointed judgi 
for the Norwich team.) 

Matches, when shot: Teams msy 
shoot on Monday, Tuesday or Wedne»> 
day night ot eaeh week, or on the Sst- 
ufday night preeeedinf if the tavgeta 
atamped for the following week SM 
need. A report of the weeii^e 
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must be in the ofUce of the N. R. A. 
by Thursday morning; of each week. 
Matches may be shot either atternoon 
or evening. All clubs not reporting by 
mail or telegram by noon will receive 
a zero for the week's shoot. 

Entrance fee: $5.00 per team. 

Prize: The winning team of each 
league will shoot off for the champion- 
ship and the winning team will receive 
the championship trophy and five sil- 
ver medals. The losing team will re- 
ceive a trophy emblematic of the 
championship of the east or west as 
the case may be, and five bronze 
medals. 

Sperial prize: J. A. Baker, Jr., 
and P. St. G. Bissell, Jr., two former 
members of the Columbia University 
rifle team, have presented a bronze 
figure as a special prize for the non- 
military college making the best record 
in the matches. The trophy to remain 
in competition for ten years and he- 
come the property of the college win- 
ning it the greatest number of times 
in that period. 

The method of determining the win- 
ning team in each league will be by 
the greatest number of wins.

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HISTORY OF N. V. 



Exhaustive WorK in Three Volumes 
from Pen of W. A. Ellis. 

Norwich University, 1819-1911, Her 
History', Her Graduates, Her Roll of 
Honor," Published by Major-Gcneral 
Grenville M. Dodge, C. E., A. M. . L. L. D., 
compiled and edited by Willaim Arbar 
Ellis, B. S., A. M.; In three volumes 

This histor>' is the result of study and 
research on the part of the author during 
a period of 17 years. The first work was 
begun in 1894 when Mr. Ellis, then an 
undergraduate at Norwich, was elected 
alumni editor of the Reveille. Contin- 
uing his researches after graduation in 
1897, Mr. Ellis published in 1898 his 
history of the University, of which the 
present work is a continuation. General 
Dodge of the class of 1851, always a 
staunch supporter of the University, 
became interested in the project in 1908 
and made arrangements with Mr. Ellis 
to complete the history in three volumes. 

The historians brought to the task be- 
fore them exceptional resources. For 
years a student of historical and gen- 
ealogical research, he consulted every 
possible source for material and has ga- 
thered into the more than 2100 pages of 
his work priceless data on the varying 
fortunes of N. U , which probably other- 
wise would be lost. 

Ver>' properly Volume 1 dealing with 
the general histor>' of the institution, is 
dedicated to the memory of Captain 
Alden Partridge, the founder of N. U 
1819. The institution was known as the 
American Literar>', Scientific, and Mil- 
itary Academy until 1834 when it was 
incorporated as Norwich University. The 
"Academy" was located in Middletown, 
Conn, from 1825 until 1829, when the 
property was sold to the Methodist 
church for Wesleyan University. The 
"Academy" was then re-opened in the 
old buildings at Norwich. In 1866, 
owing to the loss of the "Barracks" by 
fire, the University was removed to North- 
field. 

Thus was founded the first miKtary 
school in the L'nitid Stati-s outside of 



West Point, and the first technical school 
in the English speaking world. 

Interesting chapters in Volume I tell 
of Capt. Partridge's views on education, 
his insistence on a ''general diffusion o'' 
military information and the advantage 
arising from a due cultivation of militarj 
science applicable more especially t( 
young gentlemen destined for a libera 
education." The development of th< 
course of study from the formative perioo 
of the university to the present time, 
also is traced; a glimpse of student life 
and environments as in the early days 
is given; and reminiscences of old alumni 
and past cadets add to the interest 
and charm of the work. The contribu- 
tions in the upbuilding of the University 
of such great leaders and educators as 
her founder, Capt. Partridge, President 
Ransonm, Dr. Edward Bourns, renowned 
as a classical vscholar. Gen. Tackman 
and others who served their day and gener- 
ation are all recounted in terms of affec- 
tionate remembrance and appreciation. 

Another chapter is devoted to the pe- 
riod from 1880 to 1884 when the finances 
of the University were at a low ebb, and 
the name of the institution was changed 
temporarily to Lewis College to the 
chagrin of alumni and past cadets. Prof. 
John B. Johnson, long a distinguished 
member of the faculty, has written with 
first hand knowledge of what he term 
the Valley Forge of the University* 
existence. 

Rear-Admiral (}. P. Calvocoresses, U 
S. N. contributes a luminous account c 
the Battle of Manila Bay of which Ad 
miral Dewey of the class of 1855 was th 
hero. *'In immediate effect and ulti- 
mate consequences" writes Admiral Col- 
vororesses, this battle was a "striking 
example of what in the Duke of Welling- 
ton's opinion constitutes the art of war, 
viz., 'The great accomplishment of great 
results at small sacrifices". 

Of all the various military' ori^aniza- 
tions that servx'd in the Civil V . r, the 
" College n Cavaliers" stand uriqui. So 
far as known this was the only con pimy 
in the serv'ice composed of cc^llege men. 
Of the*offirrr<; of this organizi.tion, the 
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first and second lieutenants and the first 
sergeant were Norwich men. 

Volumes II and III contain cuts and 
sketches of trustees, rniversity ofticials, 
alumni, past cadets, and honorary grad- 
uates from 1«20 to 1911. The roll is a 
long one and honorable one and shows the 
versatility of the activities and accomplish- 
ments of Norwich men in the various prof- 
fessions. No less than 689 N. V. men 
have served in the various wars of the 
countrx from the Seminole to the Spanish- 
American. Commissioned officers have 
held rank as follows: major-gemrals, 8; 
brigaclier general>. 19; ccloiuls, 57; lieu- 
tenant colonels, 30; major<, 33; siirger>ns, 
a9; pavniasters, 2; ch.ipKiins, 4: captains 
246: first lieutenants. ()*>: srvond lieuten- 
Ints. 40; naval otViccrs, 85; non-commis- 
sioned officer.^, U)9.

N. U. HISTORY. 



Solid and substantial are the three 
volumes of the "History of Norwich 
Universitv, 1 819-1911. "rr)m[>iled and ed- 
ited by VVilliam Arba Fllis, B. S.. A. M., 
and published by Mnj. Gen. Grenville M. 
Dodge. C. F., A. M., LLD., and solid 
and substantial is this history which 
they narrate. 

The passes — and th^re arc more ihan 
2000 of them in the three v..|nmes-- 
seem fairly to glow with pride, a just 
pride in the lives and d"<*(ls of the gradu- 
ates of this X'ermont ae;ifle'niy-university, 
the first military school in the I'nited 
States outside of West Point and the first 
technical school in the Knglish-speaking 
world. 

Murh of the first vuiuine is f?< votr^l to 
this hi«tor\- j roper of thi> u^^ivei^ity, 
from its foundation in 1819 at Nor- 
wich, \'t, by (apt Alden Partridge 
r. S. A., who ha(i been superintendent 
of the Natit)ntil Acacleiuv at \Vest Point, 
down to the DP sent. 

It was in Septt'mber. 1820, that the 
"American Literary, Sei<'ntific and Mili- 
tar\' Acadt'niy" w;ks ^pmed for the re- 
ception of students. In 1825 it was p*- 
moved to M'ddletown, Conn., but four 
ytars lat( r it returned to Norwich, 
where it nuid'.- its home until hSoO. 
Then the di struction of the "barracks" 
by fire caus« d a new n nioval, this time 
to the hills of NOrthfiild, \"t, when* 
it has «^inee reniaintd. Nlianwhile in 
1834. the academy had been incorporated 
as Norwich I nivrr<ir\-. 

Its r.xeellent and th<n uni(]ue course 
of instruction mad' thf old "acadrmy" 
soon famous and it firew attendance 
from nearK ever> [Portion of the I nitt-d 
Slates and from many foreign countries 
so that for -evt ral >(ar> it rivaled the 
oldest institutions in the country. 



But it is quality rather than quantity 
of which Norwich University makes its 
especial boast, the distinction attained in 
many walks of life by its cadets, and it 
is this with which the history is largely 
concerned. 

In brief fashion the first volume 
enumerates the graduates who have 
figured prominently in one way or an- 
other — its clergymen, teachers, lawyers 
and public servants — the last including 
five United States Senators and nine 
Governors — its chemists and physicians, 
its long roll of railroad men and en- 
gineers of every kind, its merchants and 
business men, farmers and sea captains, 
authors and editors. 

The university's greatest pride, how- 
ever, is in the men it has given to mili- 
tary service, and if any pages st-em 
more tightly packed with fervor than 
the rest ,they are those which tell of 
the part played by the gracluatc "cadet «" 
in our country's wars from the Black 
Hawk War down to the war with Spain. 

It is a notable record, too. No less 
than 689 of the graduates have served 
in the various wars. Fight major gen 
erals and 19 brigadier generaN have 
been graduates of Norwich University; 
an admiral, five rear admirals and four 
commodores. 

Of the present Admiral Oeorge Dewey 
is the best -known graduate, but th»?

Surveyors, who have been employed 
by the Barre Granite Railway Co for 
several weeks, were en^^ai^i^il Wednes- 
day in puUint; the finishini; touches to 
their lioHn e<itablished from Barre to 
the quarries, thence to Wiiliamstown. 
Under the direction of P. W. Denison, 
N U. '98, a prominent Central Ver- 
mont civil engineer, four student en- 
gineers from Norwich university, 
Nortbfield, and W. S. Hutchinson, an- 
other engineer employed by the Grand 
Trunk system have been at work on 
the tentative lines. since early in Feb- 
ruary. Beginning first in the vicinity 
of Barre, they gradually worked their 
way to the quHnies and established 
desirable location lines wherever the 
route seemed feaaihle. On account of 
deep snow, little progress was made 
in the direction of Williamstown. 

Although some of the severest 
weather of the winter has been the 
order since the transits were first put 
in operation five weeks ago, the men 
have remained on the job continually 
and the work has proceeded without 
interruption. When the heaviest 
storm of the winter Was raging week 
before last, and on a number of days 
when the mercury went down to almost 
Unprecedented depths^ the surveyors 
were always busy 

Th^ last lap of the survey was com- 
l;)leted last week The locations will 
later be forwarded from St. Albans to 
the office of the clerk in Barre Town to 
be filed Mr Denison, Mr. Hutchinson and 
Fred Colburn of Norwich university 
will leave at once for St. Albans to do 
surveying for the Central Vermont 
road, while the other student engin- 
eer^, James Rand, Francis Lee and 
William Wallace, will return to their 
itji^djes at Norwich.

Lieut*?nant Waugh 
consicered himself acclimated and able 
to take care of himself in the Arctic 
8olitud*'s. Cordova was hie destina- 
tion 1,000 milns away, half of thn 
distance sheer wilderness, unbroken 
by trails The Lieutenant purchased 
five Siberian dogs and packtd his sled 
with rations for dog and idhi., a medi- 
cine chest and extra cldthing. cracked 
his whip over hi«, plume tailed com- 
panions and was off. About all the 
light he had for days togethf^r was 
contributed by the moon. Sometimes 
it was as wartn as 20 degrees below 
zero and again as cold as 40 below. 
Wtien he stopped for rest he crawl- 
ed into H sleeping bag and the dogs 
made themselves comfortable on the 
top of the sled Runa'»'ay dogs was a 
fearful risk the young infantry officer 
took, but luckily for him none deserted 
and althougn his ears, nose and hands 
were frost bitten more than once, he 



got through in good condition and with 
every dog too. Waugb was fond of 
the beasts and now and then be treat- 
ed them to a meal of grouse which 
fell to his gun. When the Lieutenant 
turned up at Vancouver barracks to 
report, to General Marion P. Mann 
he had little to say except that people 
do not know what endurance a man is 
capable of until be is put to tbe test. 
Mr. Wuugh's home was in Massachu- 
setts, he was a cadet of Norwich Uni- 
versity but left to enter tbe Military 
Academy at West Point from which he 
graduated in 1905. 

Medals of honor are not award- 
ed for perilous enterprises under 
taktn merely on private account. Out 
if young Waugh had fought his way 
through the s..ow and frost to the re- 
lief of a party of lost explorers such 
reward would be his, and somethng 
very eloquent and moving wouH be 
said many times about the stuff of 
which heroes are made.

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OUR PHILIPPINES. 



Interesting Letter From Norwich Man 
in ttie Constatnilary. 

There come to the Islands, reports 
of the cries that are going up in the 
states of the expense to the U. S. Govern- 
ment in maintaining these islands, 
bills to be proposed in Congress for their 
indepi-'ndence in 1915, saying they are 
too far off etc: 

As a matter of fact the steamship lines 
are now making the trips in 20 days and 
it takes but a few months residence on 
this side to realize that these howlers 
don't know what they are talking about. 

To come down to facts these islands 
were a conquest from Spain and were 
not paid for, as many believe. The 
20 million dollars so much cited, was 
paid for land owned by Spanish friars, 
claimed by Filipinos as unlawfully taken 
from them. This land was then offered 
to Filipinos at a low price but they re- 
fused to buy, saying they had never 
owned land; and so the land is still the 
property of the government. 

The islands, some 2,000 in number are 
very fertile and has all gradations of 
climate. In northern Luzon, at Baguio, 
the summer capital, the days compare 
very favorable with those of May and 
June in Vermont, with cool nights re- 
quiring two blankets for covering. Snow 
has even been known on some of the moun- 
tain tops. 

Here grow the pine tree, the sign of the 
north, strawberry, cocoanut, banna and 
the government experiment station is 
doing wonders in the vegetable line. 

This is the district of typhoons and a 
fierce one in September lasted a week 
and in 24 hours 37 inches of water 
fell. (Forecaster Shaw would gasp for 
breath at this.) The typhoon changed 
the course of several rivers and the en- 
tire position of one mountain by var- 
ious landslides, destroying that wonderful 
Benguet road which was a triumph 
of engineering skill. Baguio is almost 
6,000 feet above sea-level. 

Then as we go lower down we come to 
sugar-cane fields, hemp, rice and so on 
down to peanuts and coffee in the tropics 
at Mindanao 



Ligao, my station is in the heart oC 
the hemp district and liere we have alao 
tangerines, bananas, pomoloes, prooH 
granates, thread and fruit. Bambo is 
in abundance here and in Mindanao there 
are immense forests of hard woods as 
yet untouched. *E1 Mayon" an active 
volcano near here, is a beauty and can 
Ix! seen at a great distance. It rises 
to a height of nearly 9,000 feet and there 
being no mountains or hills near, its 
beauty and height are enhanced. It 
was never ascended until the Americans 
cam*^, and after them some German 
scientists went up into the crater, and 
have never returned. A party of 
six of us autoed around the base of Mayon 
one night by moon-light and it was 
emiting smoke a little. I think I am safe 
in saying that Vesuvius herself couldn't 
rival it. 

1 shall never forget my sail from Manila 
to Legaspi, in and out among the islands 
which made me think of Lake George, 
but for the tropicalness. Here a banana 
planation runs down to the ocean's edge 
while there on the hillside the cocoanut 
palms wave to and fro and midway 
l)ctwt'en the two sits a cottage thatched 
with cogon grass from which comes the 
strains of some musical instrument. 
Alxnit ^5 per cent, of the natives are 
born musicians. 

The natives are divided into class- 
es, as an\ ract- and the dress 
show:, their station in life. The man 
who wrars shoes is of course much nearer 
ei\ilizatiun than the northern Igorrote, 
whg is happy and over-dressed in a 
gee-string, and the boy in the white duck 
trousers is "gcritry" when ct)mpared with 
the one clad onlv in his birthday suit. 

What is needed is capit.d for develop- 
ment and that will ne\er come until the 
half-way "politicos" in the IJ. S. become 
cognizant of what this pi. ice is worth 
and what can be done here. C'apital- 
ists hesitate to invest as they don't 
know what is the future of the islands 
but I firmly believe that the U. S. will 
hold them for some time to come. We 
cannot, with justice to ourselves and 
to the people, withdraw with our work 
less than half done and stain the memory 
and magnificent design of that great 
man — President McKinley. 
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Spanish is the language spoken to 
a great extent but it is being replaced by 
English and before many years it will 
be done away with entirely as over 80 
per cent, of the school children are now 
speaking English well. 

In the 2(K)0 islands there are 22 im- 
portant dialects spoken and these are so 
different as to be more in the sense of a 
languages. Now how can 8 millions 
of people, so handicapped Imow what one 
another wishes and discuss independence 
when the best linguists among them 
speak no more than five or six of these 
dialects? 

It was but a few weeks ago that I 
spoke to a prominent "politico" who 
wishes, or at least agitates, independence 
and favors Sr. Quezon for president, 
"Suppose the U. S. gave the islands in- 
dependence to-morrow, Quezon would 
head one party, LaGarda, another, 
and probably Osmena another and so on. 
Supposing Osmena was elected, what 
would you do?" "Why", he replied 
"we wouldn't allow him to take his seat" 
and there you have the whole thing in 
a nutshell, war upon war. 

Today the government is vested in a 
governor-general, appointed by the pre- 
sident of the U. S., to whom he is alone 
responsible, and a commission of five 
Americans and four Filipinos and an As- 
sembly formed of Filipinos so they really 
make their own laws and govern them- 
selves. 

The islands cost Uncle Sam nothing 
for maintenance and those who think 
this is a dumping ground for all the money 
made at the mints in the states are un 
informed. 

Independence is a thing far distance 
and when many Americans are making 
such sacrifices as they are, to lead a people 
into the ways of peace and prosperity 
some encouragement at home is neces- 
sary. Capital is the thing needed and 
it can't be gained nor developnien 
attained unless all go into the work 
with a will. 1 have merely touched on 
these things and were it not for using 
up so nmch of your valuable paper I'd 
say more but to those interested 1 say, 
"Come over and sec.".

"Heinie"Munsell drew two j>asses Fri- 
day. If he does this every game, we 
will not say a word about him not hitting 
the ball, for he is getting better behin 
the bat. 

Murray has broken the ice at last and 
got in a good solid hit. Valuable as he 
is to the team, he would be a star if he 
would line them out as he did at Exeter. 

The short stop problem is a hard one 
to solve. Thompson seems to be a little 
better adapted to the fielding end of it 
than Shepard, but little as the latter has 
shown at the bat, Thompson has done 
worse. It will be nip and tuck between 
these men for the job. 

It's a pleasure to watch Way pitch. 

He seems to have control of the whole 

situation and the men work like a mach- 

le behind him. Having such perfect 



control, he can waste a couple of balls 
at any stage of the game, and then burn 
them over so fast you can hardly see them. 

The team left, Sunday, on a five game 
trip, to play Syracuse, Manhattan, 
Rutyers, Conn. Aggies and Rhode Is- 
Island State. We look to see Norwich 
take at least two of these games, and 
come back in fine shape for the opening 
game on the new diamond. 

The student body should put it up to 
Hemenway to get busy, for his long, 
healthy swarts are needed. Norwich has 
no business to let a man of his ability 
lay idle, and it is sincerely hoped that 
by the time the team gets back from their 
trip, he will be ready to oust someone 
out of the outfield. 

A precaution — ^an errorless game looks 
fine, but the minute that a team is look- 
ing for that sort of a thing, they will 
slow up. Everything should be tried 
for, regardless of errors, and it is often 
the case when a shortstop and second 
basemen have better fielding averages 
than Wagner or Lajoie, but where do 
they fit in with these stars? 

Some little argument came up whether 
or not it was an error of O'Dowd or Bur- 
well that allowed a man first base in the 
last inning. In as much that the runner 
had both O'Dowd and Way beaten 
for the bag, surely no error could be 
charged to Burwell, as he came up be- 
hind O'Dowd at the last second to try 
and take the throw from the latter. It 
should be charged as a scratch hit, as 
Way should have covered the bag if he 
had time to get there. 

Another News prediction — that a fel- 
low by the name ot O'Dowd, 17 years old, 
from Manchester, N. H., if he stays at 
Norwich his full course, will, about four 
years from now, be the best first base- 
man that Norwich ever had. He has 
every ear mark of the ideal first baseman, 
size, reach and short arm throw, besides 
very good form at the bat. If he is will* 
ing to learn the fine points of the game he 
will make a star, although first base is al- 
most new to him, we understand. 

In 1910 and 1911, Parkman was a very 
reliable batter, especially in a pinch. 
He won several games for Norwich by a 
timely hit and was about as good a batter 
as they had. Captaining, pitching, fielding 
and good batting, however, seldom comes 
to one man, and a bright star he is, who can 
do all. Capt. Parkman can, we think, 
do more for his team by con- 
fining himself to ene department, either 
taking his regular turn in the boat, or put-
